FINANCING IN 
PIRG-ATORY 


Perhaps it was the business lobby’s 
strong-arming him. Perhaps it was the 
environmentalists’ protest at his home 
and office that was the last straw. What- 
ever the reason, Governor William Weld 
this week dealt a blow to one of the 
State’s premier environmental organiza- 
tions by cutting one of its key funding 
mechanisms. 

In a move that infuriated the Massachu- 
setts Public Interest Research Group 
(MassPIRG) and undoubtedly delighted its 


| industrial foes, Weld eliminated a waivable- 








fee system that collected money from pub- 
lic-college students. 

The system automatically deducted a 
MassPIRG contribution from the tuition 
bills of students at participating state 
colleges — unless students checked a 


_ box indicating they didn’t want to make 


the donation. 
Weld spiked the funding mechanism by 
letting stand a legislative amendment to the 


| state budget that called for its end. Had 


Weld vetoed the amendment, the student- 
initiated donation system, which had been 
around for more than 10 years, would have 
continued. 

The budget amendment, backed by big 
business, is not the first time that industry 
has flexed its muscle to clip MassPIRG’s 
wings on the student-donation issue. It 
was businesses that pushed for the waiv- 
able-fee system back in the early 1980s. 
Before then, the student donations were 
automatic. 

In announcing his decision — which 
will cost the advocacy group about 
$350,000 a year — Weld said he respect- 
ed MassPIRG’s work. But, he concluded, 
“the current system of the negative check- 
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off gives MassPIRG a privilege that no 
other lobbying group shares.” 

Weld’s message on MassPIRG funding 
was almost identical to the pitch made by 
Associated Industries of Massachusetts 
(AIM), the industry coalition behind the 
budget amendment that killed the funding 
system. The similarity was not lost on 
consumer advocate Ralph Nader, an orga- 
nizer for the national PIRG, of which the 
Massachusetts group is a part. Nader is- 
sued a statement from his Washington of- 
fice condemning Weld as “a prisoner of 
the right-wing big-business-indentured 
clique surrounding him in the State 
House.” 


SHARED 
ENDORSEMENT 


In an unusual compromise, members of 
the Greater Boston Lesbian/Gay Political 
Alliance endorsed two candidates for may- 
or, City Councilors Rosaria Salerno and 
Bruce Bolling. 

In past elections, the group has en- 
dorsed only one mayoral candidate. But 
as its July 19 meeting continued late into 
the night, members appeared deadlocked, 
with neither Salerno nor Bolling able to 
garner the two-thirds vote needed to win 
the endorsement. 

The impasse broke when Salerno back- 
ers and Bolling supporters agreed to a dual 
endorsement in a fourth round of balloting. 
Both sides say they are satisfied. 

“I believe that Bolling’s done the most 
for the gay community, but I think it’s a 
good compromise,” says Roger Carter, a 
Bolling supporter. “I think we’re sending a 
strong message because he’s a black man 
and she’s a woman.” 

“I think it was the best compromise we 
could have come to,” says Salerno supporter 
Marsie Silvestro. “I hope the press will print 
the ballots so that people will see that 
Rosaria has the most support around town.” 

On the first ballot, Salerno received the 
simple majority of votes, 53, compared to 
Bolling’s 30, Acting Mayor Tom Menino’s 
eight, and Sheriff Bob Rufo’s and State 
Representative Jim Brett’s four apiece. 

Silvestro says it was unfortunate that a 
rift had developed between supporters of 
Bolling and of Salerno. 

“As city councilors, both Rosaria and 
Bruce have worked hand in hand on a lot 
of issues, and I think they’re both liberal,” 
she says. “In terms of the gay community, 
they’ve both always been there.” 

The alliance also endorsed candidates 
for city-council seats. At-large candidates 
Jose Vincenty, John Nucci, and Gary Dot- 
terman got the nod, as did District 3 new- 
comer Nancy Kavanaugh and District 6’s 
Maura Hennigan Casey. 

In District 8, openly gay City Coun- 
cilor David Scondras was endorsed over 
openly gay challenger Jay LaCroix by a 
vote of 75 to 22, with 2 votes going to 
Tom Keane.

DOWNED-TOWN 
RESTAURANT 


Restaurateur, Combat Zone/Theater 
District fixture, and Boston Disaster 
Tour director Dan Holmes has closed 
the doors of his Downtown Café, at 610 
Washington Street. 

The 60-seat café, located in what was 
once the lobby of the RKO Theatre, 
opened a year ago. It succeeded Holmes’s 
popular 26-seat hole-in-the-wall on La- 
Grange Street, which closed in 1991. 

Business never really took off in the new 
location. 
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“There’s just no traffic on Washington 
Street after daytime hours now,” Holmes 
explains. If the “Opera House, or Lafayette 
Place, were open, we could’ve made it. 
Without that, we can’t.” 

Holmes said last week he was leaving 
for a prolonged stay in Italy, where he has 
no plans to cook. He hopes at some point 
to try out his “disaster tour” concept — a 
tongue-in-cheek look at the city’s misfor- 
tunes — in other places, and, perhaps, to 
return to Boston.

STATIC ON 
THE RIGHT 


As listeners well know, radio-talk-show 
callers tend to be far more conservative 
than the average voter. Even in Massachu- 
setts — a liberal state where Bill Clinton 
ended up with about twice as many votes 
as George Bush — pre-election call-in sur- 
veys ran as high as three to one in favor of 
Bush. Now, a recent survey released by the 
Times Mirror Center for the People and 
the Press concludes what many have long 
suspected: “American public opinion is be- 
ing distorted and exaggerated” by conser- 
vative dominance of the talk-radio air- 
waves. 

Nowhere is this more obvious than in 
the evaluation of the recently elected 
Democratic president. At a point when 
national surveys put the president’s job- 
performance rating at 43 percent nega- 
tive and 39 percent positive, talk-radio 
callers voted thumbs down by a whopping 
53 percent to 38 percent. When public 
opinion of Clinton’s economic program 
was evenly split between critics and sup- 
porters, the callers objected by 53 percent 
to 39 percent. Although Clinton’s person- 
al favorability rating among the general 
population was 60 percent positive and 
35 percent negative at the time of the 
survey, 49 percent of the radio callers 
held him in low esteem. 

Perhaps even more interesting, however, 
was the survey’s poll of 112 talk-show 
hosts in major markets. These hosts were 
split evenly between liberal and conserva- 
tive leanings and actually voted for Clinton 
over Bush by a margin of 39 percent to 23 
percent, with 18 percent pulling the lever 
for Ross Perot. 

But only 26 percent of the talkmasters 
approved of Clinton’s job performance, 
and a strong plurality expected him to fail 
— apparently confirming a basic rule of

the talk biz: whatever the host’s personal 
political leanings, there’s nothing like 
trashing the guy in power to keep the 
phone lines lit.

A DEMON 
ON WHEELS 


Harley Freedman is addicted to rugby. 
“I love the contact, the competition, and 
the high I get from being an athlete,” says 
the 39-year-old Sudbury residenit. 

Freedman, however, is no ordinary 
head-banger: he’s used a wheelchair to 
get around for the last 16 years, and is 
one of about 700 quadriplegics in the 
United States who have become hooked 
on the raucous, rolling sport in the last 
decade or so. 

Freedman and a dozen of his fellow 
scrummagers can be seen in action at 
UMass/Boston this weekend as part of the 
32nd National Wheelchair Championships, 
which began Tuesday, with various events 
around the city. 

Sponsored by the National Wheelchair 
Athletic Association, with support from the 
Paralyzed Veterans of America, the cham- 
pionships this year feature more than 350 
participants from several countries com- 
peting in seven sports. Quad rugby — so- 
called because it’s reserved for athletes 
with a measurable amount of disability in 
their arms and legs — will be presented 
for the first time, as an exhibition sport 
(rowing will get its first try-out, too). 

Quad rugby was first played in Canada 
15 years ago and arrived in the US in the 
mid-’80s. It was initially called “murder 


ball,” but even though its name has been | 


made more palatable, the competition 
hasn’t softened. Played on a basketball 
court, using customized chairs, it’s a full- 
contact combination of hockey and 
lacrosse; players are allowed to wear only 
gloves and elbow- or knee-pads for pro- 
tection. Freedman, who has received 
stitches after games and has even broken a 
foot in an on-court crash, explains that 
quad-rugby players must be willing to ride 
a constant collision course. “It’s kind of 
like bumper cars in wheelchairs,” he says. 

Freedman and his teammates will com- 
pete in the world championships of quad 
rugby in August. Exhibition matches will 
be held this Friday and Saturday after- 
noons at Clark Athletic Center, UMass/ 
Boston. For times, call 266-5897.

VOX POPULI 


The main point of Christopher 
Georges’s essay, “Teleplutocracy” 
(“DC Dateline,” News, June 25) 
seems to be that ruling the country 
would be much more convenient for 
politicians, consultants, lobbyists, 
PACs, and pollsters if only they could 
get rid of us pesky voters. Although 
this is undoubtedly true, it’s probably 
not an appealing concept to most of us 
who live outside of Washington, DC. 

With all the logic of a Pentagon 
budget proposal, Georges states that 
“the closer we get to direct democra- 
cy, the more we disempower the com- 
mon person.” Certainly an interesting 
theory, but what evidence is there to 
support it? “More money is spent in 
direct-democracy politics than in rep- 


| resentative politics.” In other words, 
| it’s more expensive for special inter- 
| ests to try to sway the general public 
| to vote a certain way than it is for 
| them to lobby a few congressmen. 
| Common sense would seem to indi- 


cate that under direct democracy, not 


| only would it be more expensive, but 
| also harder (and therefore less cost- 


effective) for Big Money to get its way 
than it is now. After all, a corporation 
may be able to pay for a Puerto Rican 
vacation for a small group of key leg- 
islators, but it really wouldn’t be prac- 
tical to do the same thing for thou- 


| sands or millions of voters. 


Georges continues: “If you’re trying 


| to sell a car to an 80-year-old woman, 
| would you rather deal with her, or her 


representative — her son the lawyer?” 
In keeping with this rather sexist anal- 
ogy, the question we should be asking 
is: what car do you buy if your repre- 
sentative (son/lawyer) is being wined 
and dined (i.e., “lobbied”) by several 
car dealers? Who is really looking out 
for your interests in this scenario? 
Probably not your representative, who 
may be expected to recommend a car 
from whichever dealer takes the best 
care of him. All you can do is try to 
choose the car that you believe is best 
for you, since you'll be the one mak- 
ing the payments and suffering the 
consequences. Unfortunately, in our 
current system, we don’t get to make 
our own decisions. Sonny the Lobbied 
Lawyer decides for us, and more often 
than not, we get stuck with a lemon. 
Georges rightly states that we need 
legislators to deliberate the issues and 
work out compromises. That should 
be their purpose: to debate, deliberate, 
amend, compromise, and propose 
laws. In a democracy, the final yes or 
no vote should come from the people. 
“Government through the consent of 
the governed,” you might call it. 
Ironically, Georges closes by 
declaring that “if you’re not con- 
vinced, we can always vote on it.” 
Unfortunately, that’s just not true. 
Congress can vote on it, the president 
can veto it, the pollsters can handicap 


| it, the pundits can analyze it, and the 


special-interest groups can buy it. We 
the people can like it, or we can lump 
it, but we aren’t allowed to vote on it.

DREAMING ON 

Five years ago: July 22, 1988 

> Jesse Jackson joined the Democratic coalition and deliv- 
ered an “epic” speech of hope in Atlanta. As Richard 
Gaines reported, the Democratic campaign dream merged 
with Martin Luther King’s. 

“ ‘We are trustees of a dream,’ proclaimed Jesse Jackson 
as delegates swooned, and some — many — broke into 
tears. That dream, Dr. Martin Luther King’s dream that 
ignited the hearts of passionately fair-minded Americans a 
generation ago, now needs to be professionally managed. 

“Mike Dukakis is chief trustee of King’s dream — ac- 
claimed as such by Jesse himself, no less.” 


POLYESTER POWER 

10 years ago: July 26, 1983 

> Gail Banks traced the rise and fall of die-hard polyester. 
She also forecast its return in glory, a prediction that is 
proving accurate as it reappears, wrinkle-free, on the retro 
runways of the ’90s. 

“Recently the people at Du Pont and other manufactur- 
ing centers have begun working to improve polyester’s im- 
age. The road is clearly uphill. 

“What they heard and found out for themselves was that 
the fabric picked up grease stains easily, felt sticky to the 
touch, and was often dyed in cheap and gaudy hues. 

“Probably the best hope for the future of polyester is that 
it will assume its own aesthetic identity proudly. There is 
such a thing as a gorgeous polyester — think of Mary 
MacFadden’s pleated material. It can hold odd, beautiful, 
and unique textures.” 


BEEYOND BEELIEF 

15 years ago: July 25, 1978

| ting was a crowded press conference at the Westbury Hotel 
| on Madison Avenue. Roger Traynor, the chairman, was 


there to introduce the council’s executive officers and to ex- 
plain procedures for handling complaints, neither of which 
had been announced before. He also spent much of his 
spare time answering skeptical questions from reporters 
who weren’t really sure they wanted a press council. 

“When asked about the timing of the council’s inaugura- 
tion, Traynor cited last November’s Harris Poll which 
showed that out of 16 institutions, Americans had less con- 
fidence in the media than in all but two — labor unions 
and advertising. ‘The public is liable to overlook the value 
to democracy of freedom of the press,’ he intoned, adding 
that the council would ‘remind the public of that value.’ ” 


MISERABLE DIRECTION 

25 years ago: July 24, 1968 

» Sara Linnie Slocum found the Tufts Arena Theater’s 
production of Moliére’s The Miser to be stingy, indeed, at 
least where the direction was concerned. 

“The best way to ruin a satiric farce like Moliére’s The 
Miser is to trick it out in the trappings of low comedy — 
pratfalls and mugging, elaborate double takes and exagger- 
ated attitudes, and all the other hackneyed bits of business 
that are supposed to liven up dull, old plays. 

“Worst of all, director Edward Langhans has allowed the 
actors to pop in and out of character to invite the audience 
to laugh at the silly antics of Harpagon, Cleante, Valere, 
and the others. This is the most sophomoric form of self- 
indulgence and a sure sign that the director has no faith in 
the value of the play.”

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David Scondras fights for his 
personal — and public — life 
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‘by Maureen Dezell 


ew city-council contests this 
year have caused even a rip- 
ple in Boston’s political wa- 
ters. But the race for the 
District 8 seat is roiling. 
David Scondras, the intelligent, energet- 
ic, and eccentric city councilor who’s rep- 
resented the area made up of Back Bay, 
Beacon Hill, the Fenway, Mission Hill, 
Audubon Circle, Kenmore Square, and a 








sliver of Allston for close to 10 years, is 
facing his first serious political challenge 
as an elected official: Tom Keane, a 
wealthy Back Bay businessman and 
Democratic operative, announced late last 
month he’d seek Scondras’s seat. Mission 
Hill lawyer and housing activist Jay 
LaCroix announced his bid for the District 
8 council slot in May. 

Scondras’s base of political support is 
considered solid but not unshakable. Ini- 
tially elected as a community activist and 
the first openly gay member of the city 
council, he’s emerged as a top-notch 
provider of constituent services, an inno-

vative legislator, and a public-policy 
provocateur. Scondras has won his past 
four re-election drives by 20 percent to 30 
percent margins. Like most controversial 
public figures, he’s loved and loathed by 
small but vocal portions of his public. 

Recently, Scondras has gone through 
personal turmoil, bizarre details of which 
became public early this spring. First he 
made a late-night series of contentious 
phone calls to the 911 emergency line. 
Then, two days later, he summoned 
Boston Police to his home, saying a home- 
less gay hustler he’d let sleep on the couch 
in his apartment was holding him at knife- 
point. Following the much-publicized inci- 
dents, Scondras acknowledged that his 
partner of 16 years was suffering from 
HIV infection, and that coping with that, 
along with suffering a broken leg, had trig- 
gered a personal crisis. 

“I’m a recovering alcoholic,” Scondras 
explains. “In March, I fell off the wagon. I 
made some well-intentioned but sloppily 
executed phone calls trying to help some- 
one. I embarrassed myself. It was stupid. 
It was wrong. It was human. Now, I’m 
getting counseling at Beth Israel. I’m in a 
12-step program. I feel energized. And I’m 
happy as a clam.” 

The councilor and candidate is also

keeping his fingers crossed that his con- 
stituents will see last spring’s events as a 
small piece of a complex and compelling 
puzzle that’s been his public life so far. As 
one seasoned Boston political observer put 
it: “David is a very articulate advocate who 
can at times be off the wall. If David is 
looked at from a fragmented perspective, 
he loses. If people see it all, he wins.” 
Keane insists he won’t wage a “dirty 
campaign” or make Scondras’s personal 
problems an issue in the upcoming elec- 
tion. He’s not averse, however, to playing 


the politics of perception. Keane has ac- 
cused the hard-working incumbent of fo- 
cusing on “frivolous” national and interna- 
tional issues, of losing interest in his city- 
council job, and of devoting his attention 
to the concerns of his Fenway constituents 
to the exclusion of those in Back Bay and 
Beacon Hill. The image, gleaned from 
Boston Herald headlines and the opinions 
of people who just don’t like Scondras, 
isn’t representative. But Keane intends to 
bring it into focus.

Keane has money to spend. He’s already commissioned 
a poll — which offended a number of Scondras supporters 
because it sought to determine whether voters would prefer 
to be represented by a gay elected official or someone 
who’s the father of two children (which Keane is). He says 
he’s found it “fairly easy” to raise campaign funds. “A lot 
of people simply want him out,” Keane maintains. 

Scondras’s initial response to Keane’s challenge has 
been somewhat overwrought. Rather than simply relying 
on his impressive record to counter his challenger’s claims, 
he’s attacked his opponent for what he says is “an attempt 
at a hostile takeover.” He frequently calls Keane a multi- 
millionaire (an exaggeration) and says the candidate’s poll 
represents an “effort to identify the homophobic vote” in 
District 8. As Keane points out, a poll is neither a philoso- 
phy nor a campaign strategy. 

LaCroix, a gay candidate with limited funds and a small 
political base that’s largely on Mission Hill, is more inflam-

Last week, for example, 
the Greater Boston Lesbian/Gay Political Alliance voted 
to endorse Scondras in the District 8 contest. Of those 
present at the July 19 meeting, 75 voted for Scondras, 22 
for LaCroix, and two for Keane, according to an unoffi- 
cial tally.

David Scondras has never fit easily into political niches. 

Born in 1946, he graduated as valedictorian of the Low- 
ell High School Class of 1963, and won a scholarship to 
Harvard, where he majored in math. After graduating in 
1968, he went to on Northeastern University for a master’s 
degree in economics. He directed the Boston Center for 
Older Americans. He started teaching math. 

In the early ’70s Scondras helped get both the Fenway 
Community Health Center and the Fenway Community 
Development Center off the ground. He co-founded STOP, 
the Symphony Tenants Organizing Project, which formed 
in response to a rash of arson-for-profit on and near Sym- 
phony Road, in the Fenway. He had an unsuccessful run 
for a citywide council seat in 1981, then narrowly beat 
Mark Roosevelt in the District 8 race two years later. 

One of Scondras’s first, most publicized acts as a city 


councilor was writing and lobbying successfully for passage | 
| of Boston’s first human-rights law, an ordinance that pro- | 





| tects people of color, the disabled, women, ethnic minori- | 





ties, and gays, lesbians, and bisexuals from discrimination. 
Since then Scondras has written or proposed more legis- 
lation than any other councilor in the past 10 years. Ordi- 
nances for which he can claim much of the credit include: 
the city’s recycling law; a linked-deposit banking law, un- 
der which local banks are scrutinized for their mortgage 
accessibility and affordable-housing loans; a home-rule pe- 
tition in support of needle exchange in Boston; legislation 
calling for review of the Boston Police Department, which 
eventually resulted in creation of the St. Clair Commission; 
the family-protection act (a weak version — thanks to the 
intervention of former mayor Ray Flynn — of a domestic- 
partnership law); a bill that would make condoms and

the city money — by, for instance, replac- 
ing the lights in City Hall with energy-sav- 
ing bulbs — and his extra-legislative ef- 
forts: his role in pressuring 
the Museum of Fine Arts to 
create its new Nubian exhib- 
it; his campaign to see the 
air rights over the Mass Pike 
in Boston developed, to ease 
traffic and parking problems 
(plans are afoot to build 
overhead parking facilities); 
his work in creating the 
Massachusetts AIDS Fund, 
which allows Massachusetts 
taxpayers to donate to AIDS 
research by checking off a 
contribution box on their 
state tax forms. 

Scondras has, indeed, 
promoted some quirky if not 
questionable legislative 
schemes. There was, for in- 
stance, his 1988 plan to sell 
| off City Hall as a money- 
| saving measure. He’s cur- 

rently campaigning for the 
city to convert its trans- 
portation fleet to electric 
cars — a move he maintains would bring a 
new industry to Boston. He’s trained the 
city council’s attention on Central Ameri- 
can politics, and has put his large staff and 
cadre of volunteers to work in such efforts 
as mailing 10,000 condoms and AIDS- 
prevention information to health workers 
in Nicaragua. 

These are projects that LaCroix, for 
one, calls “absurd.” “The job of a city 
councilor is fixing potholes,” he argues. 

Yet it’s hard to find enormous fault with

Scondras has been performing over the 
last several years,” he adds. 

That Keane hasn’t lived in District 8 for 
several years — he moved to Common- 
wealth Avenue three years ago — isn’t an 
issue, he maintains. “Being a lifelong resi- 
dent doesn’t qualify one for a position,” he 
contends. “I grew up in this area. I abso- 
lutely know this city.” 

“I think I'd be a terrific 
city councilor,” Keane con- 
tinues. “I’d bring a differ- 
ent political and economic 
perspective. I’m more mid- 
dle-of-the-road in those ar- 
eas, though not on social 
issues.” 

Keane compares himself 
frequently to well-known 
politicians. “Asking why I’d 
be terrific is like saying why 
is Joe Kennedy terrific,” he 
says. He likens his run 
against Scondras to Paul 
Tsongas’s successful 1978 
challenge to then-Senator 
Ed Brooke, who was en- 
meshed in a messy divorce 
case, of which Tsongas 
never made an issue. 

Having started a string of 
successful businesses and 
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Both LaCroix and Keane maintain what 
goes on there is more responsive to resi- 
dents of the Fenway than to those of Mis- 
sion Hill, Beacon Hill, and Back Bay. 
Records kept by Scondras’s office of calls 
between December 1, 1991, and July 13, 
1993, however, indicate his staff handled 
346 calls from Ward 5 and 135 from 
Ward 4 (St. Botolph Street, the Fenway, 
and the area around Northeastern Univer- 
sity) during that period.

Keane is counting on interest in this 
year’s mayoral race to encourage a large 
voter turnout in Back Bay and Beacon 
Hill, areas where residents are notoriously 
apathetic to local elections. “People who 
vote less frequently are more disaffected, 
more willing to go with a challenger,” he 
reasons. 

“I’m not happy with the way David 
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worked in behind-the- 
scenes political positions, 
Keane thinks he’s well suit- 
ed to a successful political career. He’s 
eyed other races besides the Eighth Dis- 
trict contest, including a run against then- 
State Senator David Locke, of Wellesley. 
But he bristles when asked if there’s any 
truth to the persistent political rumor he’s 
a seat-shopper. 

“I’ve always been interested in politics 
and public policy,” Keane says, then adds, 
sarcastically: “If I were a seat-shopper, I 
wouldn’t have moved here to have the in- 
credible opportunity of running for David 
Scondras’s seat.”

David Scondras displays much less dis- 
dain for the current campaign than his 
opponent. 

Having spent a recent morning in his 
basement apartment, dominated these 
days by a campaign office and phone 
bank, he ambled through the Fenway in

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the afternoon. Waiting to cross Mass Ave 
to get to a coffee shop, he chatted with a 
panhandler he knows, handing him the 
change in his pockets. He paused to ex- 
change greetings with a local landlord, 
who recounted his troubles, in Greek, until 
Scondras interrupted with a quick phrase, 
and the two laughed, slapping each other 
on the back. 

“I told him he’s as rich as Croesus,” 
Scondras translated, stopping traffic as he 
jaywalked across the street. 

In the coffee shop, hunched over a table, 
the city councilor looked like a lab scientist 
talking intently about his latest research as 
he ticked off what he hopes to accomplish 
under a new mayor — passing a condom 
ordinance; passing a beefed-up family- 
protection act. He wandered around the 
restaurant, looking for an ashtray, and — 
as an afterthought — a place to smoke. 
Settled again, he started talking about the 
Universal Health Literacy Program he 
plans to introduce to the council. 

“Did you know that, in Greece, there 
used to be letter-readers and writers who 
would read your mail and write letters 
back for you? Universal literacy was a for- 
eign concept in ancient Greece, in the 
same way health literacy is in America to- 


day. Even though everyone’s either gonna | 
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have a baby, or get sick, or live with some- | 


one who gets old. I want health literacy to 
be taught in our schools and become as 
commonplace as universal literacy.” 

Scondras talks, nonstop, for close to 15 
minutes, pausing only occasionally to ask, 
“Does this makes sense?” 

He uses the pronoun “I” too often. He’s 
too quick to chide or lash out at those who 
oppose him. But the man’s mind is first- 
rate, his instincts humane, and his enthusi- 
asm enormous. His affect, like his overall 
outlook, is almost touchingly naive. 

Scondras hands over documentation of 
his current interests: the Nubian exhibit 
(“I thought black kids should know their 
ancestors were fabulous — just like the 
Greeks”); the health-literacy project; a 
math curriculum he designed for Schools 
Superintendent Lois Harrison-Jones. 
“I’m in good shape,” he says, almost as 
an aside. 

If you step back, looking at the overall 
picture rather than the details, it seems

he invitation heralds Rosaria 
Salerno’s mayoral campaign 
as the “velvet revolution.” 
And the July 18 fund-

This is no classic “time,” no noisy, 
cramped room filled with cold cuts, lite 
beer, burly contributors, and even burlier 
hangers-on.

don’t think she would be in politics if she 
couldn’t take that approach.” 

There are two sides to Rosaria Salerno. 
There is the warm-hearted idealist with 
the strong moral core and the tough- 
minded operator with a strong ego and 
no aversion to tossing sharp elbows. How 
she carries off the delicate balancing act 
between “Sister Sunshine” and — to 
borrow the nickname of former Rhode 
Island attorney general Arlene Violet — 
“Attila the Nun” will determine whether 
Salerno rides the city’s most eclectic base 
into office or instead becomes the 1993 
version of Mel King: the candidate with 
the best ticket to the final and the worst 
chance of winning it. 


The soul of an activist 

After two hours of fielding questions at 
a candidates’ forum at the Hynes Conven- 
tion Center, Salerno goes back to basics in 
her closing remarks. “The mayor’s race is 
about many issues,” she acknowledges in a 
soft voice. “But it’s also about integrity 
and trust.” 

“Integrity” is the stitch that Salerno 
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things about her during her 1987 cam- 
paign. (In Dapper’s case it was Salerno’s 
dancing skill that swayed him, not her pol- 
itics.) And one former elected official who 
has serious philosophical differences with 
Salerno nonetheless admits: “There’s 
nothing about her I don’t like.” 

“Most voters vote based on their sense 
of the person,” says Salerno’s campaign 
manager, Pat Walker, a long-time pro- 
gressive politico and academic who was 
field director for King’s 1983 mayoral 
campaign. One word, he says, consistently 
shows up in their polling: “integrity.” 
“They can trust her,” he says. “She laughs,

guide to activism. An education major at 
Marycrest College, in Iowa, with a mas- 
ter’s in music from the University of Illi- 
nois, Salerno was a Benedictine nun for 
26 years. She taught for 26 years and 
worked as a chaplain for nine years in a 
Boston-area campus-ministry program. In 
the last role, Burckardt recalls that Salerno 
“did a few things that were years ahead,” 
including making modest “changes to the 
Scriptures” that involved neutering male 
pronouns. 

Having arrived in Boston in 1970, 
Salerno gravitated to the grassroots ac- 
tivism of the Fenway neighborhood, where 
people like David Scondras 





she shakes your hand. She’s 
friendly. The other candidates 
are wooden.” 

The Salerno camp’s personali- 
ty-based “integrity” strategy 
places a premium on the candi- 
date’s natural wellspring of ma- 
ternal warmth. One elected offi- 
cial suggests that if there’s a final 
election between Salerno and a 
male candidate, it could come 
down to a choice between 
“Mom” and “Dad.” If “manag- 
ing” the city becomes the election 
catch phrase, look for “Dad,” he 
says. If “change” becomes the 
watchword, then “Mom” looks 
pretty good. 

And by playing up her differences with 
traditional politicians, Salerno can, as Bill 
Clinton did, put herself in the role of em- 
pathetic “change agent.” 

“I love the way that Bill Clinton cam- 
paigned,” she says. “He was able to ex- 
press things that men don’t usually ex- 
press.” 

At a grip-and-grin stop near Copley 
Square, Salerno expresses her own charm. 
After a slow start, the voters warm up to 
her, responding positively to the hearty 
handshakes, the animated gesturing, and 
the earnest entreaties to “please consider 
me in the mayor’s race.” 

“You got my vote, I just wanted to meet 
you,” shouts a young black art teacher 
from Roslindale. 
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were battling everything from a 
rash of arsons to institutional 
encroachment. Her activities 
ranged from winning a federal 
grant for a solar-energy rehab 
on a burned-out Westland Av- 
enue building to protesting ex- 
pansion by some of the big 
property owners in the neigh- 
borhood, like Northeastern Uni- 
versity, which threatened the lo- 
cal housing stock. 

As Salerno recalls it, even her 
decision to run for city council 
in 1987 was made via the classic 
progressive sitting-crossed- 
legged-on-the-floor process. “I finally 
gathered a group of people in my living 
room,” she says. “Eighteen people . . 
some of them political allies, social friends 

. Students. . . . And to a person they 
said, ‘You’ve got to do it.’” 

Salerno credits her father, Joseph, as a 
major influence — even though he was fu- 
rious and initially disowned her when, at 
18, she entered the convent. A Chicago 
undertaker who died of a heart attack at 
62 (her 88-year-old mother still lives in 
Chicago), Joseph Salerno shortly after 
World War II helped start a camp that 
served as a summer retreat for city kids 
and a permanent residence for senior citi- 
zens. 

“He was a social activist with a sense of 
obligation,” she says with the faint traces of 
that flat, hard Midwestern 
accent. “Very outer-orient-

Despite all the cultivated 
trappings of the “Sister 
Sunshine” campaign that are evident this 
day on Albany Street, the candidate 
sounds more like Dick Daley on the eve of 
a tough election in her native city of 
Chicago. 

That dichotomy illustrates the basic 
challenge facing Salerno. She wants to 
revolutionize Boston politics while still 
beating the old boys at the old game. “I’m 
in it, but not of it,” she says of the political 
system. 

“I think she has decided to be a leader 
and still facilitate fundamental change in 
how politics is done,” says Robin Leeds, 
who was the political director for Salerno’s 
first council campaign, in 1987. “I may be 
proven wrong, and so may Rosaria, but I

hopes will bind her crazy-quilt electoral 
coalition, which includes women scattered 
all over the city, Fenway and Back Bay 
progressives, the gay vote (centered largely 
in neighborhoods like the South End and 
Jamaica Plain), Italo-Americans (based in 
East Boston and the North End), and 
some Catholic voters in neighborhoods 
like West Roxbury and Allston-Brighton. 

Because Salerno’s ideology appeals to 
minority and liberal voters, her lineage 
makes her a favorite among fellow Italians, 
her gender attracts women, and her years 
in the convent endear her to some other- 
wise-conservative Catholic voters, she be- 
gins with a broad — if not necessarily 
deep — base of support that makes her an 
early front-runner. 

This is, after all, a woman who had both 
Mel King and Dapper O’Neil saying nice 
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SISTER SUNSHINE — or Attila the Nun? Warm-hearted idealism and elbows-out politics. 


“I’m in your camp already,” says a man 
passing by. 

Salerno feeds off the energy and 
bounces from voter to voter. “Ya gotta do 
it,” she shouts to no one in particular, 
clapping her hands together. When one 
unreceptive woman tries mightily to avoid 
her, an undaunted Salerno turns on the 
charm, finally coaxing a grudging smile. 

“It’s a game,” she says, enthusiastically. 
“I really wish that if I had the time and 
could get in touch with my feelings, that I 
could sit down and write a book about it.” 

“She does have a real, genuine compas- 
sion and interest in people that’s common 
to her religious and political life,” says 
John Burckardt, a Cambridge resident 
who attended Northeastern University 
when Salerno was a chaplain there. 

Salerno’s résumé reads like a Fodor’s 


ed.” He was also a politician, 
albeit one with a less success- 
ful track record than his 
daughter, losing bids for both 
the Chicago Board of Alder- 
man and the Illinois Senate. 

Like her father, Salerno 
bridged the world between 
do-gooding and vote-get- 
ting. Eleanor Mulloney 
LeCain, who worked on 
Salerno’s council races but 
is neutral in the mayor’s 
race, recalls that after first 
taking a council seat, Saler- 
no “was not in her element. 
But she came to see being in 
elective office as an exten- 
sion of service to people.” 

And just as her father built 
a camp that was a refuge for 
the young and the old, “kids 
and the elderly are what 
[Salerno] gets emotional 
about,” a former colleague 
notes. 





The Salerno agenda 

Like almost everyone else 
who’s served on that tooth- 
less, fractious body known 
as the Boston City Council, 
Salerno is vulnerable to the 
“what did you really accom- 
plish?” charge. 

The record indicates a 
consistently liberal agenda 
— with pro-tenant, pro-la- 
bor leanings — and, not 
surprisingly, a particular 
emphasis on the needs of se- 
nior citizens and the young. As a coun- 
cilor, Salerno was a key backer of mea- 
sures that allowed handicapped and elderly 
residents to keep pets, and that established 
security procedures for senior-citizen 
housing facilities. She was also a strong 
advocate for improved and expanded day- 
care resources. 

Salerno is probably best known for her 
work on two projects that never really 
came to fruition — the drive for a compre- 
hensive recycling program, and her anti- 
drug, anti-violence manifesto known as the 
Boston Peace Plan. The recycling program 
has bogged down, leading her policy advis- 
er, Tony Palomba, to acknowledge the city 
“hasn’t met the goals of the ordinances, 
and Rosaria’s very upset about it.” 

The Peace Plan, an ambitious $28 mil-

lion project that Salerno proposed paying for with a tax on 
downtown commercial parking, was never implemented. 
But Palomba takes solace by claiming that many of its bet- 
ter points were co-opted in Ray Flynn’s Safe Neighbor- 
hoods plan. 

Salerno’s toughest test on the council may have been her 
decision to support Flynn’s move to replace the elected 
school committee with an appointed one. Against the wish- 
es of much of her staff, she backed the measure, which was 
seen as political disenfranchisement by some progressives 
and large segments of the minority community. And it cost 
her the critical support of Mel King, an old and valued ally 
who is now backing Bolling. Privately, she’s been seething 
over Flynn’s retreat on the issue right before his departure 
for Rome. 

During the campaign, Salerno has pumped out a stream 
of position papers designed to flesh out the pragmatic side 
of her ideological persona. 

She has endorsed the creation of an “independent agen- 
cy” to run the Department of Health and Hospitals (which 
manages Boston City Hospital) and has announced her 
support for needle-exchange programs and condom distri- 
bution in school health clinics. 

She has advocated beefing up the community-policing 
program and signaled her support for school-based man- 
agement, which consolidates power in the hands of teach- 
ers and principals. 

Her economic package calls for the creation of a super 
authority encompassing the Boston Redevelopment Au-

I feel is very noble . . . and if done correctly, 
it makes people’s lives better.” 

Throughout this campaign, Salerno has 
worn her kinder-and-gentler style on her 
sleeve. 

At the Hynes forum, she decries “poli- 
tics as usual, the old-boys’ way of doing 
things,” and assures the crowd that “most 
of all, I believe in you.” Speaking at Fideli- 
ty, she vows that “my administration will 
set a tone and look different. I think we 
have to start showing the face of govern- 
ment as diverse.” It is doubtful that any 
other mayoral candidate would issue a 
press release lauding the planting of cherry 
trees along the Charles River with the 
words: “In an urban environment, peace 
and serenity are hard to find.” 

Salerno claims as one of her heroes 
Czech Republic President Vaclav Havel, 
the poet and playwright who helped spark 
the original Velvet Revolution. “He abso- 
lutely has the vision of government and 
politics that I have,” she asserts. “He says 
that politicians have a moral obligation to 
appeal to the good will of the people be- 
cause politicians, in fact, can determine 
what a people become.” 

Still, the touchy-feely approach can have 
its downside. Three of the Boston Globe’s 
“old boy” columnists — David Nyhan, 
Alan Lupo, and Mike Barnicle — have 
voiced their disdain for the Salerno differ- 
ence, even though they’re all fellow liber- 
als. And following the Hynes debate, co- 
sponsored by the Ward 5 Democratic 
Committee — thought to be friendly to 
her — Salerno received a minor jolt when 
the group failed to endorse her after a 
straw poll turned up 13 votes for her and a 
dozen for Rufo. 

One observer was not surprised by the 
virtual tie. “She’s talking peace, love, and 
posies,” he says. “He’s talking tougher.” 

Salerno knows she is vulnerable on the 
“toughness” issue, which is why her trade- 
mark rose symbol has sprouted a thorn for 
this campaign. 

“While many people would be willing to 
acknowledge that I’m a nice person and a 
friendly person, no one was ever willing to 
give me that I am a strong person,” she 
says. “The thorn is a reminder that there is 
more than what they’re willing to acknowl- 
edge.” 

And if Rosaria the Nice doesn’t exactly 
have an evil twin, she’s certainly got a com- 
bative one. “This whole business of the for- 





| mer nun I’ve always been amused with,” 


says a long-time acquaintance. “She’s one 
of the toughest people I know.” 

“She’s a pretty feisty person,” adds 
Walker. “If anything, her staff is intimidat- 


| ed by her, frankly.” 
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Salerno does seem prepared to be feisty 
on an old issue that may again rear its ugly 
head. Back in the 1987 campaign, Salerno 
— who is unmarried — was the target of 
a crude homophobic smear campaign that 
rankled her. “Of course she got upset,” re- 
calls someone who worked on that cam- 
paign. “She’s Italian.” 

This past July 4, Herald columnist 
Howie Carr wrote an item about a 
fundraiser for City Councilor David Scon- 
dras, who’s openly gay, that was spon- 
sored by two other openly gay men — 
Congressman Barney Frank and Cam- 
bridge Mayor Ken Reeves — as well as 
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terview, she took a poke at a political un- 
touchable, Cardinal Bernard Law, assert- 
ing that when he said “we had to be obedi- 
ent to him and he only had to be obedient 
to the pope . . . I decided we probably 
wouldn’t be seeing a lot of each other.” 

Salerno claims, dubiously, that her 
statement was misconstrued as “criticism” 
of Law. But she admits she made a mis- 
take when she charged that Republican 
mayoral candidate Diane Moriarity was a 
straw candidate whose purpose is to erode 
Salerno’s vote among women, and who 
“doesn’t want to be mayor any more than 
I want to be pope.” 
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to Salerno speak at a coffee right after Ray 
Flynn finally signaled his intention to take 
the ambassadorship in Rome. With the 
race now Officially joined, he expected 
Salerno to lay out her grand vision for the 
city. Instead, she trained her guns on 
Menino, pointedly reminding voters of the 
limits of his powers. 

“She’s not the Lech Walesa of Boston,” 
notes the disappointed observer.

“I think honesty is toughness,” says 
Salerno, trying to link the two faces of 
Rosaria. But the pedal-to-the-mettle issue 
remains the biggest challenge for the candi- 
date, who must convince 
doubters she’d also be a 
knowledgeable and decisive 
chief executive. 

“I don’t think she’s got 
the capacity to set and move 
an agenda,” says a self-de- 
scribed friend of Salerno’s. 
“She’s just not tough 
enough.” 

A former city official de- 
scribes her “as the creation 
of a whole amalgam of lib- 
eral groups. . . . They’ve al- 
ways had the plan. Now 
they’ve got the vehicle to 
implement the plan. I think 
she is the vehicle for Pat 
Walker . . . and that whole 
crowd.” 

The suggestion floating 
around some political cir- 
cles that the low-key Pat 
Walker — a major force 
in liberal city politics with 
a reputation for knowing 
where the votes are — is 
the visionary driving the 
Salerno effort is dismissed 
by him as “ludicrous and 
untrue. Everybody who is 
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HOPING TO SPA 
Salerno. What could all four of these folks 
have in common? Carr wondered with an 
arched eyebrow. 

Instead of ducking the question, Salerno 
— who has repeatedly stated that she is 
straight while clearly resenting the need to 
do so — had the answer for the folks who 
gathered for Scondras’s fundraiser, on a 
sweltering July day in Smoki Bacon’s Back 
Bay home. 

“Was it Howie Carr who wanted to 
know what the four of us had in com- 
mon?” she asked defiantly, as a few hisses 
filled the room. “For starters, we’re all 
politicians cut from the same cloth.” Hav- 
ing made her point, Salerno then went on 
to trumpet the compassionate politics 
uniting the Carr Quartet. 

And for all her sweetness and light, 
Salerno hasn’t been reluctant to slug it out 
in this campaign. During a June Globe in- 


RK a “velvet revolution” that evokes her hero Havel’s. 


Other examples of her toughness? Ear- 
ly in the campaign, she picked a fight 
with Rufo over the issue of campaign fi- 
nance, goading him to give back contri- 
butions he’d collected from his own em- 
ployees. After a story surfaced alleging 
that Brett had offered to keep Roache on 
as police commissioner if he’d stay out of 
the race, Salerno blasted such a “back- 
room deal.” While some candidates were 
diplomatically ducking the issue of Meni- 
no’s powers as acting mayor, Salerno was 
pointedly warning him not to try to fill a 
vacant school-committee seat. This past 
week, the Salerno campaign produced a 
major piece of literature titled “What’s 
Wrong with Government,” that’s a thinly 
veiled attack on “politics as usual,” com- 
plete with unflattering headlines aimed at 
her rivals. 

One progressive activist recalls listening 


involved in this campaign 
knows that Rosaria Saler- 
no sets the agenda and makes the deci- 
sions.” 

And maybe the idea of Walker as Saler- 
no’s Svengali simply reflects lingering 
doubts about her own vision — or maybe 
it’s just an example of the sexist “old boy” 
politics the candidate constantly rails 
against. But it remains to be seen if her 
“velvet revolution” is truly at hand. 

As Salerno stands on a crowded Back 
Bay street greeting rush-hour pedestrians, 
one conventionally dressed young woman 
approaches skeptically. 

“Why do you have rose in your sign?” 
she asks with obvious disapproval. “Doesn’t 
it make this kind of a feminist thing?” 

“Because of my name,” she answers 
quickly, denying any greater symbolism 
— and proving she’s shrewd enough to 
know when to keep “Sister Sunshine” in 
the shadows. QO

or the past several months, a 
group of young people in 
Provincetown has been ter- 
rorizing residents and visi- 
tors in the gay mecca. Mem- 
bers of the group threatened and harassed 
several gay men. They’ve scrawled anti- 
lesbian graffiti on a school. On May 1, 
they severely beat a gay tourist. 

The situation is particularly outrageous, 
activists say, because it might have been 
easily prevented had Barnstable County 
District Attorney Phil Rollins adequately 
charged and prosecuted the teenagers in- 
volved in the May 1 beating of tourist Tim 
Starkey. The teens are believed to be behind 
the other anti-gay and -lesbian incidents. 

“What we’ve been telling the public is 
that these kinds of actions will not be 
viewed lightly,” says Irene Rabinowitz, 
chair of the Provincetown Board of Select- 
men. “But it’s hard for people to take 
those threats seriously if the district attor- 
ney’s office doesn’t back up the actions of 
the police.” 

Activists throughout Barnsta- 
ble County contend that 
Rollins’s failure to charge the 
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youths in the Starkey case with 
all the criminal counts that ap- 
plied closely follows his pattern 
of half-heartedly prosecuting 
civil-rights violations. The pat- 
tern has caused many to ques- 
tion whether Rollins is misusing 
the law he has sworn to uphold, 
shielding gay- and lesbian- 
bashers, as well as other hate 
criminals. 

“Rollins has done nothing for 
civil-rights prosecution unless 
his back has been put up 
against the wall by public pres- 
sure,” says John Perry Ryan, a 
member of the Provincetown 
town manager’s working group 
on hate crimes. 

Rollins, however, defends his 
record: “As recently as yester- 
day [July 8], we got a convic- 
tion on a gay-bashing where 
three of the defendants are now 
in jail and the others are on 
probation.” 

Yet as convictions go, these 
were not exactly a hard-won victory for 
justice: the case was settled by plea bar- 
gain. Four young men, all from Barnsta- 
ble, had picked up a Barnstable man, tak- 
en him behind a school, beat him severely, 
and left him for dead. The victim agreed to 
the pleas rather than face the ordeal of a 
lengthy superior-court trial. 

Brian J. Walls and Frederick Williams 
pleaded guilty to assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon, larceny from a person, 
and a civil-rights violation. They were sen- 
tenced to two and a half years in the Barn- 
stable County House of Detention. 
Thomas Gonsalves received a nine-month 
sentence, and Shawn Savoy got three 
years’ probation. 

Citing these plea-bargained convictions, 
Rollins asserts that his is a model program 
for dealing with hate crimes. 

“There may have been an appearance of 
a problem due to a lack of communication 
between the police and the DA’s office,” 
says Rollins. “But we have dealt with that 
now.” 

Others are not so sure. 


Gang attack 

Early on the morning on May 1, Tim 
Starkey was on the beach near the Boatslip 
club and hotel in Provincetown. The beach

is known as a gay cruising area. 

According to an affidavit Starkey filed, 
he was approached by a gang of teenagers 
— six boys and a girl — wielding poles 
and sticks, who advanced toward him and 
yelled anti-gay slurs. 

“They pursued me, swinging the poles 
at my legs and head,” Starkey says in the 
affidavit. “I said, ‘Leave me alone, I didn’t 
do anything. Don’t hurt me.’ 

“When I fell, the youths would circle 
around me and hover close. They struck 
my legs repeatedly. I covered my head 
with my arms and was able to block the 
blows to my head except for one which hit 
my right temple area.” 

The attack continued as Starkey tried to 
escape. “While I was on the ground, I was 
hit with sticks or poles repeatedly and 
kicked in the abdomen about twice.” Fi- 
nally, a P-town resident came to his aid, 
macing the youths, who then fled. 

Later, Starkey was charged with assault 
and battery with a dangerous weapon be- 
cause three of the youths alleged he maced 
them. The charges were dropped, howev- 
er, when the resident came forward to say

he, not Starkey, maced the teens. 

By most accounts, the attack by the 
teens, all but one of whom is a juvenile, 
would be considered a felony: assault and 
battery with a dangerous weapon. In 
felony cases, the police are allowed to 
bring charges against assailants directly, 
says Steve Taylor, who runs the Fenway 
Community Health Center’s Victim Re- 
covery Program (VRP). In most misde- 
meanor cases, however, they must bring 
the defendants to a clerk-magistrate, who 
issues charges. 

Although the Provincetown police could 
have charged the defendants themselves, 
they instead relied on the DA’s office to 
bring charges against the teenagers. “As- 
sistant DA Mike Trudeau, who’s in charge 
of civil-rights cases in Barnstable County, 
indicated to me that all civil-rights viola- 
tions cases go to a magistrate’s hearing by 
matter of policy, even when they’re 
felonies and don’t need to,” Taylor says. 

Rollins’s office brought the youths be- 
fore a magistrate and charged them with a 
felony civil-rights violation, but never filed 
assault-and-battery charges. 

“Assault and battery with a dangerous 
weapon was not brought because the DA 
felt the civil-rights violation encompassed

ay men, lesbians, and their advocates are not

Several Wampanoags, the Native American people 
who live on the Cape, say Rollins has refused to ac- 
knowledge anti-native incidents. In the most serious in- 
stance, they implicate Rollins in the cover-up of wrong- 
doing by a Mashpee town policeman who shot and killed 
a Wampanoag man, David Hendricks, on May 1, 1988. 

The incident followed a high-speed car chase that be- 
gan when Hendricks failed to stop at a stop sign. When 
the chase ended, officer David Mace, claiming self-de- 
fense, shot Hendricks under murky circumstances. 

Rollins’s handling of the case favored the policeman, 
says Ramona Peters, a Mashpee resident who’s been 
active in attempts to re-open the Hendricks case: “Not 
only did the cop decide that Hendricks didn’t have the 
right to live, but so did Rollins. In the inquest, he ig- 
nored the evidence and took the cop’s word over so 
many witnesses, even though the physical evidence dis- 
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Human Rights were only recently successful in having 
Mace removed from the force. (He was given $75,000 
in severance pay.) They continue to push to have the 
case reopened. In response to their efforts, Rollins 
publicly played the race card. 

“Rollins was on the radio on Thanksgiving Day last 
year telling his audience that what it really boils down 
to is the Mashpee Indians against the taxpayers,” says 
Peters. “He rallied all the racist attitudes he could. It’s 
just poisoned Cape Cod.” 

Meanwhile, activists are determined to watch Rollins 
closely, as they simmer over the DA’s behavior. 

“I don’t know why he’s been in power so long,” says 
Peggy Lilienthal, of Cape Codders Against Racism. 
“The last time he ran for re-election, nobody opposed 
him. He’s politically powerful, and I don’t know 
whether people are just afraid to run against him, or if 
nobody else is interested in being DA. 

“But I do know,” she continues, “that in an area 
where we have lots of gay-bashings and lots of racist 
incidents, we don’t have much of a record of notewor-

those charges,” says Taylor. But, he 
adds, “civil-rights charges are meant 
to be an additional violation, not 
ones that stands on their own.” 

At the hearing, the teens claimed 
they were defending themselves 
against a mace attack. The magistrate 
believed there was not enough evi- 
dence to sustain a civil-rights charge, 
and dropped the complaint. Because 
there were no underlying assault- 
and-battery charges, the youths went

| Disinclined to prosecute 


This is hardly the first time in his 


| 23-year tenure as Barnstable County 
| DA that Rollins has been accused of 
| misapplying the law in the case of a

Before the 1989 Massachu- 
setts Gay and Lesbian Civil 
Rights Act came into law, 
Rollins refused to prosecute 


though other district attorneys 
were doing so. 

“We didn’t have the law,” 
says Rollins. Without the law to 
back up the prosecutions, he al- 
leges, they were doomed to fail. 
As proof, he says that other 
DAs, who prosecuted anti-gay 
and -lesbian attacks as hate 
crimes, were successful in just 
one case, and that case was ap- 
pealed. “In criminal law,” 
Rollins says, “it’s nice to have 
the statute.” 

But Rollins’s claim is un- 
founded, according to Lieu- 
tenant Bill Johnston, the head of 
the Boston Police Department’s 
Community Disorders Unit. 
Prior to 1989, Johnston says, 
his unit investigated a number 
of anti-gay or -lesbian attacks, which 
were later successfully prosecuted as 
civil-rights violations. “We wouldn’t 
have gone forward with these cases if 
the civil-rights charges weren’t being 
considered,” he says. 

But even after the gay-and-lesbian- 
civil-rights law took effect, Rollins 
earned criticism for his disinclination 
to prosecute. 

“My experience with Rollins,” says 
Peggy Lilienthal, a VRP victim advo- 
cate and a member of Cape Codders 
Against Racism, “has been that we 
fought him for three years on the is- 
sue of considering gay-bashing a civ- 
il-rights violation, even though other 
DAs were prosecuting them. We had 
to hold a press conference on the 
steps of the district courthouse with 
every civil-rights group on the Cape 
and shame him into it.” That press 
conference, in March 1991, was part 
of a public outcry that helped bring 
the state attorney general’s office into 
the picture. 

“We received calls from members 
of the civil-rights community and the 





gay-and-lesbian community down on 
the Cape relating to the prosecution 
of civil-rights cases,” says Richard 
Cole, chief of the Civil Rights Divi- 
sion of the attorney general’s office. 
To resolve things, Cole met with 
Rollins; Mike Duffy, of the Massa- 
chusetts Commission Against Dis- 
crimination; and James J. Meads, 
then P-town’s police chief. 

“What we agreed to at that time,” 
Cole says, “was a protocol in which if 
there was a potential civil-rights case 
brought to their attention, and they 
were considering not prosecuting a 
civil-rights charge, they would send 
the police reports directly to me to 
review. 

“Since this protocol has been in ef- 
fect, the DA has cooperated fully.” 
Nevertheless, Cole adds diplomatical- 
ly, “We encourage people who have 
concerns about particular cases to 
contact us directly.” 

Advocates say the problem now is 
not Rollins’s failure to issue civil- 
rights charges, but rather his failure

to prosecute those defendants to the 
fullest extent of the law. 

The teens accused in the Starkey 
case, for instance, walked. Province- 
town police are appealing the dis- 
missal of the civil-rights charges and 
hope to bring the suspects up on 
charges of assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon. 

And that case was not the first in 
which Rollins’s office has failed to file 
assault-and-battery charges against a 
gay-basher. Two summers ago, a 
man was attacked in Provincetown, 
and the suspect was charged only 
with civil-rights violations. Once 
again, the civil-rights charges were 
dismissed and the alleged attacker 
went free. 

There’s another lasting conse- 
quence of Rollins’s failure to prose- 
cute gay-bashings as civil-rights cases 
before 1989, says Robert Weiner- 
man, who was the VRP’s staffer for 
more than three years before leaving 
last December. Now, when those de- 
fendants appear in court, their crimi- 
nal records don’t reflect the hate-in- 


spired nature of their earlier crimes. 
That’s precisely what happened in 
a gay-bashing case in P-town two 












summers ago. “A young gay man was 
attacked by two men who called him | 


a ‘geek’ instead of ‘gay.’ But there | 


were lots of other bias indicators. It | 


was a clear-cut case,” Weinerman 


says. 


“Rollins said it was not a civil- | 


rights violation. It turned out that in | 


1987 one of the perpetrators had 


committed a very similar attack, this | 


time using anti-gay language. But it 
wasn’t charged as a civil-rights viola- 
tion, and because of that, he didn’t 


introduce the perpetrator’s record in | 


court.” 
Weinerman says that the victim ad- 
vocates in Rollins’s office are helpful | 


and sympathetic, but that Rollins | 
himself has béen difficult to work | 


with. 

“Look at it historically,” he says. 
“Before Rollins was willing to prose- 
cute these cases, [then-Attorney Gen- 
eral James] Shannon’s office agreed | 
to review Provincetown’s cases.

When Rollins finally agreed to prose- 
cute, a number of activists on the 
Cape developed a four-tiered plan for 
fighting hate crimes. One of the tiers 
was that the AG’s office would be ap- 
prised of all hate crimes. That was 
put into place because people didn’t 
trust that these charges would be 
brought forward without another 
credible agency reviewing Rollins. 

“That the review policy continues 
is evidence that the DA hasn’t earned 
the respect of the people involved in 
this issue.” 

Nor will he, says Weinerman, if the 
court-room performance of Rollins’s 
prosecutors remains lackluster. The 
prosecutor who’s in charge of all cas- 
es coming out of Provincetown, for 
instance, “has no prosecutorial ag- 
gression,” says Weinerman. “Victims 
and advocates have reported to me 
that he lets obvious inconsistencies in 
the testimony go by. He doesn’t seem 
interested in prosecuting these cases. 
Though I can’t say if he’s interested 
in prosecuting other cases, because I 
don’t know.” Q

Richard Lourie captures the 
essence of the Russian people

literary agent told Newton 
author Richard Lourie a 
few weeks ago why he isn’t 
richer and more famous. 
“You’re not a brand 
name,” she said. “You’re not identified 
with any one thing.” 

Lourie, with mixed amusement and 
| woe, calls it “the shelf problem.” Readers 
| searching for the Richard Lourie shelf at a 
bookstore or library will find only a por- 
tion of his work. 

The 53-year-old Lourie, born in Brook- 
line and raised there and in Newton, has 
| translated more than 30 books from Polish 
and Russian (including Andrei Sakharov’s 
Memoirs); written three novels, several 
works of history and other non-fiction, lit- 
erary criticism, poetry, newspaper columns 
(including the Phoenix’s “Russia Watch”), 
and a Miami Vice screenplay; and made 
two movies about New Orleans jazz. 

Throughout his career, however, Lourie 
has turned again and again to Russia. 
| From translations to novels, from journal- 
| ism to history, the country from which his 
father emigrated has engaged Lourie’s in- 
tellectual life for more than 30 years. 


Lourie is at work on what he says may 
be his last book about Russia. “The last 
great espionage novel of the Cold War,” he 
calls it. “It tells the truth behind the truth 
of the Cold War, with many surprises.” 

The novel-in-progress, which will be co- 
written by former Playboy and current TV 
Guide editor Barry Golson, tells a story 
“that draws together various elements 
we’ve known over the past eight years like 
a magnet,” Lourie said. Based on histori- 
cal fact, much of what the novel reveals 
falls “between speculation and insight — 
like a good working hypothesis.” 

The wry Lourie makes a final pro- 
nouncement: “It may not be good, but it’ll 
be untoppable.” 

His most recent book, Hunting the Dev- 
il: The Pursuit, Capture and Confession of 
the Most Savage Serial Killer in History 
(HarperCollins, 263 pages, $22), may get 
shelved in the “True Crime” section of 
your local bookstore, but it spans genres. 

Part history, part sociology, part journal- 
ism, part thriller, Hunting the Devil depicts 
the struggle between two men who are, in 
typical Russian fashion, both outcasts and 
pure products of the Soviet system. 

Andrei Chikatilo — father, grandfather, 
loyal Party member — brutally sexually 
assaulted, murdered, mutilated, and canni- 
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balized 53 women and children over the 
course of nearly a decade. 

Chief Inspector Issa Kostoyev, head of 
the Russian Department of Crimes of Spe- 
cial Importance, spent five years (much of 
it away from his wife and children) relent- 
lessly tracking the killer while fighting the 
incompetence, laziness, ass-covering, and 
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story in Russia would be true without ex- 
cursions into the past, every story an old 
story in this land.” 

The American writer has remained close 
friends with Kostoyev, a Muslim who grew 
up as a member of the Ingush nation in the 
North Caucasus — a nation Stalin mur- 
dered or packed into cattle cars and sent to 
concentration camps near 
the end of World War II.

arrogance of the Soviet law-enforcement 
bureaucracy. 

With a novelist’s skill, Lourie builds 
Hunting the Devil around the psychologi- 
cal struggle between the two men, as Kos- 
toyev tries to lure Chikatilo into confess- 
ing. Lourie’s tale, however, is also a story 
of Russia itself, since, as he writes, “no 
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Planning to travel to the 
Caucasus and renew his 
friendship with Kostoyev lat- 
er this summer, Lourie will 
take up a new area of con- 
templation. He has begun to 
study Islam, Sufism, and the 
Turkish language. The Cau- 
casus, perhaps best known to 
the world as the place where 
people can live to be 130 
years old, fascinates Lourie. 
“Men of power come from 
that area,” he says. 

Lourie’s moving away 
from the study and chroni- 
cling of Russia may end an 
involvement that began 
when he was a child, grow- 
ing up with a Russian-immi- 
grant father and grandfa- 
ther; it was kindled into a 
passion when, at 18, he read 
Dostoyevsky’s Crime and 
Punishment. 

His childhood was dis- 
tinctly American, and he 
grew up speaking only En- 
glish with his mother and 
his pharmacist father. 

“I had been a happy, 
joke-making smartest-kid- 
in-the-class in elementary 
school. But in high school I 
became what used to be 
called a JD,” Lourie says. “I 
wanted to be a gangster. 

“Then I became a beat- 
nik, and it was a logical progression. You 
could be a sullen, outlaw rebel — but you 
could read again.” 


Dostoyevskian nightmares 
It was then he read Crime and Punish- 
ment — “I had nightmares about it for

weeks” — and decided on a life of litera- 
ture. 

From 1958 to ’60, he attended Boston 
University and studied poetry (joined by 
classmates Anne Sexton, W.D. Snodgrass, 
and Kathleen Spivak) with Robert Lowell, 
and Lowell awarded him a prestigious po- 
etry prize. 

“Beatnik life in Boston in the late ’50s 
was even better for its rarity,” Lourie re- 
calls. “I can’t believe the reverence we had 
for literature and the people who practiced 
it back then.” But he felt the pull toward 
Russia that began in his childhood, and 
left BU and his beatnik days behind. “I 
knew the beatniks were more fun, but I 
knew the other guys wrote better. Eliot’s a 
better poet than Ginsberg, but I wouldn’t 
want to hang around with Eliot.” 

In 1960 he transferred to the University 
of California at Berkeley, and stayed there 
a decade, studying Russian, Polish, and 
translation with Czeslaw 
Milosz, who would win 
the Nobel Prize for Liter- 
ature in 1980.

for the schedule of 























ing detention and going 
to the beach,” he says of 
those years. “I was really 
into the ’60s. I wasn’t 
watching it on TV.” At 
Berkeley, Lourie was an 
activist for radical educa- 
tional reform. 

“The ’60s were the best 
decade of my life,” he 
says. “I was in my 20s; I 
got married; I had a son; 
I got a PhD; I won some 
poetry awards.” He soon 
published his first novel, 
Sagittarius in Warsaw, to 
critical acclaim. 

So, PhD or no PhD, he 
decided in 1973 to quit 
teaching (“I was still in 
the classroom, only it was 
worse: I was closer to the 
blackboard, I had chalk 
dust on my pants”) and 
write full time. “I don’t 
know if I became a writer 
because I love literature 
or because I like to sleep 
late,” he says.

Whereas the average American would 
be hard-pressed to name three contempo- 
rary poets, a man spent 10 years in Soviet 
prisons for a piece of marginalia he scrib- 
bled in a book, as Lourie recounts in 
Russia Speaks. 


Artistic rebirth 

Given the freedom that came with the 
collapse of the Soviet Union, Lourie 
speculates about the future of the arts in 
Russia: “It was Paris in the ’20s, New 
York in the 50s — could it be Russia in 
the ’90s? There’s so much pent up, wait- 
ing to be released.” 

He cites a book of short stories titled 
Afghan Tales by a young Russian writer, 
Oleg Yermekov, who served as a soldier in 
Afghanistan. 

“The stories are as good as stories any- 
where, anytime,” Lourie says. “For so many 
years, literature was either Soviet or anti- 
Soviet or a-Soviet, but it all somehow relat- 
ed to the Soviet. With this book, I felt like I 
was reading Russian literature again.” 

But, he adds, “Writers 
tell me it’s so hard to 
write a novel in a time of 
upheaval — you’re pant- 
ing after reality.” 

And the upheaval con- 
tinues in the former Sovi- 

Union. In Russia 


Russia’s “Fourth Revolu- 
tion,” and says it will lead 
to the nation’s “rebirth or 
death.” 

“I’m not too enthusias- 
tic about Russia in the 
short run,” Lourie says. 
“They’re a people of en- 
thusiasms. They need to 
be fired up by a great 
idea. Capitalism isn’t a 
faith; it’s not a meta- 
physics. I don’t know if 
they’re going to ultimately 
be satisfied by what is ul- 
timately a secular ar- 
rangement.” 

With only capitalism, 
bereft of higher meaning, 
to shape Russia’s destiny, 
“Russian could become a 
kind of Somerville with 11 
time zones,” Lourie says. 

It will take at least 40 
years after the collapse of

definitive and readable book put together 
with a novelist’s touch. 

Researching Russia Speaks, Lourie says, 
often took no more than turning on his 
tape recorder. 

“Some cultures are in love with lan- 
guage and some aren't. For example, the 
Irish are; we aren’t. The Russians love to 
tell stories, love to hear stories, love to play 
with the language,” he says. “Russians sit 
around the kitchen table and talk, talk, 
talk. For the last 70 years, they were 
forced into an oral culture.” 

For the past few generations in the So- 
viet Union and the Soviet bloc, as Vaclav 
Havel has repeatedly pointed out, words 


could become a society 

that figures out how to 
provide its citizens with reasonable 
wealth and security but manages to retain 
a higher vision, which has always been a 
component of Russian life.” 

Two radically different possibilities, but, 
as Lourie says of Russia, “Unless you’re 
dealing in paradoxes, you’re not getting 
close to the truth.” 

What Russia needs, he says, is to find a 
way to combine “elements of capitalism, 
elements of socialism, and some elements 
that are still Russian, that have a spiritual 
component. They need transcendence — 
whether they get it from vodka, slaughter, 
or the church.” 

The Special Collections Department at 
Boston University’s Mugar Library asked 
Lourie to donate his papers and, after brief 
hesitation, he agreed. (“When they first 
approached me,” he says, “I was reluctant. 
It seemed equivalent to me to those letters 
you get from cemeteries saying ‘Reserve 
now!’ ”) 

Lourie, who considers himself in the 
“third third” of his life, is shifting gears 
again, beginning with his upcoming trip to 
the Caucasus. “I know I’m on a planet, 
and the planet revolves around the sun, 
and that I have about 70 trips around the 
sun on the planet. But I don’t why the 
planet is here, or why it revolves around 
the sun, or why I’m on the planet.” 

So, after a life of letters, he is preparing 
to move on to the study of the spiritual. 

“Culture,” he says “is good for living, 
but not for dying.” Q

stagnating economy is squeezing more than twenty-

oday’s Zeitgeist-watchers strike a special note of apoca- 
lypse when they describe the spirit we twentysomethings 
are said to share. In his novel Generation X, Douglas 


Coupland calls it a “mood of darkness and inevitability”; 





Business Week speaks of our “collective sense of fore- 
boding”; and Neil Howe and Bill Strauss, in their book 13th Gen, detect 
a “tone of physical frenzy and spiritual numbness” in what they call our 


“carnival culture.” 


The name for this syndrome, usefully 
provided by Douglas Coupland, sniglet- 
master of the new Zeitgeist, is “successo- 
phobia” — “the fear that if one is suc- 
cessful . . . one will no longer have one’s 
childish needs catered to.” Those not af- 
flicted with successophobia are often in- 
stead gripped by a generalized rejection- 
ism — like the kids in Richard Lin- 
klater’s movie Slacker, who live off dead- 
end jobs (or graduate-school stipends) 
while they hatch conspiracy theories, jam 
in garage bands, shop for plaid shirts in 
thrift stores, or declare that “withdrawal 
in disgust is not the same as apathy.”

In the popular image being constructed, 
we are a Peter Pan generation afraid of 
adulthood, the “lost boys,” and girls, of a 
generation gone slumming. Our “fatalism,” 
writes William Raspberry of the Washing- 
ton Post, is turning us into a “generation of

animals,” with no opinions, no expecta- 
tions, and no clear future: a bunch of bicy- 
cle messengers with master’s degrees; a car- 
avansary of down-and-out slackers, 
Wayne’s World computer hackers, New 
Jack City gangster rappers, and MTV 
fiends; the doom-stricken Baby Bust behind 
the Baby Boom. 

A few years ago, in the early days of the 
recession, the press was most interested in those of us who had moved 
back home and become Baby Boomerangs. The self-proclaimed spokes- 
men of our generation — and they were mostly men — explained that we 
were struggling at 25 to live as well as we had at 15; that we were the first 
American generation not destined to live better than the previous one. 

Today, a psychosocial profile has been attached to the plain facts of 
downward mobility. Bret Easton Ellis claims “we are clueless yet wiz- 
ened, too unopinionated to voice concern.” Also too ignorant. The Wash- 
ington Post recently ran the headline STUDENTS DON’T PROTEST OVER VIET- 
NAM NOW — THEY DON’T EVEN KNOW WHERE IT IS. And in a roundup re- 
view of Bridget Fonda movies (“Mommy! might be the unspoken rallying 
cry behind the slew of films about people in their 20s”), the New York

Times lectured about our “career avoidance,” “low expectations,” and 


childishness.

Coupland’s Generation X, stocked 
with young slackers stuck in various 
“McJobs” in Palm Springs, California, 
has become the unofficial guide to this 
twentysomething disillusionment. One 
character torches a car with an I’M 
SPENDING MY CHILDREN’S INHERITANCE 
bumper sticker and wants to avenge him- 
self on yuppies “rusting” in place above 
him. The disappointment Coupland’s 
young people share is peculiarly conser- 
vative and middle-class — a sense of en- 
titlement gone sour. 

Some monitors of the Zeitgeist look 
upon this and detect fertile ground for 
generational warfare. In 13th Gen, Howe 
and Strauss try to turn all this youthful 
disgust and disappointment to political 
purposes. To the twentysomethings who 
“feel like all the air has been sucked up 
by the generations before them,” the au- 
thors — white middle-class guys in their 
40s — say it’s not too late to fight back. 
Their most ardent disciples can be found 
in the Lead or Leave Campaign, a new 
student organization that identifies the 
enemy as old folks with their Social Se- 
curity benefits and spendthrift middle- 
agers who are mortgaging the future. 

Howe and Strauss have at least ex-

ploded the idea that all twentysomethings 
are apathetic; in its place, they substitute 
the notion that we are all natural neolib- 
erals. People of my generation, they say, 
“don’t care much for the senior and la- 
bor lobbies,” “prefer recession to an out 
of kilter balance sheet,” believe “race 
should only be a private issue,” and think 
that the most pressing concern of our 
time is the federal deficit. What begins as 
a call to generational arms turns out to 
be some intergenerational advice, as, be- 
hind the rhetoric, the sturdy symmetries 
of class reassert themselves from one era 
to the next. 
* 

Jon Cowan has two days’ 
stubble and a bloodshot look 
_ and he believes the deficit is 
> “our generation’s Vietnam.” 
He wrestles with it like an 
old soldier, barking com- 
mands at a young woman 
hunched over a calculator 
(“Well, then cut out all for- 
eign aid!”) in his spacious 
office at the Lead or Leave 
Campaign in Washington. 
Lead or Leave, which Cow- 
an started last year with his 
friend Rob Nelson, exists to 
pressure politicians to sign a 
pledge: they will cut the 
deficit in half in the next 
four years, or leave office. 
The idea was originally Ross 
Perot’s. It’s not the first 
» agenda item that springs to 
} mind for a youth movement. 

“The deficit will destroy 
our future,” Nelson says 
simply. “Lost jobs, hunger 
and homelessness, untreat- 
ed AIDS babies. Genera- 
tional war is inevitable if we don’t do 
something about it.” 

Cowan, 27, and Nelson, 29, have, 
more successfully than any other twen- 
tysomethings, identified themselves as 
symbols of the age — in magazine arti- 
cles, on Nightline and Good Morning 
America, and on op-ed pages across the 
country. They were even invited to the 
White House. Buoyed by $42,000 worth 
of Perot’s largesse and an approximately 
equal amount from Republican financier 
Pete Peterson, they left jobs on Capitol 
Hill (Cowan was Representative Mel 
Levine’s press secretary, Nelson a con- 
sultant at Malchow & Company, 
fundraising for Greenpeace and the Gay 
Men’s Health Crisis) to turn Lead or 
Leave into a national campus organiza- 
tion. They claim 10,000 members. 

The two appeared on the cover of U.S. 
News & World Report in February under 
the heading THE TWENTYSOMETHING RE- 
BELLION, posing with a motorcycle and 
sporting the look of outdoor adventurers. 
Given that image, their office came as a 
surprise: the floor-to-ceiling windows, 
the posh Connecticut Avenue address 
(across from Cartier and the Mayflower 
Hotel, conveniently next door to the 









































































Gap). The place smelled 
like generations of Big 
Macs. This is not rebel- 
lion as one would expect 
it. By today’s standards, 
however, any twen- 
tysomething show of 
purpose evokes a 
stunned tribute. 

But Lead or Leave is 
less a rebellion than it is 
an exercise in the poli- 
tics of innocence. Cow- 
an and Nelson call 
themselves liberals but, 
willy-nilly, espouse Rea- 
ganesque economic the- 
ories. These can be 
briskly put to rest. They 
insist, for example, that 
deficits raise interest 
rates and “crowd out” 
private investment, but 
the Federal Reserve sets 
interest rates, and 
there’s a fair body of ev- 
idence to show that gov- 
ernment spending en- 
courages, or “crowds 
in,” private investment. 
As a percentage of GNP 
the US deficit is far low- 
er than it was in 1945 
(and apart from GNP, 
the deficit is meaning- 
less, since with govern- 
ments, as with people, 
the ability to repay a 
loan is determined by 
income). When the US 
debt-to-income ratio peaked, just after 
World War II, interest rates were 
around two percent. 

France and Italy have deficits that are 
far larger than the US government’s. 
Also, the size of the US deficit is debat- 
able because the government makes no 
distinction between everyday expenses 
and investments, posting both as losses. 
But beyond all that, the national debt is a 
class issue, not a generational one. Pay- 
ing it off quickly would enrich wealthy 
bondholders in each generation at every- 
one else’s expense. Because proportion- 
ately more people between the ages of 16 
and 30 are at the bottom of the income 
ladder, deficit-busting — otherwise 
known as austerity — would actually 
hurt them the most. 

At least implicitly, Lead or Leavers 
seem to understand that at base the 
deficit involves a conflict over the priori- 
ties of government. So it is revealing 
that their main target thus far has not 
been military spending or government 
waste but Social Security. A demonstra- 
tion of some 100 people on the steps of 
the headquarters of the American Asso- 
ciation for Retired Persons (AARP) was 
the opening salvo in what Lead or 
Leavers like to call a “fight for genera- 
tional equity.” 

Their argument runs something like 
this: the government pays retirees out of 
the payroll taxes it collects each year 
from younger workers. Today there are 
roughly 3.4 people in the workforce per 
Social Security beneficiary; in 2030, by 
which time some 75 million Baby 
Boomers will have retired, there will be 
only 1.9 workers per geezer, leaving 
nothing in the till when people in their 
20s are ready to collect. The Social Se- 
curity Administration and the AARP, 
they say, have conspired to paper over 
this oncoming debacle with rosy eco- 
nomic projections, and therefore the 
government should consider “privatiz- 
ing” the entire program. 

They are right to add that the Social 
Security payroll tax is regressive and the 
cap on it a silly idea, since millionaires 
pay no more than the moderately well- 
off. But there’s no reason to go private. 
The Social Security trust fund will actu- 
ally accumulate a surplus of $4.3 trillion 
by 2015. Thanks to Ronald Reagan’s 
hike in the payroll tax, the government is 
taking in more than three times the 
amount that it is paying out in Social Se- 
curity benefits; it invests this surplus in 
special-issue Treasury notes, which is 
another way of saying that the money 
goes to finance the national debt. If the 
government exhausts the surplus, it can 
always issue fresh debt to pay for the 
notes that have come due; US govern- 
ment bonds are gilt-edged that way, and 
if they ever become irredeemable, more 
than the Social Security system will be in 
trouble. 

All that aside, why would anyone try to 
organize a youth movement around the 
fear that when young people reach their 
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60s, they may not get Social Security? In 
the first place, the very idea of a move- 
ment is as concocted as the guide to 
grunge-culture slang (“lamestain,” 
“harsh realm”) that a mischievous music 
critic recently slipped past the editors of 
the New York Times Styles section. The 
Zeitgeist industry is in fact a closely held 
corporation of a few authors and “ac- 
tivists” who swap ideas liberally but share 
a conservative ethos. Unaware of this 
cross-pollination, the media generated 
dozens of stories supported by only one 
or two sources, all fixed on the notion of 
deficit-busting and all passing it off, in- 
credibly, as a preoccupation of people in 
their 20s. 

In the second place, youth is only tan- 
gential to the project at hand. Before he 
thought of 13th Gen, Neil Howe wrote a 
book with Wall Street bond-broker and 
Lead or Leave benefactor Pete Peterson, 
titled On Borrowed Time: How the 
Growth in Entitlement Spending Threat- 
ens America’s Future. Howe has also col- 
laborated with Phillip Longman, founder 
of the Americans for Generational Equal- 
ity (AGE), a now-defunct DC-based 
granny-bashing outfit that lobbied for the 
last Social Security payroll-tax hike. 

Howe later wrote a Lead or Leave 
pamphlet with 13th Gen co-author Bill 
Strauss, called Deficits in Your Face. 
There Howe and Strauss told twen- 
tysomethings that “older Americans are 
waging a generational war against YOU 
.. . like Vietnam, it’s going to take the 
youth of America to stop it.” They also 
predicted that we will all face a 37 per- 
cent tax rate. When Cowan and Nelson 
borrowed Howe and Strauss’s agent and 
began to shop around a book proposal of 
their own, they upped that figure: “If 
current policies are not dramatically al- 
tered, today’s youth can expect to pay up 
to 70% of their income in taxes by the 
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Scene from Slacker: A movement is a moral thing. 
Capital budget accounting will not be our Freedom 
Ride; Ross Perot is not the Reverend King. 





middle of our careers.” 

Howe and Strauss refer reporters to 
Lead or Leave for an example of “today’s 
activists,” who don’t care much about la- 
bor or race, who worry about Social Se- 
curity (Coupland, by the way, cites the 
retirees-per-worker figures in the ap- 
pendix to Generation X), and who, ac- 
cording to 13th Gen, “question many of 
the old liberal orthodoxies on drugs and 
crime.” 

Cowan and Nelson, who refer re- 
porters to Howe and Strauss for statisti- 
cal data, gladly assume the mantle of to- 
day’s activists. The book proposal they 
circulated before landing a deal with 
Penguin includes a list of “controversial” 
political choices they planned to consid- 
er: “Eliminate the deficit in five years,” 
“End race-based affirmative action,” 
“Put peacekeeping troops in the inner 
cities to control crime,” “Allow abortion 
in the first trimester but turn over all oth- 
er decisions to states,” “Legalize addic- 
tive drugs such as ‘crack.’ ” Cowan and 
Nelson insist they never advocated any of 
those ideas — except, of course, elimi- 
nating the deficit — and say they decid- 
ed with Penguin that none of those other 
issues would be discussed. Stay tuned.

One mile from the Lead or Leave of- 
fice, at a public school in Washington’s 
Anacostia district, Jonathan Kozol asked 
the principal what he found most frus- 
trating about working with young people 
today. “On Fridays in the cafeteria,” the 
older man said, “I see small children 
putting chicken nuggets in their pockets. 
They’re afraid of being hungry on the 
weekends.” 

The parents of these children are the 
twentysomethings who disappear in the 
Zeitgeist-manufacturers’ generational 
profile. According to a recent Business 
Week survey, 18- to 29-year-olds spent

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$15 billion last year on 
children’s clothing, 
among the top five ex- 
penditures for this age 
group. (Eating out, at 
$30 billion, was the 
highest.) These young 
parents don’t fit any of 
the twentysomething 
stereotypes. Baby Boom- 
erangs never seem to 
have children; they’re 
busy paying off their 
college loans. Granny- 
bashers aren’t exactly 
the family type. Neither 
are the slackers, who, 
having grown up to 
expect “life options,” 
now opt for temporary 
poverty. 

The consensus is that 
the dark and airless 
mood of the twen- 
tysomething times has 
been set by money trou- 
bles, but the scope of 
those troubles has gone 
unexamined. As the 
table (“Falling Behind”) 
shows, it is much harder 
to afford a house, a car, 
or a college education 
today than it was 20 
years ago. Rolling Stone 
published a piece on the 
growing number of col- 
lege-educated twen- 
tysomethings taking 
jobs that require only 
high-school degrees, but it didn’t men- 
tion that more than half the people in this 
generation don’t go to college at all. 

The unglamorous working-class truth 
is that in 1990, one-third of the families 
headed by someone under 30 lived below 
the federal poverty line; 58 percent of the 
families headed by someone who is blac! 
and under 30 are living in poverty. Rea! 
wages are lower than they were in 1963 
and as a consequence, Americans are 
working more hours in the paid la! 
force than at any time since 1948. 

Even Howe and Strauss acknowledge 
that falling wages have determined the 
too-obtrusive fate of twentysomething 
families. In the margin of their book they 
cite Children’s Defense Fund figures, 
saying, “In 1979, 74 percent of working 
Americans under age 25 were earning an 
hourly wage which — if received full- 
time and year-round — exceeded the 
cash poverty level for a family of three. 
By 1991, that share had fallen to 47 per- 
cent.” So Howe and Strauss are not ig- 
norant of this generational reality; they’ 
just not interested. 

The monopolists of the Zeitgeist indus- 
try have already agreed that racism, low 
wages, and poverty are not among our 
problems, because they’ve agreed who 
“we” are. “We” are not poor black and 
Latino families, or the children of immi- 
grants; we wear penny loafers, ride 
mountain bikes (this according to Time), 
and have large discretionary incomes be- 
cause we moved back home after college. 
“Our” problems are different; we want to 
live as well as our parents accustomed us 
to living, so that one day “we” can be on 
top. 

Maybe the Zeitgeist is not so much the 
essence of an age as the battleground for 
those who would define it. Any “choice 
of a new generation,” in terms of Pepsi 
or politics, is bound to come up against 
its contradiction in a society that is 
growing more polarized. Given class dif- 
ferences and the persistence of outright 
segregation in schools and in cities, 
Schoolhouse Rock and Sesame Street can 
hardly be the basis for a collective con- 
sciousness. Nor can the narrow and mis- 
guided fight against the federal deficit be 
a generational call to arms. 

A movement is a moral thing. Capital 
budget accounting will not be our Free- 
dom Ride; Ross Perot is not the Rev- 
erend King. The alternative to deficit- 
busting cuts in social services is a drive 
to create better jobs, better schools, and 
better chances. Today in Washington 
such pinched efforts as there are in those 
directions go under the heading of “in- 
vestment in human capital.” 

But if cost-effectiveness is the princi- 
pal criterion of governance, and invest- 
ment its best metaphor, then perhaps it 
will take a true youth movement to rein- 
vigorate the politics of the possible. We 
can make all the penny-niggly arguments 
we want to suit the climate in Washing- 
ton, or we can learn at long last that the 
alternative to austerity is simply justice.Q

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The saga continues 


Alice K. dines with Elliot M.; angst rises

lice K. (not her real initial) lies in bed, 
writhing with just about everything: 
angst, confusion, uncertainty, ambiva- 
lence. 

Alice K., you see, has just returned 
from dinner with Elliot M., her sort-of-ex-boyfriend 
whom she has not seen in more than a month, and lying 
there now, she cannot tell — she simply cannot tell — 
how the evening made her feel. 

Happy? Sort of. Fearful? In a way. Attracted? Yes, but 

. . When she got home, Alice K. couldn’t even get herself 
to call Ruth E., she was that confused. 

Elliot M. is a wonderful man, Alice K. thinks, staring 
at the ceiling. So what is the problem? Why am I so con- 
fused? 

Of course, Alice K. understands one source of her con- 
fusion very well: the moody and complex Mr. Cruel, Alice 
K.’s ex-boyfriend, who is pursuing her with a vengeance. 

Why is it two people never want each other the same 
amount at the same time? she wonders, tossing in her 
bed. For that, it seems to Alice K., is the story of her 
romantic life: she wanted Mr. Cruel and he didn’t want 
her, and now he wants her and she doesn’t know if she 
wants him, and six months ago she wanted Elliot M., and 
then she didn’t want him because she decided she wanted 
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Mr. Danger, and then she acted distant and remote and 
Elliot M. stopped wanting her, and then she started want- 
ing him again, and. . . . Sometimes Alice K. thinks her 
brain is going to explode, it all just seems so confusing. 

Alice K. and Elliot M. met at Pete’s, a neighborhood 
bar and grill where they used to eat dinner together. They 
were a bit tentative at first, catching up on work, on 
movies and books. But after about half an hour, Alice K. 
began to melt in Elliot M.’s presence — not in the pas- 
sionate, swept-off-her-feet way that Mr. Cruel sometimes 
made her feel, but in a quieter way. There was something 
so comforting and calm and reassuring about Elliot M.’s 
manner; it gave Alice K. a feeling of ease and warmth, 
and she realized how much she missed that. 

At one point, Alice K. told a joke about something and 
then looked up and saw Elliot M. beaming at her, chuck- 
ling at the joke, enjoying her presence. 

Here is a key difference, she thought. Mr. Cruel makes 
me feel as though I have to look beautiful; Elliot M. 
makes me feel as though I am beautiful. Alice K. meant 
that in both the internal and external sense. With Mr. 
Cruel, everything was such a struggle; Alice K. felt she 
had to strain so hard to look right, and to say the right 
things, to present herself the right way. The first time 
they’d had dinner after he returned to town, Alice K. had 
a characteristic fit of wardrobe panic and went out and 
spent $225 on a new silk blouse — that’s how compul- 
sive he made her, how desperate for approval. On their 
second date, Alice K. had actually spent 15 minutes — 
15 minutes of her life! — obsessing about whether to eat 





a breath mint before meeting him at a movie. I shouldn’t 
eat the breath mint because if I do, he'll think I want to 
kiss him and then I'll appear over-eager and he’ll be 
turned off. No, I should eat the breath mint, because if I 
don’t I may have bad breath and then I'll appear disgust- 
ing and he'll be really turned off. No, yes, yes, no. . . 

This was crazy, neurotic behavior, but when it came to 
Mr. Cruel, Alice K. could not help herself. 

Of course, she couldn’t help herself to some extent 
with Elliot M., too (in fact, Alice K. wore the same $225 
silk blouse when she went to meet him for dinner), but 
the obsessiveness didn’t last with him. Once they actually 
sat down together, the mental gymnastics (am I measur- 
ing up? is he bored? does he think I’m pretty?) subsided, 
and Alice K. felt valued and appreciated on her own 
terms. 

Ruth E. had pointed this out on the phone, the day of 
their date: “The thing with Elliot M. is that he likes the 
things about you that you like. You don’t have to pretend 
with him.” Alice K. had agreed, and added that, by con- 
trast, she was never sure what Mr. Cruel liked about her: 
did he like her the way she was, or did he like some 
image of her that he carried around in his head, some 
version of Alice K. that didn’t really have anything to do 
with her real self? 

Now, lying there in bed, Alice K. wonders why a part 
of her is still so attracted to that, to men who don’t 
appreciate the real self, who make her obsess and wonder 

and strain for approval. For there is 
something very seductive about that, 
about struggling to live up to some- 
one else’s fantasies about you, 
instead of living up to your own 
sense of self. 

“If Mr. Cruel accepts me, then I 
don’t have to accept myself. I don’t 
have to take responsibility for accept- 
ing my own strengths and limita- 


—— tions.” Alice K. had said those words 
—_ = to her therapist, Dr. Y., in their last 
Pe ° : 

— session. He had raised one eyebrow 






and asked, “But how much do you 
really need that? To let someone else 
tell you who you are?” 

Alice K. couldn’t say. “I don’t 
know,” she said. “I’m really not sure.” 

At one point, sitting in Pete’s with 
Elliot M., she got a flash of the same 
uncertainty. It came at a pause during 
the conversation; Alice K. had been 
talking about looking for a new apart- 
ment, and Elliot M. — patient, atten- 
tive Elliot M. — had said something 
supportive and insightful about how 
hard it can be to create the right kind 
of home for yourself. And all of a sud- 
den, Alice K. had the strangest sensa- 
tion: it hit her that Elliot M. really was 
the kind of man who’d support her no

And that’s how Alice K. feels now, tossing in her bed: J 
just don’t know what I want, she thinks. I can’t imagine 
being with someone like Mr. Cruel all my life, but I’m not 
sure I can imagine being with someone like Elliot M., 
either. It’s too... too... 

She can’t finish the thought. 

But she also can’t ignore that something about seeing 
Elliot M. again had touched her, in ways she can’t quite 
define. 

After dinner, Alice K. and Elliot M. took a walk. Then 
Elliot M. walked Alice K. to her car, and then he told 
her that it had been wonderful to see her again. He 
stood and looked down at her and smiled, and then he 
kissed her on the mouth — a single, simple, gentle kiss 
— and stood back. 

He asked, “Do you think we could try this again?” 

Alice K. wasn’t sure if he meant try another date or try 
another relationship, but at the time it didn’t seem to 
matter; when she opened her mouth, she heard herself 
say, “Yes.

Why does the Ku Klux Klan burn crosses when they 
claim to be such gung-ho Christians? I’ve heard this 
comes from a Scottish ritual of some sort, but I shudder 
to think that a down-home American tradition like the 
Klan has actually been a subversive ploy by wily 
Scotsmen.

The Scotch apparently originated cross burning, but 
you can thank your friends in the media for selling the 
idea to the KKK. 

The Scottish romantic writer Sir Walter Scott, a 
great admirer of ancient Scottish traditions, first 
brought the “fiery cross” to modern attention in his 
1810 poem The Lady of the Lake. In the poem, the 
cross is set ablaze on the hilltops to summon the 
Scottish clans. 

Scott’s work was extremely popular in the American 
South, where much of the population was of Scottish- 
Irish extraction. 

The original Ku Klux Klan, which was founded in 
1866 and disbanded a few years later, didn’t burn 
crosses, but that didn’t stop author Thomas Dixon 
from saying they did in his pro-KKK novel The 
Clansman (1905). 

“The Fiery Cross of old Scotland’s hills!” a character 
in the book announces. “In the olden times when the 
Chieftain of our people summoned the clan on an 
errand of life and death, the Fiery Cross, extinguished 
in a sacrificial blood, was sent by swift courier from vil- 
lage to village.” 

Although reasonably successful, The Clansman 
didn’t become a national phenomenon until Dixon sold 
the movie rights to the pioneer filmmaker D.W. 
Griffith, who used it to make his ground-breaking film 
The Birth of a Nation (1915). In a dramatic scene, the 
movie’s hero rears up on his horse and brandishes a 
flaming cross to summon the Klans to drive out the 
black oppressors and their Northern white allies, who 
controlled the South during Reconstruction. Mean- 
while, the movie theater’s orchestra (remember, this 
was the silent era) struck up Wagner’s “The Ride of the 
Valkyries.” 

Southern white audiences generally went nuts at this 
point, clapping and cheering. 

Knowing a good idea when he saw one, William J. 
Simmons, the founder of the Klan in its second incar- 
nation (1915-1944), cobbled together a cross and 
burned it at a meeting of the newly established Knights 
of the KKK on Thanksgiving night 1915, on Stone 
Mountain, near Atlanta. Flaming crosses have been a 
Klan trademark ever since. 

This probably leaves just one question in your mind: 
where did the name Ku Klux Klan come from, anyway? 
Seems the men who founded the original Klan were 
tossing out ideas for a name when somebody came up 
with kukloi, plural of the Greek kuklos, meaning circle. 
Whoa, said somebody else, what if we twist kuklos into 
Ku Klux? Kool, said the others. Klan was added later 
for alliteration.

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ob Koch, in a moment of idle reflection, 
leaned against his tractor and surveyed a 
pumpkin patch.

Just a half-mile off busy Centre Street sits 40 
acres of corn fields and still ponds, enlivened by roost- 
ers trading riffs and farmers grumbling about the geese 
that threaten their crops. 

Welcome to Allandale Farm, the only working farm 
remaining in Boston, and perhaps in urban America. 

Allandale is run from a cluttered office in a two-sto- 
ry brick building behind the produce stand and green- 
houses visible from the road. Not long ago, on a clear 
June day, general manager John Lee, a lean man with 
a serious bearing and a few days’ stubble on his chin, 
sat at his desk, phone pressed to one ear. “I’m looking 
for someone who’s slavishly devoted to slave labor,” 
he said between pauses. “It’s $5 to $7 an hour. ... 
It’s not a fun-fest. I’ve had a number of kids who 
thought they liked to work find out that it’s not so 
much fun.” 

When Lee hung up, I made a half-hearted joke about 
the irony of my presence — that, in fact, I had come to 
offer him my services for a few days. He sat quietly for 
for a moment, then shrugged and said, “Okay. When 
do you want to work?” 

We took a brief tour of the farm’s lush, rolling ter- 
rain. Lee grew up on a dairy farm in Vermont, but de- 
cided he hated cows and turned his attention instead to 
vegetable farming. He’s been at Allandale since 1986, 
and though he spends most of his time overseeing the 
business end of the farm, Lee looked every bit the 
farmer as he snatched up a blade of grass and slipped it 
between his teeth. 

Before I left, Lee introduced me to Koch, the farm 
manager, and told him of my wish to work a few days. 
Tall and husky, with blue eyes, long blond hair, and 
mustache, Koch seemed part Viking, part outside 
linebacker. A few days later I watched him scoop up a 
rock the size of a large turkey and toss it into the brush 
as though it were a throw pillow. 

As he sized me up, I began to babble nervously about 
not wanting to be a nuisance or to get in the way. Be- 
fore I could stop myself, I actually asked, “Is there a lot 
of training involved?” 

Koch looked as though he’d just remembered a par- 
ticularly funny joke. “No,” was all he said. 


Watering the pumpkins 

“Okay, let’s go,” hollered Koch, who was holding up 
one end of an irrigation line. We were standing in a 
pumpkin patch.in Brookline, which Allandale Farm 
leases from the abutting property owners. It was a little 
past 6:30 a.m. 

Between us, holding up attached sections of irriga- 
tion tube, were the three members of Allandale Farm’s 
field crew for the day. There was Kim, a small-framed 
woman wearing sunglasses, cut-offs, and a denim 
jacket; Angel, an Ecuadoran guy with short, dark hair 
and a kindly smile; and Alejandro, also from Ecuador, 
who’s wiry and muscular with longish locks held back 
by a Chicago Bulls cap. 

On the signal, we hustled across the rows of green 
plants in a ragged line until Koch told us to stop and 
set the plastic tubes down, a few rows shy of the field’s 
edge. Then we’d half-walk, half-jog back and hoist up 
another section of irrigation line. 

As we trudged back and forth, Kim bent down and 
picked up what looked like a piece of fine china. 
“Sometimes, you find stuff out here,” she said, gestur- 
ing to a rambling Colonial at one end of the field. The 
house looked as though it had been home to several 
generations of wealthy families. “Once I found a porce- 
lain doll’s head.” 

We continued moving four linked tubes at a time, 
with every other tube bearing a sprinkler head, until the 
entire irrigation line had been relocated from one side 
of the pumpkin patch to the other. The whole process

only took about 10 minutes — a light-lifting, seemingly 
inconsequential chore, but a vital one. Crops require 
about one inch of water a week. Boston only received 
about three inches of rain between April and late June, 
so Koch and crew have had to soak the fields frequent- 
ly. Some years, the farm’s water bill runs as high as 
$10,000. 

Alejandro disappeared up a hill, thick with brush, to 
turn on the water, which comes from a street hydrant 
connected to the pipes by a long hose. In a moment, 
water began to spit from the clicking sprinkler heads. 
As the pressure grew, a dozen 60-foot plumes of 
spray created rainbows across the field. 


Satisfying the urban palate 
We drove back to the farm, where Koch stopped the 


truck near a squash patch. Sheets of black plastic had 
been stretched around the plants’ stems to help them 
retain moisture, but now slits had to be made in the 
sheeting to allow water in during irrigation. After Koch 
handed out knives, with wooden handles and eight- 
inch blades, Angel bent over and made a careful inci- 
sion in the plastic between two plants. “You can go 
faster,” Koch said, demonstrating proper technique by 
hacking open a gaping hole. “No much tiempo.” 

Koch, 30, grew up on Long Island and has been 
working on farms since he was 12. After receiving a 
master’s degree in agricultural education from Syra- 
cuse University, he became Allandale’s full-time 
farmer in 1989. Koch keeps up with farm science 
and technology by reading journals and attending 
meetings at regional agricultural schools, and will ex- 
pound upon the nuances of plant biology and pathol- 
ogy at the drop of a hoe. 





















Not surprisingly, he’s also a big believer in the supe- 
riority of farm-fresh produce. The big distinction be- 
tween the fruits and vegetables sold at Allandale’s farm 
stand and those available in supermarkets is freshness, 
he says, and the degrees of freshness can be profound. 
Produce from California, for instance, can take days — 
even weeks — to make it from the field to the dinner 
table. 

“It takes a day for it to be picked, then another for 
it to be packed,” Koch says. “Then it spends three or 
four days on a train. Then it might sit at Hunt’s Point, 
in the South Bronx, before being trucked to the bro- 
kers in Chelsea.” There, produce waits for buyers 
from the major grocery chains to decide what they’ll 
take. 

Off season, Lee buys produce from distributors (pri- 
marily Waltham Fruit, of Cambridge, which buys a 
great deal of goods from local farmers), but in season, 
much of the produce sold at Allandale Farm was picked 
hours — sometimes minutes — earlier. By mid-July, 
harvesting becomes the single most important task on 
the farm. The zucchini and summer squash is ready a 
few weeks before that, but the farm’s two most sought- 
after crops — tomatoes and corn — kick off the pick- 
ing season. 

Farm-fresh tomatoes and sweet corn inspire reli- 
gious fervor among New Englanders, and Koch knows 
he can’t risk offending the faithful, regardless of the vi- 
cissitudes of Mother Nature. “Even if it rains for 12 
straight days, you got to go out and pick — people 
want their corn,” he says. The crew might harvest as 
many as 60 bags in a day, each bag holding about 60 
ears. And if it’s raining hard, each bag has to be carried 
in by hand, since tractors get stuck in mud. 

Peppers, eggplant, and cauliflower follow soon af- 
ter. Koch and crew continue harvesting new crops all 
summer and well into autumn. By mid-October, 
they’ve picked the last of the vegetables hearty enough 
to survive the frost — beets, kale, Brussels sprouts, 
and, of course, pumpkins. Then, although the pro- 
duce stand stays open until Christmas, the farm shuts 
down. Koch and Lee spend the winters taking vaca- 
tions, tending to the greenhouses, and recovering 
from the 70-, 80-, and sometimes 90-hour work 
weeks they put in the other eight months of the year. 


Straddling the lettuce 

Later, Koch instructed us to weed a field not far 
from the farm stand, and then he disappeared on the 
tractor. 

As we walked along a dirt path through a wooded 
area, Kim told me that an Indian couple had recently 
stopped as they drove past Allandale because they 
wanted to see how Americans farm. “They were farm- 
ers back in India and they were here to visit their son at 
MIT,” she said. “They couldn’t believe we were out in 
the fields. They use animals.” 

We reached the long, narrow tract. Alejandro picked 
up a hoe, while Angel worked a push hoe, a device that 
looks like a wheelbarrow, minus the tray, with metal 
teeth for tilling the soil. Kim crouched down and began 
weeding a row of beets. That left several rows of Bos- 
ton and red-leaf lettuce for me. 

It also left me with a problem: how to weed without 
sending my historically troublesome lower-back mus- 
cles into knots and spasms. I started out by squatting 
next to the first row, shuffling from plant to plant. 
Soon, my knee joints began to tighten and ache, so I 
tried bending at the waist, stooping to yank out the 
miscreant plant life. But every time I stood up I be- 
came light-headed and dark bubbles floated before my 
eyes. 

Eventually, I settled for straddling the lettuce. I 
crawled over the plants, sliding forward on my knees 
and shins, balancing on my palms. I picked through the 
leaves on each head, hunting for weeds like a school 
nurse searching for lice in a third-grader’s hair. Be- 
tween plants, I ripped out of the ground anything that 
didn’t look like it belonged in a salad. 

A few minutes after we started, Kim stood up. “So 
what do you think?” she called over. 

“It’s never-ending,” I answered. 

“You said it, man.” 

Indeed, weeding and mountain-climbing don’t seem 
to share much in common, but I quickly discovered 
otherwise. The worst thing you can do while scaling a 
mountainside, I’ve been told, is to look down. Similar-

ly, I found that it’s fatal — or at least demoralizing — to 
look ahead while weeding. What you see is plants, plants, 
and more plants. Constantly looking at your watch is a poor 
idea, too. I’d been weeding for what seemed like an hour 
when I checked the time. It had been less than 15 minutes. 

Finally, after 45 minutes of weed-plucking, I finished a 
row of lettuce. Four more remained. By the time I was 
half-way down the second row, the heat of the morning 
sun was beginning to intensify and I felt woozy. For an 
instant, the plants began to swim before me. I momentar- 
ily experienced heat-induced delirium and began to imag- 
ine that I was tearing whole heads of red-leaf lettuce out 
by the root and hurling them into the air. Overcome by 
the monotony and the steamy temperature, I saw myself 
rampaging through the field like a wild dog, so lettuce- 
pickin’ crazy that Farmer Bob had no choice but to whip 
out a rifle and... 

Pow! I was brought back to reality by the report of a 
propane cannon in a distant field. Every 10 minutes or 
so, the small red-and-blue cylinder gave off a blast, which 
is supposed to scare off crop-munching geese — the sin- 
gle-worst produce predators at Allandale. Lee told me 
earlier in the week that a few geese recently devoured 
$2000 worth of the farm’s corn. If the water fowl weren’t 
a federally protected species, Koch would put the cannon 
away and rely on smaller armament — a shotgun — to 
protect his fields. 

I looked up. Alejandro was waving to catch Angel’s atten- 
tion, pointing at his wrist. “Diez y media,” Angel called out 
— 10:30. Time for lunch. The others dropped their equip- 
ment, I slowly straightened out my balled-up back muscles, 
and we all walked back to the farm stand. 


Farming the hard land 

On the way, we passed a small garden tucked into a 
wooded area. Every inch of arable land at Allandale is used 
for growing. “There are no big fields here,” Lee told me. 
“It’s a typical, hard-scrabble New England farm.” Fields 
used for planting are surrounded by grassy ridges, where

the bedrock sits too high to allow roots to grow deep into 
the soil. Lee calls the spots where rock erupts through the 
ground “islands of aggravation.” 

Allandale Farm’s history dates back over 300 years, 
though it has only been a commercial enterprise since 
1968. According to the Brookline Preservation Commis- 
sion, the property was once known as Faulkner Farm, 
named for a family that owned a great deal of land in 
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Allandale Road estate. Much of the land was landscaped; 
the small portion used for farming yielded only enough food 
for the family’s consumption. (The mansion is now leased 
to Management Sciences for Health, a nonprofit public- 
health-service consultant. Another structure, once a care- 
taker’s home, is now the Apple Orchard Nursery.) Today, 
the property is owned by a trust and profits from the farm 
are plowed back into the business. 

Finding a farm within city limits today is all the more cu- 
rious when you consider that Boston was never much of an 
agrarian center to begin with. Like New York City and 
Philadelphia, the Hub was settled by immigrants with com- 
mercial interests. “How often have we heard of men who 
scarcely knew which end of a cow gave milk, men who 
could not drive a straight furrow to save them, men who 
would not know which way to mow around a field,” wrote 
historian John Edward Jennings in Boston: Cradle of 
Liberty. “The record leads one to suspect strongly that there 
were many such among the first batch of Puritans who 
landed at Boston . . . [who] never did go in heavily for agri- 
culture.” 


Slinging the mud 

At the farm stand, we took turns washing our hands with 
a knob of pungent green soap. Victor, the farm stand’s pro- 
duce manager, had cut up a melon and left it out for us on a 
work table. Kim carried the fruit in a cardboard tray and we 
all gathered around a few improvised benches in a shady 
spot behind the greenhouses. Alejandro drove his car over 
to the clearing where we sat, leaving the door open and 
turning.on the radio, which blared disco-pop. 

A pair of pigs snorted and played in a nearby sty. Alejan- 
dro and Angel took turns petting the farm’s pony. Roosters 
and chickens are kept in a coop near the tool shed; a couple 
of rabbits are housed in a cage, too. The animals are mostly 
for show, kept on hand to entertain children while their 
moms and dads shop at the farm stand. Later that day, 
however, Koch mentioned that he planned to slaughter the 
pigs some time this fall, much to Kim’s dismay. “It’s made 
me decide to become a vegetarian,” she said.

the area in the early 19th century. 

Edward and Mary Brandegee held the deed to the land 
for most of the first half of this century. Like many wealthy 
families of turn-of-the-century Boston, such as the Park- 
mans and the Cabots, the Brandegees lived in the city for 
much of the year, but escaped the heat of urban summers 
by spending the warmer months in homes in Jamaica Plain.

Koch was unmoved. “They’re bred for meat,” he said. 
“It’s the humane thing to do.” 

As I slurped down fruit juice between bites of a tuna 
sandwich, the tension eased out of my aching back and legs. 
Although they didn’t complain about the work, my co- 
workers seemed to feel a different quality of fatigue. They 
work the fields six and seven days a week, and their weari- 
ness with weeding and picking must be compounded by the 
frustration of feeling like their true talents lie elsewhere. 
Kim, originally from Tewksbury, used to work in TV pro- 
duction in California, but has had trouble finding a steady 
job in Boston. Alejandro was trained as an electrician, and 
Angel is studying computer programming, but the difficulty 
of learning fluent English has slowed both men’s profes- 
sional advancement. 

The day before, the entire crew had called in sick. 
“They’re either sick or sick of working,” Koch said with a 
forced grin. 

After lunch, we met up with Koch at the tool shed, where 
he had hitched a trailer to the tractor. More irrigation tubes 
were piled onto the trailer bed. The farmer turned over the 
tractor’s engine and the rest of us climbed onto the trailer. As 
we drove out to the squash field to move the sprinklers, which 
had been turned on a few hours earlier, the late-morning sun, 
hung overhead, creating little in the way of shady relief. 

Stepping off the grassy apron and onto the soft soil — 
which was sopped with an inch of water — we sunk up to 
our ankles in the mud. We clomped through the thick, 
brown pudding, getting mud on our shorts and T-shirts, 
mud on our arms and legs, and mud on our faces. The 
dense, brown goo sucked on our boots with every step. 
Angel almost fell at one point; I turned to watch him 
struggle with his footing and I lost my balance, too, nearly 
tumbling forward. We looked at each other and laughed. 

For the first time that day, I felt like I’d renewed a 
bond, of sorts — if not with the soil, certainly with the 
youthful joys of getting dirty. I would’ve shared the thrill 
of rediscovering this filthy pleasure with my fellow crew 
members, but it was hardly necessary. Compared to the 
drudgery of weeding a dry, dusty field, moving irrigation 
lines — especially on already-irrigated fields — was fun. 
Even my burnt-out colleagues seemed energized by our 
foray into the mud. At one point, and on firmer soil, Kim 
and Angel even broke into an impromptu foot race, gig- 
gling and huffing at the end. 

When the last of the pipes had been moved, Angel dashed 
off to the water source and turned on the sprinklers. As a 
dense mist covered the field, we stood quietly for a moment 
under the white-hot sun. “Water and heat,” Koch said with 
a big smile. “Plants love it.” Q

He lives, fittingly, on a secluded island 
eight miles off the coast of Seattle with his 
second wife. He pays his bills by narrating 
industrial films and taking short-term act- 
ing gigs like the occasional Gilligan’s Is- 
land-reunion show. While the Professor’s 
youthful looks have been preserved hand- 
somely in syndication, today’s Professor 
looks quite different. Now 68, Johnson’s 
once-angular face and wiry physique have 
both taken on a paunchiness over time, a 
bit more reminiscent of the Skipper. We 
cling to rerun images like rafts, so it’s dis- 
quieting to confront a timeless relic aged in 
real life. It’s like watching Willie Mays 
stumble through an old-timer’s game, or 
the adult Marcia Brady as an alcoholic on a 
Brady Bunch reunion show. 

But here’s the Professor, jowly and 
slightly bumbling before your eyes. He has 
a warm smile, an explosive laugh, and he 
scarfs down his breakfast with the zeal 
you’d expect from a guy who’d subsisted 
on bananas and coconuts for 30 years and 
counting. With his Coke-bottle glasses 
and fat briefcase, he looks very professori- 
al, indeed. 

You want to hear Russell Johnson talk 
about his long acting career? His extensive 
stage work? His movie credits? His 
Stanislavsky-method training? 

Didn’t think so. So let’s get serious. 

“I loved the Gilligan’s episode when Zsa 
Zsa Gabor came to the island,” he says. 
“She was this rich dame who fell for the 
Professor.” But, alas. “The Professor wasn’t 
interested,” he sighs. “He was more inter- 
ested in flora and fauna and coconuts.” 

Indeed, most sitcomologists figure the 
Professor was either gay or asexual. Re- 
member when Ginger once tried to kiss 
him and he recoiled and scolded her? 
“Kissing on the mouth is far from sani- 
tary,” he snapped. “And it can lead to all 
sorts of bacterial transfer.” 

This does not, however, reflect the atti- 
tude of Russell Johnson. “I want to be re- 
membered as the oldest living guy on the 
face of the earth who still has a sex drive,” 
he declares, bacterial transfer be damned. 

So does he subscribe, then, to Gilligan’s 
Island’s great unheralded truth — that 
though Ginger was the ostensible sex-pot 
movie star, a strong corps of adolescent 
male viewers actually harbored monster 
crushes on Mary Ann? Sure enough, the 
Professor nods earnestly. Put him down as 
a Mary Ann guy. 

Wielding his impeccable logic like a 
scalpel, the Professor cuts to the heart of 
the issue: “Mary Ann was the girl next 
door,” he says, removing his glasses for 
emphasis. “I believe some were put off by 
Ginger’s ego and strength of character. 
She was unavailable. But you had a chance 
with Mary Ann.” He pauses, and nods his 
head for a few seconds. 

“Yes, you had a chance with Mary Ann.”

Sherwood Schwartz, the Gilligan’s Is- 
land creator, calls the Professor “the aca- 
demic icon of the television age.” 

For his part, Russell Johnson calls this a 
sad statement about the television age. 

Still, he’s deeply passionate about things 
scientific. You ask him to explain the cold- 
fusion phenomenon, and a fire rages in his 
belly. “Let’s see,” he says. “Take three co- 
conuts, two pineapples, and two bamboo

poles, and then see what happens.” 

Brilliant! 

Has he published recently? 

“Yes, indeed” he says. “You must pub- 
lish in order to be a PhD.” 

Does he have a bicycle-powered washing 
machine on his island? 

“Yes,” he says. “But I have no one to op- 
erate it.” 

But seriously. Russell Johnson says that 
young scientists have told him he had a 
profound influence on their careers. “I’ve 
had both a man and a woman tell me that 
the Professor inspired them to pursue ca- 
reers in science,” he says. “They both en- 
rolled at Johns Hopkins.” 

Here’s where things get spooky. In the 
book, there’s an anecdote about how sever- 
al telegrams had been sent to Coast Guard 
offices over the years, from serious adults, 
saying basically the same thing: 


For several weeks now, we have seen 
American citizens stranded on some 
Pacific island. We spend millions in 
foreign aid. Why not send one US de- 
stroyer to rescue those poor people be- 
fore they starve to death? 


A strong statement on the hazy line be- 
tween the real and the rerun, perhaps. Also 
testimony to the power of sitcoms as surro- 
gate family. We view them, Washington 
Post TV critic Tom Shales writes, as “is- 
lands of refuge” from daily life. In the 
March Esquire, writer Tad Friend declared, 
“We are cradled in sitcoms, rocked in their 
warm lap.” Sherwood Schwartz has called 
the seven island castaways “a metaphor for 
the nations of the world.” 

So what country was the Professor? 

“I would be Slobbovia, from the Li’l Ab- 
ner comic,” he says, bringing the discus- 
sion back to its rightful plane.

Suddenly, Russell Johnson becomes 
gravely serious. 

He volunteers that his 38-year-old son, 
David, has AIDS. “He’s just such a won- 
derful guy,” Johnson says. “I support him, 
and the gay-and-lesbian community, total- 
ly.” His voice trails off. He removes his 
glasses. He gets teary. 

You first met him a few minutes ago, 
though you’d sworn you’d known him all 
your life. But here was Russell Johnson, a 
sweetheart of a guy, choking up across the 
breakfast table. He invites you to change the 
subject, but it’s hard to get back to the is- 
land after such a bitter excursion to real life. 

You wonder how to bring the discussion 
back to the safe preserve of silliness without 
diminishing the pain and passions that obvi- 
ously lurk close to the surface. You realize 
that people want escape in their sitcoms, 
laughs from their sitcom characters, and 
trivia when they’ve written a book. As he 
embarks on his nationwide book tour of 
Morning Zoos and wiseass reporters, the 
Professor had best get with the program: 
stay in character, weird as it seems. The last 
thing people will want from him is real life. 

Russell Johnson realizes this before you 
do, and dutifully bumbles back into Profes- 
sor mode. He invites another question. So 
you manage another oft-raised query 
among Gilligan buffs: “If it was only a 
three-hour tour, how come Ginger and the 
Howells had all those clothes?” 

“They had a big suitcase,” he says, gig- 
gling. “And that’s showbiz.” 

And with that, the Professor, safe in his 
brilliance, heads off to do Matty in the 
Morning. QO

In JP, a taste of Mexico 
hidden in an Irish bar

was probably overeager for Café 
Loco at Costello’s Tavern. I’m al- 
ways eager for a new Mexican 
restaurant, because that cuisine is 
so great and the Greater Boston 
opportunities with it are so limited. And 
Café Loco has the additional drawing 
card of chef Pat Fahey, who used to 
cook at the highly regarded Mexican 
Cuisine, in Cambridge. And I was really, 
really, really psyched because Café Loco 
sells Mexican food and barbecue in Ja- 
maica Plain, my very own under-restau- 
ranted neighborhood. 

After four visits — you can’t be too 
careful in these situations — I have con- 
cluded that Café Loco is sometimes very 
good, but also uneven and weak in the 
barbecue department. It improved dur- 
ing the course of my visits, especially in 
the all-important rice-and-beans catego- 
ry. Early rice was horridly 
undercooked and laced 
with canned-tasting corn. 
Recent rice has been plain 
white and scented with 
garlic, more like Carib- 
bean rice. Early beans 
were very dull; recent 
beans have a hammy un- 
dertone, though there is 
room for further improve- vey 
ment and a few education- 
al tours to El Oriental, in 
Hyde Square. 

Café Loco has few in- 
teresting appetizers and 
no desserts. Costello’s tav- 
ern has taken on cartons 
of margarita mix as well as 
bottles of the best-known 
Mexican beers, of which 
Dos Equis has some merit. 
The drink of (my) choice 
right now is Bass Ale on 
tap. The Café Loco part 
consists of an extra wait- 
ress, some menus sitting 
on the tables, and a sand- 
wich board in front. It strikes me as a lit- 
tle bit loco, but the owners have made no 
appeal to Jamaica Plain’s many Latinos 
or its several circles of Latinophiles. On 
one of my nighttime visits, we watched a 
rented tape of Hoffa, with Jack Nichol- 
son and Danny DeVito, for Tex-Mex at- 
mosphere. All very strange in a neigh- 
borhood where a couple of pictures of 
Pancho Villa and Frida Kahlo would go a 
long way. 

Okay, it’s a bar, you’re there for a 
meal. The meal happens to be Mexican, 
but if you want to pretend that you are 
Mexican, or you want to pretend it’s a 
Mexican restaurant, then you have to go 
somewhere else, because this is a bar, 
and an Irish bar at that. That’s the mes- 
sage, and the only surprise comes when 
the Mexican food is good. 

You certainly could get a surprise with 
the frequent lunch special of one enchi- 
lada verde ($4.95). It’s a real simple 
case of a corn tortilla wrapped around 
white cheese and onions with mozarella 
on top and a dab of sour cream. But the 
green chili sauce burns perfectly and all 
the combinations work. 

The big brother of this was a night- 
time special on a flauta ($8.95), which 
turned out to be more like a burrito 
stuffed with chicken and beans and 
topped with the same green chili sauce, 
sour cream, and cheese — just a great, 
gloopy plate of Mexican flavors. A more- 
sophisticated twist on green sauce was 
another special that night, pescado en 
mole verde ($10.95)..This green sauce

was thickened with ground pumpkin 
seeds to make it stickier and hotter on 
the palate, then spread on thin slices of 
yellowfin tuna. At these levels of heat, 
the chili peppers seemed to illuminate 
the flavors of the fish like an undersea 
floodlight. 

In red chili sauces, I did less investiga- 
tion, but liked an order of camerones 
adobado ($12.95), which reputedly 
combined guajillo and jalapefio chilis in 
an orange-based sauce. What came was 
eight medium shrimp in a red sauce full 
of big, crunchy seeds. Achiote, which is 
used more for color than flavor, but in 
Yucatan is used in considerable quantity, 
provided a dry, herbal undertone. 

A fine hot-weather appetizer, though 
still a special at times, would be the en- 
salada natural ($5.95), a cilantro-laced 
marinade of cactus, red and green bell 
peppers, mild chilis, green beans, and 
curds of white cheese. I have to say that 
I kept eating the white cheese, and I kept 
being disappointed that it 
wasn’t cold mashed pota- 
toes, the way it looked. 

The barbecue was much 
less impressive, starting 
with an appetizer order of 
Pat’s Pig Ribs ($7.95, din- 
ners at $10.95 and 
$13.95), consisting of sev- 
en nice ribs with the sauce 
burned on, a style more 
identified with Newton 
than with San Antonio. 
What was left of the sauce 
had some smoke to it. A 
Texas Combo ($10.95) 
had chicken, pulled pork, 
and beef, but the beef was 
ground like a sloppy joe. 
The chicken tasted more 
poached than smoked, and 
the pulled pork was bland 
and powdery. The best 
thing on the plate was the 
pico de gallo — chopped 
salad/salsa with real co- 
riander. There were also 
garnishes of white, jack- 
style cheese, and raw onion. You can 
make the barbecue hotter, but not much 
more interesting, by tracking down bot- 
tles of hot sauce. Café Loco’s hot sauce 
is El Yucateco, both red and green, ar- 
guably the hottest habanero sauce in 
Mexico. 

Café Loco actually does better with 
Southern-style chicken legs ($4.95), 
which are fried. They are simple and 
crispy, and the only Southern touch 
missing is a little more salt and pepper in 
the seasoning. A frequent special on a 
St. Louis sausage sandwich ($5.95) is 
no special lure to James Busch Orth- 
wein. It’s a regular linguica-type sausage 
split, grilled to a char, and served with 
standard barbecue sauce and onions. It’s 
better with draft Bass Ale than it would 
be with any of Busch Orthwein’s brews 
— take that, James B. 

Costello’s isn’t a bad bar, but the TVs 
are too loud, even when they aren’t 
showing Hoffa, a movie full of shouting 
and swearing. There is no effort to seg- 
regate smokers. It’s as though the 
restaurant must succeed in spite of the 
bar, rather than the two enterprises rein- 
forcing each other. 

Despite all kinds of room for improve- 
ment, Café Loco has pretty good food, 
especially on the Mexican parts of the 
menu. There are dozens of successful 
Mexican restaurants where the decor, 
music, and tone support the fantasy, but 
the food doesn’t measure up to the best 
of Café Loco. So why does this restau- 
rant wear a mask? Quien sabé.. = 
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When a pizza purveyor sets up shop on the periphery of a university, the 
odds are very good it will be called College Pizza. But don’t let thoughts 
of cardboard-tasting pies and noisy video games discourage you from 
checking out this charming little restaurant in the shadow of Tufts Uni- 
versity. The room is clean and decorated with marvelous black-and-white 
posters of Venice (there are also tables with umbrellas set up café-style 
outside) and the food is a cut above the standard sub-shop fare. The pizza 
is light and crispy, with a traditional tomato sauce, heavy on the oregano. 


You can skip the tomato sauce altogether, however, and try the White Ro-

and mozzarella cheese. There are subs, too, but — for just a few pennies 


man ($6 and $8.50), a pie 
topped with olive oil, garlic, 


Italian herbs, diced tomatoes, 


more — the specialty sandwiches are more interesting and still a good 
deal, even if the menu copy is in need of a cold shower (the Seductive 
Sensation, for instance, is a pastrami-and-Swiss topped with cole slaw 
and Russian dressing and “served on a super onion roll to fulfill your 
wildest fantasies”). A less-sensual, but more-filling, choice is the Jumbo 
($4.25), an homage to the Tufts mascot. This is a toasted sesame roll 
filled with roast beef, turkey, baked ham, Swiss cheese, and bacon — 
making it plenty elephantine, indeed. There’s also espresso bar, with the 
requisite slate of high-octane caffeine drinks, as well as soft-serve frozen 
yogurt. 

College Pizza, located at 352 Boston Avenue, in Medford, is open 
daily. Management hasn’t yet finalized hours of operation, so call 391- 


3800 ahead of time.

he mention of 3D entertainment evokes an 
¥ image of rows of ’50s moviegoers in kitsch 
nirvana, watching a B-flick and wearing 
red/blue lenses in cardboard frames — testament to 
the era’s blind faith in technology and its sheeplike con- 
formity. But with innovations like holography and vir- 
tual reality (VR), 3D looks less like a joke than the 
wave of the future. That’s the message of “3D and Be- 
yond!”, a high-tech, low-cheese film series and 3D ex- 
hibition running July 23 to August 7 at the Coolidge 
Corner Theatre. 
“3D and Beyond!” itself has three dimensions. The

an Francisco dancemaker Margaret Jenkins’s 
SS": Gates (Far Away Near) is a magnum 

opus that’s been a year and a half in the mak- 
ing. It’s a work Jenkins hopes will mark the 20th year 
of her troupe as well as launch the company squarely 
into the next millennium. You'll be able to decide for 
yourself when the Harvard Summer Dance Center 
presents it in its Boston premiere next weekend at the 
Agassiz Theatre. 

“When I was thinking about what I wanted to do,” 
Jenkins says of her company’s anniversary, “I decided 
it was important to do something I’ve never done be- 
fore. I was interested in making a work addressing, 
investigating, and possibly proposing, through its 
physical language and through its narrative structure,

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a sense of community.” 

Community is an over-used and over- 
sentimentalized word, she cautions, but it 
applies in the best sense to this project. “I 
wanted to gather together a group of peo- 
ple whom I had worked with over a long 
period of time, to have a convocation of 
people ask each other and our audience the questions 
“Where are we now? What has happened? What are 
the stories that we share as artists and as people?’ ” 

What Jenkins and her team of collaborators (visual 
designers Alex Nichols and Sandra Woodall, compos- 
er Paul Dresher, and writers Rinde Eckert and 
Michael Palmer) came up with is an eight-section, 80- 
minute work combining movement, music performed 
by the Paul Dresher Ensemble, narrative, and an elab- 
orate set design (which, because of structural limita- 
tions in the Agassiz Theatre, you won't see all of next 
week). 

Seven of the sections (the eighth is the prologue) 
represent gates: of breath, passages, ruins, measures, 
birds, desire, public words. These, Jenkins says, are 
“things we thought might represent different aspects of 
the body, the mind, and the city.” Each stands for an 
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Aeneas. Most of the shows cost $8. For more, call (212)

hour of a metaphoric day, from pre-dawn to twilight. 

“At each gate, we would peer in to investigate some- 
thing, to ask some questions, and in so doing, possibly 
propose a way of being, a way of looking at the world. 
These people come together to explore the site, or the 
purpose of their work — both as artists and as people 
in the 20th century — with all of its complexity and 
contradictions.” 

That investigation gave rise to more questions. 

“While we’ve been working on this,” Jenkins explains, 
“we've all been asking ourselves: ‘Who are we? Where 
do we want to go? What’s important to us, given the 
role that artists have or do not have in society? Are we 
making work for each other? Is that all we’re really do- 
ing?’ ” 
Jenkins believes the dance’s answers are hopeful. 
“The Gates leaves you with a feeling that these people 
are going to go on and make a difference, and I guess 
that’s very important to me.”

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Malcolm re-emerges at the 
Institute of Contemporary Art

“MALCOLM X: MAN, IDEAL, ICON” 
and “ON THE SUBJECT: VOICES 
FROM MASSACHUSETTS.” At the In- 
stitute of Contemporary Art through Oc- 
tober 3. 


ctor Ossie Davis has said 

that Malcolm X was the in- 

carnation of powerful black 

manhood. In a society that 

has since its inception sys- 
tematically leached the power from Afro- 
Americans, that incarnation represents a 
complicated and mighty image for both 
blacks and whites. ‘ 

The two exhibits at the Institute of Con- 
temporary Art, “Malcolm X: Man, Ideal, 
Icon,” curated by the Walker Art Center’s 
Kellie Jones, and “On the Subject: Voices 
from Massachusetts,” organized by the 
ICA staff and a slew of local advisers, suc- 
ceed in imparting Malcolm’s story, his 
ideas and his strength of character. The 
shows function as documentary, tribute, 
and rallying cry. Most important, they 
make you stop and think. 

“On the Subject,” on the ICA’s first 
floor, acclimatizes you to the experience of 
oppression, placing Malcolm in the histor- 
ical context of his years in Boston in the 
1940s and documenting the racist violence 
that has occurred since his birth, in 1925. 

Dana Chandler’s Fred Hampton’s Door 
IT greets you at the opening of the exhibit. 
It is closed, split, riddled with bullet holes 
and sprayed with blood-red drops of paint. 
Hampton was a leader of the Black Pan- 
thers killed by Chicago police in the late 
1960s. Welcome, it says, to a world where 
heroes are murdered and children shoot 
one another. Nearby, Chandler’s Ten Little 
Niggers commemorates the murders of 
black children in Atlanta a decade ago. 
Each portrait is a dark silhouette Xed out 
by harsh red slashes, as if these children 
never mattered in the first place. 

Works by Allan Rohan Crite and John 
Wilson ground you in the black communi- 
ty of Boston in the mid 20th century. 
Crite’s Columbus Avenue, painted in 1937, 


bustles with stylish African-Americans 
painted in sleek lines and rich, sooty hues. 
It’s a warm, neighborhood picture, with 
children playing and men and women in 
conversation. 

John Wilson’s Street Scene lithograph 
from 1947, however, paints a more deso- 
late picture. A shaven-headed little boy 
and his dog sit bereft on the curb of a 
sidewalk, ignored by the bulky, shadowy 
men behind him. And Wilson’s remarkable 
Incident (1946) brings you back to the 
clash between black and white, as a crowd 
of angry white men surround and attack a 
frightened black man with billyclubs. The 
victim, a dark spot in the middle, acts as a 
visual anchor for the swirl of line and color 
around him, drawing your eye as well as 
your sympathy. 

Robert A. Bellinger’s time line of events 
surrounding Malcolm’s life fixes the lead- 
er’s place in history, both in Boston and in 
the broader scope of black history. Don 
West’s smart assemblage of photographs 
pays tribute to Boston’s black leaders, like 
Mel King, Byron Rushing and Georgette 
Watson. 

Perhaps the most stirring work in “On 
the Subject” has been assembled by the 
young women of Teen Voices magazine 
and artist Robin Chandler. Here I Come, O 
Lord! Rising to a More Civilized World ties 
the history and power of Malcolm to the 
present day and the future. The artists 
have covered the wall with pages torn from 
The Autobiography of Malcolm X (written 
with Alex Haley) and in simple, black paint 
have inscribed their reactions to the leader. 
One reads, “In my life I have met only one 
person who reminds me of Malcolm X — 
my grandmother. She believed that if you 
stop moving, don’t look at where you 
come from, but rather where you’re going 
and keep moving.” 

In the middle of the assemblage, two pa- 
pier-maché hands stick out from the wall, 
holding the autobiography. Pages from 
Teen Voices magazine surround the arms, 
pasted on top of pages from the book. 
This textual portrait of the leader with his 
spiritual daughters demonstrates that Mal- 
colm has had a tender legacy as well as an 
angry one.

Upstairs, “Malcolm X: Man, Ideal, 
Icon” sharpens the focus to what Malcolm 
represented and where he has taken us. 
Photographs by Malcolm’s personal pho- 
tographer, Robert Hammond, give us the 
man: preaching, smiling, at home with his 
family. A variety of X-emblazoned hats 
and T-shirts, plus music videos by Public 
Enemy, present the icon and raise ques- 
tions about the usefulness of packaging 
such a complicated image of power for 
easy consumption. But the representation 
of Malcolm the ideal makes up the bulk of 
the exhibition, with abstract and represen- 
tational works by artists considering the 
leader and his message of self-determina- 
tion for African-Americans. 

Tim Rollins + K.O.S. (Kids of Survival) 
have mounted a striking emblem of the man 
in By Any Means Necessary. Like their sis- 
ters at Teen Voices magazine, K.O.S. use 
pages from the autobiography as their 
ground. Their work is much slicker, 
though: painted with a thin film of white, 
the text is plastered down 
and ghostly, barely recogniz- 





able. It serves as the back- 
drop for a staggered black 
line, like that of a heart mon- 
itor, rising and falling and 
rising again, then slashed 
with the cross-section of an 
X, at once Xing out the life- 
line and giving it identity. 
James Little’s series of oil 
and wax paintings, “Hom- 
age El-Shabazz,” is a color- 
field meditation on the man. 
Each of the six works is 
composed of four tonally re- 
lated triangles whose meet- 
ing edges form an X. The 
panels are subtle, modulated 
with a dry brush in lush, 
shifting tones that some- 
times harmonize and some- 
times strike an unsettling 
tension. This non-represen- 
tational homage anchors a 
show filled with figurative 
images that can pummel you 
with their message; it puts 
us in touch with Malcolm’s 
spiritual core — something 
we’re apt to forget as we shy 
from his advocation of vio- 
lence.

rative world, Sue Coe’s 
drawings are stark, riveting 


little narratives. Revolution shows a blood- 
spattered Malcolm falling backward on a 
stage as three guns are fired in his direc- 
tion; above him, the image of a hand rises 
like the man’s own spirit, halo’d in cream, 
the word “revolution” painted in red 
across the palm. The narratives come 
across as moments, briefly spotlighted in 
history, each drawn with hard lines, but 
within a soft darkness that seems about to 
enfold the drama at any second. 

Clarissa Sligh and Carole Byard’s instal- 
lation EHM, commissioned especially for 
the exhibition, is a round, white, airy 
mosque set up within the confines of 
prison bars, a marvelous metaphor for lib- 
eration. The walls of the prison cell are 
lined with both FBI records and docu- 
ments from Malcolm’s Organization of 
Afro-American Unity, juxtaposing the nar- 
row-minded warden with the prisoner/lib- 
erator. Inside, the mosque is carpeted and 
lit with soft blue lights; you’re invited to sit 
down on a bench and look at a wooden 
statue of the red-headed Malcolm, his 
broad chest bristling with black nails, as if 
he had been horribly brutalized but still 
stood. A video monitor nestles in his belly, 
and the two artists quietly and poignantly 
discuss their memories of Malcolm and 
Martin, and their legacies. 

Glenn Ligon takes the words of Mal- 
colm and stencils them onto canvas in a 
painterly mantra. Danny Tisdale’s installa- 
tion, ironically titled Birth of a Nation (af- 
ter D.W. Griffith’s 1915 film, which the 
Ku Klux Klan used as recruiting propa- 
ganda), mixes Malcolm’s words as a lead- 
er and stories of his life with the props that 
went along with them: an M-1 carbine, a 
prayer rug, the makings of hair dye. Bar- 
bara Chase-Riboud’s Monument to Mal- 
colm X (#II), a massive sculpture fash- 
ioned from bronze and black wool, is not 
quite figurative but tries to hold fast to a 
solidly human presence. 

“Malcolm X: Man, Ideal, Icon” exam- 
ines the man’s life and what he means to 
African-Americans today. As the embodi- 
ment of powerful black manhood, he 
would be victim no more to a society rife 
wit’ tern ! racism. He was not 
afra: ‘o be w.gry, or to turn that anger 
into something constructive. That fright- 
ened many people, both black and white. 
Well, true power — not guns, not bullies, 
but men and women living in their own 
skins and knowing what they can do — is 
daunting. These exhibitions remind us of 
that and so dignify us. Q

he DeCordova’s “11 Artists/ 

11 Visions 1993” is the mu- 

seum’s answer to the gallery 

world’s summer group 

show, only it packs a little 
more punch. The exhibition’s aim is to 
demonstrate the quality and diversity of art 
in New England, and it has no unifying 
theme. What gives it greater power than 
an ordinary group show is the space and 
time curators Rachel Rosenfield Lafo, and 
Nicholas Capasso have given each artist; 
the result is more like 11 small solo shows 
than one large mish-mash of what’s hot 
this summer. 

Thomas Lyon Mills works in the woods, 
in humid thickets of grass, bushes, and 
trees. He sketches on site, then he goes 
home and builds models of his forests and 
draws from those. His Canopy Drawings, 
being often two steps from the real thing, 
introduces the idea of fiction into his 
works. The work is a dark landscape 
drawn on tacked-together brown sheets of 
paper that look like an old, unfolded map 
of some mythic region. Mills achieves the 
sense of density of the low-canopied forest 
as much with emptiness as with lines 
which seem to sneak out from behind a 
brown blank haze, describing tree trunks 
and vines. Butterflies and leaves blink into 
and out of the fog like fireflies at night. It 
is indeed a mysterious thicket, a land of 
toads and fairies. 

Hilary French also puts you at a remove 
from her subject matter. She treads the 
ground between an object and its repre- 
sentation, asking what the significance of 


something’s image is in lieu of the object 
itself. Missing consists of a white hydrocal 
cast of a girl’s sleeveless dress and a trans- 
parency photogram of the same garment. 
The cast contrasts with the shadow-like 
transparency, conjuring a sense of the 
residue of something long gone; we have 
only these visual memories left. 

Elizabeth Ives’s paintings, which are 
based on the lower half of a marathon run- 
ner’s body, resemble hard, resilient old 
bones, femurs and tibia leaning into one 
another like reliable friends, each chipped 
and scarred with a story of use and aging. 
The paintings, fashioned from oils and 
modeling paste, seem to rise off the 
creamy paper into space, both inviting and 
confrontational, as looming and mysteri- 
ous as Stonehenge. 

Lisa Young also examines the athletic 
extreme: her Stroke installation of digi- 
tized found photographs examines the 
space between the desire for and the 
achievement of what she calls the perfect 
moment. Young has taken images of 
young crewmen, the agony and ecstasy of 
rowing breaking over their faces, and 
placed them around a large skyscape. 
Unfortunately, this assemblage doesn’t 
succeed in conveying the tension she 
speaks of in her artist’s statement — 
maybe because the skyscape flattens the 
complexity of desire into something ro- 
mantic, as opposed to something subtle 
and painful. 

X-PRZ comprises Doug Anderson, 
Kenseth Armstead, Tony Cokes, and 
Mark Pierson; their “Bureau for Lesser 
Used Languages” is an indictment of fas- 
cism and the lies that governments tell to 
stay in power. The installation is made up 
of three large paintings emblazoned with 
images and text like “The purpose of gov- 
ernment is the destruction of its people,” 
accompanied by a series of pornographic 
cartoon images of a woman manipulating 
her breasts (what’s that supposed to 
mean?), and then yellowing transparen- 
cies of nude men hanging above text 
about Walt Disney’s reported role as an 
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FBI informant. The work is both angry 
and risible; it’s hard to tell whether X- 
PRZ wants us to think about the point or 
giggle at it. 

Michelle Holzapfel creates lovely wood- 
en vessels that have a ritualistic presence. 
Made from sugar maple and walnut, Mar- 
riage Bowl is an open hemisphere aswirl 
with the grains and misapprehensions of 
the wood, like the swirls of clouds over the 
earth viewed from space. And as with 
clouds, there are gaps and holes where the 
wood has opened up. It is jagged and 
beautifully imperfect. 

Tabitha Vevers paints surrealistic narra- 
tives in an early Renaissance style that 
hover in that liminal stage between waking 
and sleeping. These works are both violent 
and innocent; I saw a crowd of children 
immediately drawn to Vevers’s work, fas- 
cinated with the gothic stories that address 
hard social issues. When We Talk About 
Rape shows a devastating image of a mer- 
maid washed up on a rock, her green fish- 
tail split up the middle, revealing spine and 
blood-red flesh — gutted like a fish that’s 
been cleaned for the feast. 

Donald Shambroom’s paintings hark 
back to the later Renaissance, specifically 
the works of Hieronymus Bosch. Shamb- 
room’s series “The Temptations of Saint 
Anthony” bring the fourth-century mystic 
and leader of the ascetic movement in 
Egypt into the 20th century in vivid, fire- 
red tones, as if the poor fellow had walked 
straight through the gates of Hell into the 
present. Anthony, a squat, sandy-bearded 
everyman in jeans, finds himself searching 
for some kind of spiritual meaning and co- 
hesion amid techno-industrial chaos. 

Esther Solondz paints over her pho- 
tographs with plaster, earth, pigment, wax, 
and goldleaf, so that the original image be- 
comes ghostly. Indeed, Solondz often 
prints her figures on coffin-shaped boards; 
you may feel you’re watching both the de- 
cay of the flesh and the transmigration of 
the soul. These are lush works, textural 
and deep. Untitled (Woman in Yellow 
Dress) shows a woman prone, pho- 
tographed from her feet, as if lying up and 
away from us. The surface of the painting 
is as speckled and scarred as an old rock; 
the woman’s legs are spindly and pink, 
and her dress glows like fire, as if some 
small part of her had been left behind, 
smoldering. 

Jo Yarrington’s Ritual Bath installation 
fills a gallery with authentic sod seeded 
with real, sweet-smelling grass. The shape 
of a woman has been dug out of a black 
sandy rectangle in the middle of the small 
field, and at its feet is a white rectangle 
with two pools of light sunk into the

ground and an old wooden chair at the 
end. The wall is filled with a grid of myste- 
rious hieroglyphs, hinting at what has hap- 
pened here: perhaps the woman has been 
born of the earth, has bathed herself and 
moved on. 

Konstantin Simun marries the sacred 
and the profane with his comical, disturb- 
ing sculptures wrought from junkyard 
metals and plastics. He fashions graceful 
pietas from plastic jugs and frames them 
in altars of blue recycling bins. His Lovers 
takes the reflective orange barrels you see 
at road construction sites and carves them 
into two round-nosed individuals with 
their arms around each other. Simun finds 
human spirit in our waste. Maybe we can 
be redeemed.

Portraits are a collaboration between 
artist and subject, and what ends up on the 
canvas is a picture of the relationship be- 
tween the two. “His People/Her 
People/Their People,” at the Mills Gallery, 
brings two of the area’s most active por- 
traitists, photographer Elsa Dorfman and 
painter Ralph Hamilton, together. Dorf- 
man snaps 20x24 Polaroids of her sub- 
jects, who clown and smile and present 
themselves to the camera. Hamilton often 
works from snapshots, but his paintings 
evoke ghosts. The contours of his subjects 
bleed into the dark ground around them; 
their features are dim and sketchy, bare 
but hinting at something concrete in their 
personality. 

Despite their differences, these photos 
and paintings mirror each other. It is as if 
Dorfman got the flesh, the stories we tell 
with our postures and expressions, and 
Hamilton caught something more ethereal 
and vulnerable. Both offer here a double 
portrait of Rudy Kikel and Sterling Giles. 
Dorfman’s photo is straight-on and cocky. 
Kikel leans toward Giles, smiling at the 
camera, his arms crossed over his red 
plaid shirt; Giles is more coy with the pho- 
tographer, his hands in his pockets, his 
chin down. 

Hamilton’s painting is more reflective. 
In the portrait of Giles and Kikel from 
the “Families/Couples” series, the two 
men relate more to each other than in 
Dorfman’s work. Giles leans on a chair, 
facing us, his head turned back toward 
Kikel, who looks at him quizzically. 
Hamilton relies heavily on tone. Giles 
wears a pear-green shirt, Kikel a comple- 
mentary lavender; the ground behind 
Giles is a haze of pink, behind Kikel it is 
blue. You sense tension, respect, flirtation 
between the two men. “His People/Her 
People/Their People” is full of such neat, 
telling packages. Q

ollywood publicists main- 
tain that the industry has 
renounced R-rated sex- 
and-violence spectaculars 
of recent years in favor of 
G-, PG-, and PG-13-rated family films. In- 
deed, W.C. Fields would spin in his grave 
to see the number of scene-stealing child 
co-stars in movies these days. But he would 
understand perfectly the calculation behind 
the shift, if not the curious mixture of liber- 
al rationalizing and conservative moralizing 
that has resulted in Hollywood’s present 
narrow vision of what constitutes a family 
and how parents and children interact. 

Part of the shift in moviemaking does 
have to do with the “family values” zeit- 
geist. Says Lauren Shuler-Donner, who 
has produced PG- and PG-13-rated 
movies from Mr. Mom to Dave to the cur- 
rent Free Willy, “The ’80s were a time 
when people were comfortable because of 
what was going on on Wall Street. Be- 





_ cause we were fat and comfortable, we 


could watch violent films and not be 
threatened. Now that the country is in a 
lot of trouble, with a lot of violence, crime, 
and unemployment, we need to be more 
comfortable. You don’t want to stand on 
line and pay $7.50 for something that 
makes you feel uncomfortable when you’re 
uncomfortable all day long. You want to 
feel good and to go with your family.” 

But in Hollywood, “family values” has 
also taken on a literal meaning. Of the 10 
top-grossing movies of the last three years, 
only two were R-rated. In fact, according 
to a study by David Davis of Paul Kagan 
Associates, between 1984 and 1991, PG- 
rated movies were twice as likely as R-rat- 
ed movies to gross $60 million and three 
times as likely to gross $100 million. Kids 
made these movies hits, kids who went 
back several times or who brought along 
their friends and parents. 

Some of those parents are filmmakers 


| and studio executives. Says Shuler-Donner, 


“The Baby Boom, which I’m a part of, all 
had kids, and we all want to take our kids to 


| something nice and warm and entertaining. 


Most of the people who run the studios 
have families. Like every other family, they 
want to take their kids to the movies and 
share the experience they had growing up 


| with the movies. So they’ve all come around 


and seen this is very viable, especially with 
movies like Beauty and the Beast, animated 
musicals that parents and kids enjoy.” 
What’s weird about the families in to- 
day’s movies, including the Disney car- 
toons, is how broken they are. There’s 
hardly a nuclear family in the bunch,

though they all want to be nuclear. More 
to the point, they’re mostly about kids of 
single moms, kids who want dads, as long 
as they can remake them in their own im- 
age. Check out these current synopses: 

Proud black teen is desperate for a dad, 
even if it’s a white vulgarian, whom she 
makes into a better human being (Made in 
America). Incipient child star, whose dad is 
in drug rehab, latches on to her agent and 
makes him into a better human being (Life 
with Mikey). Paleontologist hates kids until 
two of them, apparently fatherless, make 
him into a better human being (Jurassic 
Park). Fatherless boy brings home fictional 
hero to meet Mom and makes him into a 
better human being (Last Action Hero). 
Imp likes to play with the gruff old man 
next door, whom he makes into a better 
human being (Dennis the Menace). Base- 
ball prodigy fixes up aging pitcher with his 
mom and makes him into a better human 
being (Rookie of the Year). Boy’s friend- 
ship with whale helps him connect with his 
foster parents and make them better hu- 
man beings (Free Willy). Boy wants a mom 
so he can rescue his bereaved dad from the 
land of the dead and make him . . . you get 
the idea (Sleepless in Seattle). 

Such scenarios have been common in 
the last year; other examples have included 
Cop and a Half, Sidekicks, The Sandlot, 
Matinee, The Adventures of Huck Finn, 
Bebe’s Kids, The Mighty Ducks, Forever 
Young, Leap of Faith, and Scent of a Wom- 
an. Expect similar plots in The Man With- 
out a Face, Searching for Bobby Fischer, 
The Secret Garden, American Heart, Fa- 
therHood, Mr. Nanny, Mrs. Doubtfire, and 
I'll Do Anything. 

All the therapy in these movies is aimed 
at adult viewers, not kids. Kids watch the 
Home Alone movies not to see Macaulay 
Culkin’s Kevin give wise-beyond-his-years 
moral instruction to forlorn oldsters 
Roberts Blossom and Brenda Fricker but to 
see him drop bricks on Daniel Stern’s head. 

Further evidence that the new PG and 
PG-13 movies aren’t really for kids is the 
continued presence of extreme violence and 
adult themes. Last Action Hero and Jurassic 
Park are too violent and scary for wee ones, 
and Action Hero’s deconstructionist meta- 
physics will confuse any child under the age 
of, say, 87. Dennis the Menace, Cop and a 
Half, and Sidekicks are also plenty violent, 
though their violence is dressed up as car- 
toon sadism. Sleepless in Seattle, Dave, and 
Son-in-Law are all rated PG or PG-13, as 
they are unobjectionable for kids in terms of 
language, sexuality, and violence; yet kids 
would be stymied or bored by their focus on 
adult relationships and social satire. The 
point may be less to make family movies 
than to make movies that aren’t branded 


with the audience-restrictive R rating. 

What these films are really about is 
wish-fulfillment for Boomers, particularly 
the sort of 35-to-45-year-old men who 
run studios and write and direct films. 
These films are for men who rejected the 
values of their fathers in the ’60s, only to 
follow in their footsteps as they got jobs, 
got married, and had kids. Having under- 
gone an unusually elongated adolescence, 
they found it especially hard to navigate 
the transition into adulthood. 

This is one reason there were so many 
intergenerational body-switch fantasy 
movies (Like Father, Like Son, Vice Versa) 
in the mid ’80s, where boys literally be- 
came their fathers and men got to enjoy 
one last gasp of childhood. So says Gary 
Ross, who wrote Big, as well as this year’s 
Dave. “There was something in the culture 
where Baby Boomers were going through 
this transition into adulthood and we were 
all wrestling with a “Were we adults or 
were we kids?’ kind of thing. Dave is that 
generation finally taking responsibility for 
itself. With the election of Bill Clinton, fi- 
nally, our parents are not in power any- 
more. Dave comes into adulthood and ac- 
cepts that responsibility for his community, 
his town, his country. It’s not just enough 
to run around and have fun. You’re there 
for a reason. There’s a wizening process.” 

Once Boomer men accepted adult re- 
sponsibilities, many sought forgiveness for 
their transgressions, which was difficult 
because their fathers were often emotion- 
ally distant or, worse, already dead. So we 
had the Men’s Movement, which in Holly- 
wood took the form of Kevin Costner fan- 
tasies, most of which depict Costner as 
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reaching out to a quarrelsome or absent 
father figure (Sean Connery in The Un- 
touchables, Lord Locksley in Robin Hood: 
Prince of Thieves, President Kennedy in 
JFK), often melting the older man’s re- 
sentment by sheer force of earnestness. 
The apotheosis is Field of Dreams, where 
Costner reconciles with his dead father 
through the magic of baseball, as well as 
picking up a couple new father figures in 
James Earl Jones and Burt Lancaster. 

When a son initiates a reconciliation, 
Hollywood likes to paint it as a sign of 
growth, though it’s just as easily read as a 
sign of regression. By reconciling with his 
father figure, the son restores order and be- 
comes the child again. To attain this state, 
he has to reduce himself to a state of naive 
purity of belief (trusting the voice that tells 
you to turn your cornfield into a baseball 
diamond). This is a gospel borrowed from 
Steven Spielberg (trusting visions that tell 
you to build a UFO landing site in your liv- 
ing room; reawakening your inner Peter 
Pan) and John Hughes (trusting scamps 
like Ferris Bueller, Curly Sue, and Kevin 
McCallister to take care of themselves de- 
spite parental cluelessness). According to 
Spielberg and Hughes, children are wise 
and adults are ignorant, if not evil, unless 
they redeem themselves by playing by the 
kids’ rules, as Mr. Wilson learns to do in 
Hughes’s Dennis the Menace. 

The logical next step, then, is to recon- 
cile the following generation of fathers and 
children, to make movies in which both 
kids and dads are wish-fulfilling stand-ins 
for the Boomer man. The kids serve as 
moral exemplars, reconciling with dads as 
Boomers dream of doing with their own 
fathers. The dads earn unconditional love 
from the kids, as Boomer parents dream of 
doing with their own children. In all of the 
current crop of kid movies, savvy young- 
sters lord it over dopy adults but forgive 
them for being so out of it because they 
ostensibly need someone firm and paternal 
in their lives. The kids have families like 
Murphy Brown’s but want families like 
Dan Quayle’s. 

In fact, the kids are so superior and self- 
sufficient, one wonders what need fathers 
could possibly fill. Perhaps single moms 
and divorced fathers without custody 
should feel reassured, considering what 
fine children these movie kids have be- 
come despite an absent parent, financial 
strain, and benign latchkey neglect. It’s 
nice that Hollywood places such a premi- 
um on children, since our society doesn’t. 

What’s telling about this element of fa- 
therly rehabilitation is how absent it is from 
movies made by Generation Xers. In fact, 
there are no fathers or mothers in these 
films. In movies about middle-class whites, 
like Singles, Watch It, The Night We Never 
Met, and the upcoming Amongst Friends, 
the young have abandoned their parents. In 
films from Boyz N the Hood to Menace II 
Society, black youth have been abandoned 
by their parents. When the fatherless pro- 
tagonist of Menace II Society watches Jim- 
my Stewart hugging his moppets at the end 
of It’s a Wonderful Life, it’s as baffling to 
him as a nature documentary about life on 
Mars. The values of the older generation 
are so foreign and irrelevant that parents 
have apparently been exiled to another 
planet. 

Of course, the fatherly dismissal ex- 
pressed in these films is not so different 
from that in movies Boomers made when 
they were young: Easy Rider, Mean 
Streets, American Graffiti. Does this mean 
that when the Xers become the main- 
stream, we'll have to watch Bridget Fonda 
take a restorative road trip with Peter Fon- 
da, or see a fatherless waif humanize 
Christian Slater? Q

Lucian Pintilie delves into 
the Romanian nightmare

ith the carnage in 
Bosnia dominating the 
headlines, the other 
troubled nations of the 
former Soviet empire 
have faded into the background. That state 
of affairs is probably only temporary. Al- 
though it’s been a few years since the 
bloody revolution in Romania first 
dimmed the world’s optimism at the end 
of the Cold War, I suspect that country 
still has a few nasty surprises in store for 
us. Like the ongoing Yugoslavian catastro- 
phe, the origins of that conflict remain ob- 
scure and its consequences unpredictable. 

At least Romania is currently stable 
enough to maintain a film industry of 
sorts, and the 1992 Romanian-French co- 
production The Oak provides some insight 
into the passions and torments of that 
fractious part of the world. It may not ex- 
plain the chaos, but it does offer a sense of 
the spirit behind it. Although at times 
plodding, pretentious, and obvious, The 
Oak does evoke a black comic absurdity 
and pathos that transforms its parochial 
concerns into something universal. 

The film marks the return to Romania 
of director Lucian Pintilie after a 20-year 
exile in the West, and predictably he takes 
potshots at the stupidity and corruption of 
the Ceausescu tyranny, which brought the 
country to near ruin before the dictator’s 
overthrow and execution on Christmas 
Eve, 1989. Set in 1988, The Oak’s first 
scene offers a grotesque metaphor for the 
pre-revolutionary state of the nation: Nela 
(Maia Morgenstern) lies in bed in her 
squalid Bucharest apartment chainsmok- 
ing while watching home movies of better 
times. Unconscious next to her is her fa- 
ther, a one-armed former minister suffer- 
ing from bladder cancer. Getting up briefly 
to vomit, Nela notices her father is dead. 

So much for high concept, Eastern Eu- 
rope style. Carrying her father’s ashes in a 
Nescafé jar, Nela begins her odyssey 
through the gothic nightmare of her coun- 





try, a journey that combines the black alle- 
gory of Kafka with the raw horror of 
Kosinski. She takes a train to a teaching 
position in the provinces and is quickly 
disenchanted with the proletariat when 
she’s manhandled by a boorish crew of 
miners who pour on board. Later, she’s 
sexually assaulted by a group of lumpen 
proles but is rescued by her future soul- 
mate, Dr. Mitica (Razvan Vasilescu). 
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A talented urologist, Mitica has a reputa- 
tion as an iconoclastic troublemaker, and he 
gets himself arrested after performing blad- 
er surgery on a would-be messiah, Titi 
(Ionel Mahailescu), who despite the doctor’s 
ministrations suffers the same fate as Nela’s 
father. Released from prison after perform- 
ing an operation on the first secretary’s wife 
(Nela’s attempt to seduce and blackmail the 
prosecutor having failed), Mitica takes 
charge of Titi’s body and a notebook of his 
writings and sets off to fulfill the man’s re- 
quest to be buried in his native village. 

Clearly Pintilie is trying to tell us some- 
thing about the dysfunctions of the body 
politic, what with these two representatives 
of diametrically opposed political extremes 
— the corrupt and worldly status quo and 
the spiritualistic opposition — both kicking 
off from botched bladder treatments. Per- 
haps he is suggesting that the key to national 
welfare lies in healthy voiding habits. What- 
ever, Mitica and Titi’s corpse joins Nela and 
her father’s ashes on the road to Romania’s 
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future — the sprawling oak tree of the title. 
His first film since 1979’s Scenes of a 
Carnival, The Oak is Pitilie’s attempt to 
sum up two decades of disaffection and 
rage. As such it stumbles into symbolism 
that is alternately blatant and opaque, ba- 
nal and weird. That and the movie’s dis- 
jointed narrative (it’s filled with strange el- 
lipses — key scenes such as Mitica’s res- 
cue of Nela are not shown, only referred 
to) give it an unsettling quality. Enveloping 
all is the murky Romanian landscape, vis- 
tas of infernal industrial despoliation cut 
by sudden glimpses of fairy-tale scenery. 
It’s a dream world filled with portents, | 
and the spectral-looking Morgenstern and | 
Vasilescu pass through it with bemuse- | 
ment and horror, their expressions ranging | 
from hysterical to catatonic. More than a 
primer on the causes and effects of the cri- 
sis in the Balkans, Pitilie’s The Oak in- 
vokes the mindset that endures it, a realm 
in which the demons of the repressed blos- 
som into figures of literal evil. Q

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FREE WILLY 


Willy is not a political prisoner but a killer 
whale who swims, bleats, and cavorts his 
way into the heart of Jesse, a 12-year-old 
orphan in this unremarkable sum- 
mer fare for kids. Directed by Si- 
mon Wincer (Lonesome Dove), 
the story follows the homeless 
and petulant Jesse, who, after he’s 
caught vandalizing the grounds of 
an aquatic-animal show, is sen- 
tenced to clean the whale’s tank 
and also awarded a new set of 
foster parents. Trouble arrives in 
the person of Dial, the park’s 
owner, who won’t build thé belea- 
guered whale a larger pen unless 
he can be sure its act will bring in 
| money. The idea, as any media- 
| savvy kid will predict, is that Jesse 
gets tamed while taming his large 
finned friend. 

Set in the Pacific Northwest 
(where the story was filmed), Free 
Willy does have going for it a 
handful of shots of orcas frolick- 
ing in mountain-bounded waters. 
But the less ingratiating habits of 
these whales are not explored. In- 
stead, the film comes close to be- 
ing exploitative, especially in 
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FREE WILLY: Richter and Keiko are 


scenes that use Willy’s imposing mouth as 
horror-show stuff. (After their first look at 
him, some kids will be out the door.) Willy 
is played by an animal named Keiko, plus 
an animatronic double that appears to nod 
and comprehend when spoken to. Jason 
James Richter, who plays Jesse, is an en- 
gaging actor; he deserves something better 
than a film so faithful to its saccharine for- 
mula that it doesn’t offer a single surprise.

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ANOTHER STAKEOUT 


Smarmy though it may have been, John 
Badham’s 1987 suspense comedy Stakeout 
at least had the courage of its own 
voyeurism. With the ever lubricious 
Richard Dreyfuss and Emilio Estevez as a 
pair of undercover cops assigned to ogle 
Madeline Stowe, the original film pretty 
much exhausted the premise’s titillating 
possibilities. What's left in Another Stake- 
out is a tired buddy movie with forced hu- 
mor, Rosie O’Donnell, and a lot of yelling. 
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engaging, but the film is so faithful to 
its saccharine formula, it doesn’t offer a single surprise. 





To keep up with the times, the peeping- 
tomism has been sacrificed for a strained 
attempt at family values. Rather than spy 
on someone else’s ménage, Dreyfuss, Es- 
tevez, and O’Donnell try to create their 
own semblance of a family unit. The re- 
sults are strident, unfunny, and pointless. 
Another Stakeout may not be the worst 
film of the year, but it’s certainly the most 
unnecessary. 

Its hopes of being a comedy go up in 
flames with the grim and grisly opening: 
three federal agents are burnt beyond 
recognition as hitman Tony Castellano 
(Miguel Ferrer, metamorphosing with each 
film role into Jack Webb) tries to rub out 
Lu Delano (Cathy Moriarty), a mob wit- 
ness being held in protective custody. De- 
lano escapes to Seattle, where she holes up 
at the plush Bainbridge Island estate of her 
friends Brian (Dennis Farina) and Pam 
(Marcia Strassman). Still as coyly obnox- 
ious as they were six years ago, Chris Lecce 
(Dreyfuss) and Bill Reimers (Estevez) are 
assigned to stake the place out. Along with 
assistant DA Gina Garrett (O’Donnell), 
they pose as a family, with Lecce the dad, 
Garrett the mom, and Reimers the preco- 
cious child. 

There’s no reason for any of this to hap- 
pen — only the need to put this irritating 
trio in situations where they can shriek at 
one another like hyenas crazed on helium. 
Wisely, Madeline Stowe has her appear- 
ance in the film go uncredited; as she tells 
Dreyfuss when she walks out on him at the 
beginning of the film, “Life is too short.” At 
the Copley Place, the Fresh Pond, and the 
Chestnut Hill and in the suburbs.

-shirts, ripped jeans, and tie- 
dye aren’t the usual uniform 
of Broadway’s Wednesday 
matinee set. And retirees in 
short-sleeved shirts and 
bright summer smocks aren’t the type 
you’d see at a Soul Asylum show. But right 
now, and probably for some time to come, 
the St. James Theatre is the nexus of the 
big budget and the big beat. That’s where 
Pete Townshend’s Tommy, the rock opera 
that defined the genre, has dropped an- 
chor for a run that’s thrilled audiences and 
irked critics. 

Rock critics, that is. And hardcore Who 
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fans. The problem is that Townshend has 
rewritten the ending of Tommy, which has 
been part of the rock-and-roll canon since 
1969, when the Who began a two-year 
world tour playing the work in its entirety 
as part of a longer concert. In 1975, gonzo 
movie director Ken Russell put his own 
spin — with Townshend’s blessing — on 
the story of the deaf-dumb-and-blind kid 
who sure plays a mean pinball, creating 
strong images for its characters by casting 
the Who’s Roger Daltrey as Tommy, Tina 
Turner as the Acid Queen, Elton John as 
the Pinball Wizard, and the late Keith 
Moon as the suitably sodden and sick Un- 
cle Ernie. Not surprising that the film 
didn’t always make sense, but like Russell’s 
best work, it was visually overwhelming, all 
the more so for its earthshakingly loud 
soundtrack and great performances by 
Turner, John, and an ossified-looking Eric 
Clapton guitar-powering his way through 
Sonny Boy Williamson’s “Eyesight to the 
Blind,” Tommy’s only piece not written by 
Townshend or his Who mates Moon and 
bassist John Entwistle. 

Usually a production appears on Broad- 
way before it hits the big screen. But a fully 
staged theatrical version of Tommy was not 
realized until early 1992, when it was done, 
with Townshend’s cooperation, by the La 
Jolla Playhouse in La Jolla, California, 
where the gifted Des McAnuff is artistic di-

rector. Tuned up, tightened, and turned 
into a glitzy full-scale splash with pyrotech- 
nics, a complex system of scenery projec- 
tions and video monitors, a pinball ma- 
chine that performs like a bucking bronco, 
and rigging throughout the orchestra and 
balcony sections of the theater that (for a 
moment) puts the audience inside a 
Godzilla-sized pinball machine, the Broad- 
way Tommy stands up to Russell’s eye- 
popping extravaganza remarkably well. It’s 
the kind of just-over-the-top production 
that’s near enough to an arena-rock con- 
cert to appeal to the jeans and T-shirts, 
and it toes enough of the Les Misérables/ 
Miss Saigon established line of contempo- 
rary big-budget theatrical special effects 
that it’s still palatable to the blue-hairs. 

Michael Cerveris, who plays Tommy, is 
the only holdover from LaJolla, and it’s 
obvious why. Decked in white and singing 
with unremitting exuberance, he’s a blank 
slate (which no one could ever say about 
the shirt-unbuttoned-to-his-navel Dal- 
trey), a clear screen for the audience to 
project itself on. His Tommy is as 2D as 
Townshend originally envisioned the char- 
acter, which may not be entirely a matter 
of craft. Cerveris is emotionally convincing 
only when he’s expressing enthusiasm, the 
joy of Tommy’s liberation after his psy- 
chological shackles are cracked in act two. 
Otherwise, he seems to step — or fly, on 
occasion — through the role’s paces. 

His performance is serviceably bland 
alongside Paul Kandel’s limping, sympa- 
thetic Uncle Ernie, whose mid-song trans- 
formation to child molester is genuinely 
creepy, or the flawed Ken and Barbie team 
of Jonathan Dokuchitz and Alice Ripley 
(substituting for Marcia Mitzman in the 
performance I saw) as Captain and Mrs. 
Walker, or Anthony Barrile’s animated fop 
of a Cousin Kevin. 

Another disappointment is the unimagi- 
native casting of the Acid Queen, which 
taps the lean, leggy, African-American 


Cheryl Freeman as a ersatz Tina. Angela 
Bassett couldn’t pull it off, and neither can 
she, tottering on platform heels that ap- 
pear to interfere with her ability to navi- 
gate the choreography. That’s a pity since 
Wayne Cilento has done a terrific job, par- 
ticularly in the hyperactive ensemble pieces 
when the cast becomes a twitching, 
swirling mass of colorful costumes. 

And then there’s that ending. Town- 
shend has added a song (actually two, 
there’s one in the first act in which the 
Walkers give up hope that Tommy will 
ever be cured, just before “Smash the Mir- 
ror”) in which Sally Simpson doesn’t mar- 
ry a rock musician but instead comes 
home with Tommy after the climactic con- 
cert and asks him to explain what it was he 
was searching for. The answer — sur- 
prise! — is normality. Which he elaborates 
on at enough length to make, if not the 
audience, those damn rock critics groan. 

“Sally’s Question” is banal dork fodder. 
It’s been obvious that the search for com- 
munity, contact, love, and expression — 
all the little cogs of life — is what Town- 
shend was writing about since he first 
capped his pen on Tommy 24 years ago. 
With five Tonys tucked beneath this pro- 
duction’s belt, Townshend probably 
wouldn’t give a shit about the music crit- 
ics’ bitching if he hadn’t been called cyni- 
cal — a word that makes him bristle. 

And really, given his own history of 
struggles with his sexual and creative iden- 
tity, and the plainspeaking that’s the hall- 
mark of his great pop songwriting, 
Tommy’s new ending seems more an out- 
growth of his absolute need to be under- 
stood (and, perhaps, to understand him- 
self?). Maybe such an obvious closure 
wouldn’t be as irritating if Tommy were a 
new work, not part of our cultural history. 
The trouble is, this time we’re getting 
Pete’s message too loud and clear. But 
that doesn’t drown out the pleasing spec- 
tacle of the production. Q

ooming over the bandstand-

That’s what it appears 
he’s doing, but you can’t be sure. Neither 
can you always tell whether Allosso’s 
singers — a fresh-scrubbed sextet mas- 
querading as teenagers — are smirking 
into their bobby sox or pitching their 
heartfelt showtunes with unabashed emo- 
tion. The truth is, Nostalgia, which em- 
braces its titular state of mind along 
with 16 years of Broadway and popular 
songs, isn’t sure whether to coddle the 
Baby Boom or throw it out with the bath- 
water. . 

Make that rainwater in the first section 
of the show, a collection of songs about 
the weather. (Subsequent portions deal 
with the subjects of innocence, love and 
romance, and “products and personal ap- 
pearance,” a rubric that turns out to cover 
a medley of advertising jingles.) The show 
makes a good case for its argument that 





weather was a major song topic during the 
Boom years: its performers are either 
“Too Darn Hot,” wrestling with “Steam 
Heat,” or promising to love us “Come 
Rain or Come Shine.” (Sondra M. Bonitto 
belts out said Judy Garland standard in a 
voice that does indeed chase clouds away.) 

For the most part, the cast disport 
themselves with talent and personality, 
even if the show’s official terpsichorean, 
Charlie Marcus, sings in the rain with an 
idiosyncratic aplomb likely to remind you 
more of Jiminy Cricket than Gene Kelly. 
Indeed, try as he might to steal the show, 
Marcus can’t pull it out from under the 
more nimble feet of David Benoit, a heavy- 
set, disheveled trouper who turns out to 
have.more natural grace than his more ele- 
gant comrades. Not to mention a voice as 
thick as hot fudge that’s put to good use in 
“If Ever I Would Leave You.” His comic 
knack emerges in the role of Bert the Tur- 
tle, star of “Duck and Cover,” the inane 
nuclear-preparedness ditty. Also appealing 
is the unpretentious, sweet-voiced Joseph 
Ricci. 

On the distaff side, Bonitto also sings 
“Too Close for Comfort,’ ” a song from 
the forgotten 1956 musical Mr Wonderful, 
which shows off her swank voice as well as 
a musical gem. She’s helped out by Sally 
Wilfert, who parodies her WASP looks in 
a way reminiscent of Jane Curtin, sending 
up the musty likes of “Purple People 
Eater.” The face you'll leave the theater 


whistling, however, is that of Jennifer 
Simard, who conjures not only comedi- 
ennes Lucille Ball (in an overlong sketch 
that offers no surprises) and Judy Holliday 
but also Kate Hepburn. 

On the minus side, Allosso, apparently 
cribbing from Gypsy, feels he’s gotta have 
a gimmick. So he’s strung together his 
disparate pearls with a string of factoids 
about the years 1946 to 1962, which he 
asks us to believe were some of the “hap- 
piest and sweetest times in American civi- 
lization.” It’s one thing to glorify the mu- 
sic; it’s quite another to whitewash an en- 
tire era that condoned sexism, racism, 
and McCarthyism, to name just a few 
things that put a crimp in the Baby Boom 
years. 

Actually the effects of one Boomer anti- 
dote to stuffiness — the Saturday Night 
Live sketch — seem to have crept into 
Nostalgia, with mixed results. Following a 
straightforward reprise of the “Rain in 
Spain” scene from My Fair Lady, cast 
members Simard, Benoit, and Marcus 
imagine how the same scene would play if 
Eliza Doolittle and company were, in turn, 
French, Spanish, or characters in a 
Bergman film. (The results are hilarious 
until they venture into racist caricature 
while re-imagining the act in pidgin 
Japanese.) It’s too bad Allosso didn’t take 
more liberties like this with his material. 
Sometimes a little nostalgia goes a long 
way. Q

arold Pinter’s 1982 trilo- 
gy Other Places is an ex- 
ercise in remoteness con- 
trol. Each of its three 
short plays deals with an 
attempt to communicate across a gulf — 
of menace, mystery, the airwaves — with 
individuals who have charted territory 
quite removed from everyday reality. In 
Victoria Station, a cantankerous taxi dis- 
patcher tries to get an out-of-it driver to 
emerge from the ether and pick up a fare. 
In One for the Road (not originally part of 
the Other Places bill), a politely sadistic 
higher-up plays cat-and-mouse with a 
family he’s had detained and tortured. And 
in A Kind of Alaska, a woman awakes after 
29 years from the mysterious sleep state 
chronicled by Dr. Oliver Sacks in Awaken- 
ings. 

The plays are, for the most part, minor- 
league, though thoroughly recognizable, 
Pinter. (A Kind of Alaska has a kind of po- 
etry, but it’s not much manifested in this 
production.) But their purpose, and that of 
the newly formed producing entity the 
Studio, is to showcase the talents of Bos- 
ton-based actors operating under the Ac- 
tors’ Equity Association for Membership 
Project Code. That means the actors’ and 
stage managers’ union allows the perform- 
ers, most of them professionals, to work 
for little or no pay in the hope that their 
work will be seen by those who may pay 
them in the future. In which case the plays 
of Pinter seem an odd choice, in that act- 
ing them is mostly a matter of attitude. 
Nonetheless there is some solid work on 
view here, the best by a non-professional, 
Alisha Jansky, in a heartbreaking turn as a 
woman raped into a state somewhere be- 
tween hysteria and coma. 

The curtain raiser, Victoria Station, is 
little more than an enigmatic riff by a play- 
wright stuck in park. It gives us Harry 





Cooper’s Old Testament dispatcher, in 
one corner, threatening odd punishments 
(“I'll chew your stomach out with my own 
teeth. I’ll eat all the hair off your body. 
You’ll end up looking like a pipe cleaner.”) 
if Christopher Flockton’s idling driver, in 
the other, doesn’t obey orders. The Con- 
troller is the voice of reason and order, he 
says, “trying to make sense of our lives.” 
On the other hand, he doesn’t have wheels 
and can’t pick up the guy at Victoria Sta- 
tion; only the driver — who will neither 
turn on his engine nor turn off his beeper 
— can do that. You get the idea. Eventual- 
ly the driver — a gentle soul, in Flockton’s 
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reading — shows signs of derangement 
(he claims to have a “sleeping” woman in 
the back seat), and Headquarters decides 
to make a car call. Cooper is gruff enough 
but a little tentative, possibly because the 
papers he’s shuffling are bits of his script. 
One for the Road does not lack tension; 
the murderous bureaucrat silkily played by 
Troy Seigfried has fun lording it over his 
captives, as if he had been trained jointly by 
the SS and Miss Manners; and the play has 
a nice, perverse payoff. But for Pinter to 
take the threat and terror of modern life, so 
neatly beribboned in black-comic metaphor 
in works such as The Birthday Party, and 
wrap them in such a standard, literal situa- 
tion seems pointless. Jim Loutzenhiser is 
almost too passive as the prisoner locked 
inside himself, though Joe Tremblay con- 
veys honesty mixed with caution as his 
young son and Jansky, goaded into a sway- 
ing, keening rag doll as the wife, gives a 
performance that’s bravura but kosher. 
Jennifer Brown, the director of all three 
plays, goes with the flow — or, rather, the 
eke — of Victoria Station and One for the 
Road. But she seems to me to have misdi- 
rected the best play, A Kind of Alaska, al- 
lowing Anna Menelaus Brown to play the

riginally produced by 
Cameron (Phantom of the 
Opera, Miss Saigon) 
Mackintosh in 1992 in 
London’s West End, 
Moby Dick is marooned, on these shores, 








in North Dartmouth, not on Broadway. 
And the show, in its American premiere, is 
a whole kettle of fish — a sometimes exhil- 
arating, sometimes cloying, sometimes 
gaga, sometimes kinky, sometimes godaw- 
ful mash of Melville, Nunsense, Little Shop 
of Horrors, The Rocky Horror Picture Show, 
Annie, and Orca the Killer Whale that 
could lose 45 minutes as easily as Moby 
could shed a pound of blubber. Like the ti- 
tle character, the piece ain’t natural — it’s 
at least four shows crammed together. 

At its best, Moby Dick is a riotous send- 
up of self-important contemporary musi- 
cals (particularly of the Andrew Lloyd 
Webber variety), with operatic pathos ex- 
pended on what’s essentially the tale of a 
dozen English schoolgirls in search of a 
whale of a dick. At other times, it would 
appear that creators Robert Longden and 
Hereward Kay want us to take Moby Dick’s 
schlocky ballads, 3-D segment, drag rou- 
tines, and blue humor with a straight face. 

Here’s the premise: an English girls’ 
school in financial trouble decides to raise 


money by doing a musical version of the 
American classic. Somehow Ahab gets a 
wife named Esta (the good captain comes 
home to her with the news that the whale 
has eaten his leg “and everything that goes 
with it”). Almost anything can happen in 
this polluted sea yarn — there’s a roll call 
of great women in history and two death 
scenes for cabin boy Pip, one of which 
takes place underwater. The performing 
moppets putting on the play within the play 
include a pregnant lass who does imitations 
of Popeye, Bette Davis, and Cher; Ishmael 
is played by a punkette in fishnet stockings 
and shorts. 

The best numbers are deliberate parodies 
of pop and disco schlock, my favorites be- 
ing a soul dirge belted out by Terri White 
(as Esta) for her man Ahab, Ahab’s dark 
night of the soul done as a Vegas act, and 
Starbuck’s doo-wop rendition of “A Whale 
of a Tale,” a song about killing the mad 
Ahab. Moreover, the Dartmouth staging 
(by co-author Longden) has some real ele- 
gance and imagination — Moby Dick is a 
collection of white umbrellas, with a bed 
sheet, tied into a large knot, for a tail. 

If only Moby Dick kept its tongue firmly 
in its cheek. More moments of comic anar- 
chy and cheap titillation — such as those 
provided by girls playing guys, guys playing 
girls, the conspicuous lack of costumes, 
and the intrusion of male strippers — 
could make it a sleaze classic. (Granted, 
the sex jokes are for tired businessmen 
only: “As Shakespeare said, a check in 
hand is worth a pound of flesh in the 
bush.”) But Longden and Kay can’t make 
up their minds — sentimental slop like 
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Rip Van Winkle character, called Deborah, 
like a cross between a snippy schoolgirl 
(she was a teenager when, as her doctor 
puts it, she just “stopped”) and a pinched, 
caustic crone. The picture of the plain, de- 
termined, middle-aged woman in the 
white nightgown carrying on as if she were 
Alice in Wonderland (or, from time to 
time, Jackie Collins) can be amusing. But 
the rather harsh reading robs the play of 
its eerie, poetic quality — the sense of 
fighting one’s way back from the “kind of 
Alaska” (described by the stationary travel- 
er as a series of mirrored halls so silent “I 
hear my eyes move”) in which Deborah’s 
consciousness has been parked. 

Brown does bring an abrupt sort of cu- 
riosity to Deborah that serves Pinter’s 
terse, sometimes thesaurusy language. And 
James Bodge, though slack, combines clin- 
ical interest with an almost tender concern 
as Hornby, the long-vigilant doc. Sarah de 
Lima, as sister Pauline, makes a bit much 
of her long description of the day Deb 
clocked out, delivering it directly to the 
audience. Still, A Kind of Alaska is the 
most intriguing of these Pinter territories 
— all of them, alas, molehills to the moun- 
tains of his more important work. QO 


“Shadows of the Deep” and “People Build 
Walls” is played for tears. And Ahab, be- 
lieve it or not, is played for sympathy. 

Worse, the creative team doesn’t take ad- 
vantage of the farce set-up — if these 
schoolgirls are flailing amateurs, how come 
they all sing, dance, and cavort like sea- 
soned professionals? And why don’t we see 
something of the backstage chaos involved 
in getting the inept show on? Finally, Moby 
Dick may be based on a book, but it doesn’t 
have one. Assaulted by song after song 
(they start to sound the same after a while), 
the audience doesn’t know what’s going on. 

That no harpoons are thrown at the 
stage is partly due to the Massachusetts 
Repertory Theatre production — the show 
has so much energy it’s never boring. The 
cast’s young professionals, visions of 
Broadway dancing in their heads, perform 
with near-demented pizzazz, abetted by 
Longden’s hyper direction and amplifica- 
tion run amok. 

Some of the overheated performers, like 
Cindy Marchionda as Ishmael and Mark 
Alan as the mimic who just won’t quit, de- 
serve a swipe of Moby’s tail. Others, 
among them the already mentioned Terri 
White and Lyndra Seely as a surprisingly 
dignified Starbuck, rise above the show-biz 
hysteria. Stalwart Broadway vet Ed Dixon, 
who plays the head of the school and Ahab 
(he does a wicked spoof of the Phantom of 
the Opera), has to fight off his nubile co- 
stars, who shake their gams in front of his 
face at the drop of a stocking. You know 
how he feels. By the end of Moby Dick, you

couple of years ago, when 
the Blake Babies were at 
the height of their popular- 
ity, I asked the band what 
was keeping them from be- 
ing on a major label. “Mini-skirts,” re- 
sponded singer/bassist Juliana Hatfield. 
“We refused to wear them.” 

Leaving aside the question of how gui- 








tarist John Strohm would have looked in a 
mini-skirt, that sums up one thing a lot of 
people liked about the Blakes: there was 
never anything contrived about them. In 
terms of deathless pop, the band always 
promised a bit more than they delivered. 
Their records went down easy, but none of 
them (except maybe the farewell EP, Rosy 
Jack World) had the kind of tunes that 
grabbed you by the collar. 

What did grab you was Hatfield — who

kind of tension, she looked and sounded 


| waifish, seemingly playing down her at- 


tractiveness; and her childlike voice didn’t 
prepare you for the corrosive sentiments in 


| her lyrics. She was preoccupied with ro- 
| mance, and messed up by it; the songs al- 


ternately lacerated her and the partners 
who'd let her down. 

That didn’t change after she went solo 
and produced the Hey Babe album last 
year (while the other Blake Babies, Strohm 
and Freda Love, successfully pursued a 


harder-rockin’ sound with their new band 
Antenna). Musically, Hey Babe was anoth- 
er Blake Babies album. The guitars were 
turned up a little more, but jangly/moody 
pop was still her chosen sound, and you 
still came out wishing that the songs had 
stronger hooks. 

But you were grabbed by the lyrics, 
which turned the self-doubt of the Blakes 
records into a full-scale obsession. “I’m 
ugly, with a capital U,” she assured us, 
even as magazines like Interview and Sassy 
were splashing her across their pages. 
When she acknowledged her own popular- 
ity, it was only to note that “Everybody 
Loves Me But You.” Hatfield was fast be- 
coming the leader of alternative pop’s 
lonely-hearts-club band. 

Through it all, she always seemed like a 
potentially major talent who hadn’t come 
into her own yet. Now with the release of 
Become What You Are (Atlantic) — her 
second solo album and major-label debut 
— I can report that Hatfield is . . . still a 
potentially major talent who hasn’t come 
into her own yet. Not that she’s made the 
same kind of album one more time; in- 
stead, it’s the first major departure of her 
career. It’s far catchier, harder-edged — 
but alas, more shallow — than anything 
she’s done before. 

“I wanted the album to show that I 
wasn’t selling out,” she told me last week 
over coffee at the Other Side Cafe. She’s 
doing the usual round of advance inter- 
views and photo sessions; she gets recog- 
nized more often these days but hasn’t de- 





veloped an attitude so far. “We wanted to 
make this a rock record, rather than 
smoothing it down and making it pop. A 
lot of people may not think of my records 
as being rock, but I like to think of it that 
way. And I think a lot of the rawness 
comes from the fact that I’m not the great- 
est singer or guitar player.” 

Maybe not, but it works. If the Blake 
Babies had a hard time coming up with 
killer tunes, this album makes up for lost 
time. The pop craft shimmers, and every 
song trots out another strong hook. At the 
same time, it’s less smooth than her previ- 
ous ones. The guitar sound is all grunge 
and no jangle, and the spare sound that 
R.E.M. producer Scott Litt gives her is 
surprisingly close to Steve Albini’s jagged 
trio sound on PJ Harvey’s Rid of Me. 

Hatfield’s voice sounds great in this 
context, as the guitar grit provides a dra- 
matic contrast to her still-waifish vocal 
tones. And, surprise, she plays most of the 
guitars herself, supported only by bassist 
Dean Fisher and former Bullet LaVolta 
drummer Todd Phillips. The rough-but- 
right guitar work here (along with her 
sprightly bass playing on Lemonheads’ It’s 
a Shame About Ray) suggests that Hatfield 
has never gotten proper credit as a musi- 
cian. 

But then we come to the lyrics, and 
there’s no getting around it: there are 
some pretty dumb one on this album. The 
first thing you'll notice is that there are ab- 
solutely no depressed love songs, which is 
fine. Nobody’s asking songwriters to feel 
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the same pain or write about the same 
things on every album. 

Yet as Hatfield has let go of her old ob- 
sessions, she’s also thrown emotional 
depth out the window. Consider the first 
single, “My Sister,” which goes like this: 
“I hate my sister, she’s such a bitch .. . I 
love my sister, she’s the best, she’s cooler 
than any other girl I’ve ever met.” Hardly 
the stuff of great insight. 

Neither is the aptly titled “For the 
Birds,” which would have made a great 
Joni Mitchell parody (“It’s dying, it’s dy- 
ing, and there’s nothing I can do,” she 
sings after finding a wounded bird on the 
ground). Other songs concern going out 
with supermodels and making out with 
movie stars — not experiences that a lot of 
us can relate to. Even when she hits on a 
hot topic (“Dame with a Rod,” about fir- 
ing back at a rapist), it sounds more like 
an attempt at shock value. 

“It’s just a fantasy, just a song I made 
up,” she says of that number. “I didn’t 
plan to write that song; I just had these 
chords and needed some really short lines 
that rhymed. But you ought to hear the 
demo version of that song. It’s really raw, 
like a Stooges song.” 

Indeed, her heart seems to be more into 
music than lyrics these days. She’ll admit 
that she hasn’t got a sister, and that she 
hasn’t ever cried over a dead bird. But she’ll 
enthuse over the sound of her new band, 
officially called the Juliana Hatfield Three 
(“It’s even heavier and more intense live, if 
you can believe it”). And when asked 
whether there’s a song she’s especially 
proud of, she mentions “Feed Me” (which 
appeared on a between-albums EP) — one 
of the few songs on the touchy topic of 
anorexia. “But that’s not why I like it. It’s 
the first song I’ve done with non-standard 
tuning, and I think it’s really pretty. And it’s 
the first time I’ve sung anything live in the 
studio. It’s frustrating when I have a good 
lyric and the music’s not great.” 

On the other hand, she says the album’s 
lack of romantic angst was a conscious de- 
cision. “I felt that I didn’t want. to write 
any more songs like that, because people 
weren't getting the right idea about me. I 
wanted them to know I thought about a lot 
of other things, not just boys.”: 

How real was all the despair in the old 
tunes? “I was pretty melancholy; but I was 
also really independent. People thought I 
was always getting into these bad relation- 
ships, which I wasn’t. I guess I used the re- 
lationships as a kind of metaphor for 
melancholy . . . Yeah. Sadness. That’s what 
I was writing about. But I made it into sto- 
ries, and people took it too literally.” 

“It’s always hard to explain the music or 
myself, but I’m lucky in a way. There are 
people who hear the songs and want to 
know about the whole person. Maybe that 
means they’re affected by it more intense- 
ly. I never asked to be a spokesperson or 
anything — though secretly, in the back of 
my mind, I probably really did. 

“But I don’t want to admit it. Because I 
don’t really know what I’m talking about, 
and I’m afraid I’m going to get myself into 
trouble by saying something really stupid. 
I mean I already have,” she says, referring 
specifically to an Interview story where she 
claimed she was a virgin. (If you want to 
know whether that’s really true, you ask 
her.) 

Ask how she’s dealing with success and 
she’ll remind you that she’s not successful 
yet. “I don’t think I’m very well known; ! 
didn’t sell many records. A lot of the peo- 
ple who like my music the most are afraid 
to approach me, and a lot of people don’t 
recognize me because I don’t look like I 
do in the photos. 

“I purposely choose photos that don’t 
really look like me, because I like to con- 
fuse people. I went into Tower Records 
yesterday to return something. I showed 
the checkout guy my card and he saw only 
the last name. He asked, ‘Are you relat- 
ed?’ I thought he meant to the Hatfields 
and McCoys, so I said, ‘I’ve never traced 
the lineage back, but I think we are.’ He 
said, ‘No, I meant to Juliana,’ and I said 
that was me. He was pretty embarrassed.” 

Immediate plans call for a few quick 
gigs (including the one at the Hatch Shell 
on the 31st); then she’ll be adding vocals 
to the next Lemonheads album before seri- 
ous touring begins. She admits that there’s 
always artistic growth to be done; hence 
the title of her album. 

“It’s not an original idea but I came 
across it in two different books of philoso- 
phy. At first I just liked the sound of it, but 
I realized that’s what life is about; becom- 
ing stronger. My whole life I’ve been try- 
ing to get better at everything I do, and to 
become a better person. It’s probably go- 
ing to go on until I die.” QO 
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hen Chris Blackwell, 
founder of Island 
Records, gave Bob 
Marley and the Wailers 
$8000 to record Catch 
a Fire in 1973, he could hardly have known 
he would launch both the international reg- 
gae invasion and the greatest career in the 
history of Third World pop. But with this 
year’s Africa Féte ’93, a touring world mu- 
sic festival that will cost Island a tidy 
$200,000, Blackwell knows his game: to 
secure substantial new ground for electric 
African music on the American pop land- 
scape. Featuring Senegal’s Baaba Maal and 
Ismael Lo, Benin’s Angelique Kidjo, and 
Haiti’s Boukman Eksperyans, Africa Féte 
hits the Roxy in Boston this Wednesday, 
July 28. 

The names don’t ring familiar like Sun- 
ny Adé, Fela Kuti, Miriam Makeba, and 
Hugh Masekela, but these new voices 
from Africa match those Afropop pioneers 
with new sophistication, taste, and savvy. 
Tight danceable bands fronted by power- 
house vocalists, these acts all start with se- 
rious study of roots culture, then mix it 
boldly with sounds and styles their shared 
French colonial experience has led them 
to. In Africa Féte, Paris, London, New 
York, and Miami stomp and cry alongside 
Dakar, Senegal, and Port-au-Prince, 
Haiti. But the question remains: will 
America take notice? 

Blackwell cites the successful Reggae 
Sunsplash tours as an encouraging model; 
Boukman Eksperyans leader Lolo 
Beaubrun dubs Africa Féte “the Lolla- 
palooza of African music.” Even main- 
stream TV outfits like HBO and ABC — 
hardly boosters of world music — are 
planning performance broadcasts, and Bill- 
board magazine has nodded approvingly. 
“If this works,” says Beaubrun, “it’s going 
to open many doors for African groups in 
the United States.” 

But not for all. Maal, Lo, Kidjo, and 
Boukman are among the survivors of sub- 
stantial “downsizing” at Island’s world- 
music division, Mango. Where Mango 
once licensed African recordings and filled 
album bins with exotic titles, the label now 
seeks to develop and promote a small sta- 
ble of artists who combine roots creden- 
tials, dance-pop drive, and a good attitude. 
Artists hesitant about diluting their roots 
sound (like Zimbabwe’s Thomas Mapfu- 
mo) or disinclined to create out-and-out 
boogie tracks (like Zaire’s Ray Lema) have 
been dropped. 

Kidjo set the pattern for Mango’s new 
hands-on approach. The Benin singer 
worked with American producer Joe Gal- 
do, the mind behind Miami Sound Ma- 
chine, to arrange and record her highly 
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successful Logozo (1991). Kidjo’s dance 
tracks “Batonga” and “We We” received 
unprecedented club play. 

Now comes Senegalese star Baaba 
Maal’s new Lam Toro, featuring tracks 
massaged and reworked by a battery of 
Western producers: Simon Booth, Eric 
Clermontet, and Galdo. The lead track, 
“Hamady Boiro,” was revised to include 
English-language dub toasting. The text of- 
fers a shot of the familiar and a compre- 
hensible introduction to Maal, even as it 
blurs the line between modern reggae and 
yela music, a Northern Senegalese roots 
style and a Maal speciality. 

I met Maal last December in Dakar, 
where he and balladeer Ismael Lo share the 
upper echelon of an extremely competitive 
pop scene with their more traveled coun- 
tryman Youssou N’Dour. “I feel myself to 
be a universal musician,” he pointed out. 
“Singing in Pulaar, coming from Africa, 
not trying to calculate what I am doing, but 
letting it come naturally.” Maal enjoyed 
free rein on his 1991 Mango release 
Baayo, an acoustic introduction to his life- 
long obsession, West African traditional 
music. With crisp, virtuoso performances, 
often by ensembles of plucked string in- 
struments, Baayo will enlighten and amaze 
anyone who equates African roots with 
drumming and choral singing. 

Lam Toro makes an ambitious attempt 
to bridge Maal’s indigenous sounds with 
Western pop. Maal’s voice rivals Youssou 
N’Dour’s in power and intensity, but it 
possesses a reedy, devotional, North 
African edge. No album — including his 
two Paris-recorded pop releases, Wango 
(Mango) and Taara (Melodie) — captures 
the pummeling intensity of his electric 
band, an overwhelming force on stage. 

But Lam Toro does hint at his range, 
from the plucking of the kora (21-string 
harp) and xalam (traditional banjo) on the 
set piece “Daande Lenol” to the flailing, 
talking-drum-driven workout “Lem Gi.” 
“Hamady Boiro” and “Olel” offer dance- 
hall punch, but I prefer more expansive 
tunes like “Danibe,” the song Maal wrote 
for 70 Senegalese Gulf War veterans killed 
in a plane crash. Opening with jaunty 
string picking, “Danibe” unfolds into a 
stately percussion dialogue, with Maal’s 
majestic voice ripping out at the open 
spaces. 

Recorded in Senegal, remixed for Eng- 
land and then again for the US, Lam Toro 
demonstrates a tremendous willingness to 
experiment on Maal’s part. “I’m never 
afraid of this phenomenon. I always want to 
know how people can feel my music, what 
they can do with it. It’s natural. When you 
look at traditional music, it doesn’t come 
from one society and stay there. In the mu-

sic that I’m doing, you can see influence 
from the Moorish people, from Mali and 
Guinea, and from the Wolof [the ethnic 
group from which N’Dour and Lo come].” 
With Lam Toro, add reggae, its descendant 
“bogle,” and hip-hop to the list. 

If the ’80s was the decade of Paris 
Afropop, the ’90s finds more and more 
American producers entering the fray. I 
spoke with Angelique Kidjo on the phone 
from Minneapolis, where she is mixing her 
upcoming Mango release. Following her 
successful collaboration with Galdo, she 
selected two new producers to try out: 
David Z (who produced her favorite Prince 
song, “Kiss,” as well as the Fine Young 
Cannibals’ The Raw and the Cooked) and 
Will Mowat, an English producer who re- 
cently worked with James Brown. 

Kidjo says she approaches these situa- 
tions without preconceptions. “When I 
make my music with somebody else, this 
person is going to bring something [of his 
own]. That’s what I’m looking for.” But 
though she values input, she makes it clear 
who’s in charge: “They feel it from the be- 
ginning.” Mowat favored strings and jazz 
chord changes, but Kidjo demurred. “If I 
had let him do what he wanted, it would 
have been Angelique singing jazz.” 

Kidjo works by listening intently to tradi- 
tional percussion from Benin. Therein she 
finds the seeds that grow into her electric- 
pop songs. “The percussion we have in 
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Benin is so rich that sometimes it takes me 
months to find one loop in the middle of all 
that percussion to fit in a song.” 

Having uncovered these treasures, she 
guards them maternally, resisting attempts 
to straighten them out or turn them into 
“machine percussion.” She explains, “Be- 
cause you say no and keep that rhythm 
there, the producers get used to it, and af- 
ter a while, they enjoy it. They say, yeah, 
you are right.” Perhaps it’s Kidjo’s gift for 
knowing where to compromise and where 
to stand her ground that makes Logozo one 
of the most successful of the new African 
crossover recordings. 

Boukman Eksperyans’s Lolo Beaubrun 
is also open to aid and guidance from out- 
siders. With the help of Clermontet and 
Philippe Constantin, Boukman’s second 
release, Kalfou Danjere (1992), puts a 
crisp shine on the passionate songwriting 
and percussive thrust that won them 
widespread praise for their 1990 debut, 
Vodou Adjai. 

But Beaubrun is plainly more focused on 
messages than on making the music palat- 
able to an international market. Starting in 
1978, Boukman turned Haiti’s pop scene 
on its head by using the powerful chants, | 
rhythms, and cosmology of the African-de- 
scended vodou religion to articulate the | 
hopes and dreams of a society in radical 
transition. “Haiti is not what people think 
— vodou, black magic, violence, like a 
Hollywood film. This is the brainwashing 
that the American people get. We want 
them to see the culture of Haiti, and what 
it represents spiritually. We are on our way 
to a revolution.” 

World tours, international acclaim, and 
Africa Féte haven’t surprised Beaubrun. “It 
was a spiritual thing when Boukman start- 
ed, and we knew these things would hap- 
pen. We play a powerful rhythm. We’ve got 
a message for Haiti, but we also have a 
message for the world. It’s what we call 
Legba in Haiti. Legba is the spirit that 
opens the door.” 

The fourth Africa Féte artist, Ismael Lo, 
began his career playing acoustic guitar 
and harmonica and singing on Senegalese 
TV. He went on to co-found the enor- 
mously successful band Super Diamono. 
Lo has hardly ever performed in the US, 
but his 1991 Mango release Ismael Lo re- 
veals him as a stirring composer and 
singer, the acoustic guitar and harmonica 
lending plaintive simplicity to his large, 
semi-orchestral arrangements. 

Back home, Lo, like all these artists, is 
loved for what he says as much as for what 
he sounds like — which points to what re- 
mains the biggest obstacle facing this musi- 
cal genre: language. If Marley had sung in 
Creole, few would remember him. If John- 
ny Clegg had stuck to Zulu, he’d be con- 
fined to the world-music bins rather than 
the more lucrative rock category. A large 
measure of the market will never be open 
to these artists until their ideas can res- 
onate for American audiences alongside 
their transforming sounds. 

The first show of its kind to go on at the 
Roxy, Africa Féte has an added interest for 
Boston. This city has long been bereft of a 
place big enough, classy enough, and 
acoustically up to the demands of an 
Afropop dance show. That’s incentive 
enough to hope that Chris Blackwell’s big 
gamble pays off here. Q

LEONARD COHEN: 
THANKS FOR 
SHOWING UP 


Leonard Cohen has a well-deserved 
reputation as a dour purveyor of lyri- 
cal gloom and doom. He’s a serious 
songwriter, a modern-day romantic 
poet consumed by sadness, insatiable 
yearning, and — pardon the expres- 
sion — existential angst. As he put it 
in the closing words of the magical, 
elegant, moving three-hour show last 
Friday night at the Berklee Perfor- 
mance Center, “I am suffering from 
a profound anxiety for which there is 
no cause, and it’s turning into a daily 
terror.” 

He was, of course, kidding — or, 
more accurately, having a wry laugh 
at the expense of his own persona. 
Because, to quote a line from one his 
songs, “There’s a crack in every- 
thing/That’s how the light gets in.” 
The crack in Cohen’s painfully in- 
tense, stoic fagade is his disarmingly 
understated sense of humor, and light 
arrived in the form of redemption 
through song, sorrow, and laughter. 
So though the 58-year-old singer’s 
dark muse may inspire some dignified 
soul baring, his keen, witty self- 
awareness provides ample glimpses of 
the person behind the persona. 

Cohen’s gruff, sandpapery baritone 
and the stark frankness of his lyrics 
(i.e., “Give me crack and anal sex,” 
from “The Future”) played against 
delicate, richly textured orchestra- 
tions, whose components included 
flute, violin, electronic and acoustic 
drums, and an array of keyboards. 
Julie Christensen and Perla Batalla 
added some stunning, angelic har- 
monies and an elegant visual element 
to the stage as Cohen stood with his 
eyes closed, knees slightly bent in a 
baggy black suit, seemingly lost in 
the moment of wrenching songs like 
“Waiting for the Miracle.” 

The sold-out crowd seemed lost in 
the moment as well, but — and it 
may just be the cynic in me — there’s 
also a degree of elitist self-congratula- 
tion at work here. Unlike Dylan, the 
other poet/visionary songwriter who 
comes to mind (both for the deep 
Biblical-based spirituality of his mate- 
rial and the sheer span of his career), 
Cohen hasn’t been exposed to the 
harsh and often damaging glare of the 
limelight. The potency of even his 
best material has never been diluted 
by mass popularity, and he’s retained 
the kind of shadowy mystique that 
makes an artist seem more like the 
real thing. So his fans hung on every 
word of the spoken bits of verse that 
introduced each song, taking almost 
as much delight in quietly, reverently 
finishing off the better-known lines as 
in hearing them performed. 

Cohen graciously thanked the au- 


dience for its devotion and for the 
“letters.” Then he made light of the 
situation and corrected himself, giv- 
ing thanks instead for the one letter 
he received backstage and for the 
demo tapes, saying that “as a artist 
who’s hardly established himself in 
this country,” he’d do what he could. 
One fan managed to guess where all 
the talk was headed and, as if on 
cue, called out a line from one of 
Cohen’s better known tracks 
(“Thank you for the monkey and the 
plywood violin”). Sure enough, the 
first half of the set ended with “First 
We Take Manhattan.” 

Although there’s no question that 
Cohen’s talent merits devotion, even 
he seemed to want to play down, or 
at least play with, the audience’s rev- 
erence. After a 20-minute break, he 
returned alone with an acoustic gui- 
tar for some older, folkier material, 
including “Suzanne” and “A Singer 
Must Die,” responding to the rousing 
ovation with a deadpan “I’m happy 
that you’ve stayed.” 

A few songs later he borrowed an 
aphorism from Woody Allen — 
“Most of life is just showing up” — 
to make his point. But after the soar- 
ing climax of “Closing Time,” he 
came out for three solid encores, 
even breaking into a smile for the last 
one. Which proved that when 
Leonard Cohen shows up, it’s truly a 
special occasion. 


THE BATS: 
HANGING DOWN UNDER 


There are a lot of overrated New 
Zealand musicians,” says Paul Kean, 
bassist for the Bats, commenting on 
his peers and countrymen. “There 
seems to be a thing here: if you want 
to get to be big in New Zealand, you 
pick a 60s song and do a cover ver- 
sion and release it as a single and do 
a video and overnight you’re a sensa- 
tion. All these programmers at the 
commercial stations are all of the age 
when the ’60s were . . . all of life was 
happening then. And they think, ‘Ah, 
here’s a song I know.’ ” 

Although Kean seems unaware that 
that kind of marketing also works 
abroad (he should meet Lemon- 
heads), the Bats, like many other 
Kiwi bands, are having a difficult 
time achieving international recogni- 
tion. Ten years, four albums along, 
and the four-piece, who include 
singer-songwriter Robert Scott, 
drummer Malcolm Grant, and gui- 
tarist Kaye Woodward, are still work- 
ing day jobs back in Christchurch. 
They have come a long way from 
their mid-’80s days of covering Gra- 
ham Parker’s “Streets of Baltimore” 
and the theme from the Munsters. 
But getting noticed outside New 
Zealand is an arduous process. The

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country’s location makes touring 
prohibitively expensive, and once 
abroad the bands have found it diffi- 
cult to make any significant dent in 
the international scene. 

“There are quite a few bands who 
get famous in New Zealand but don’t 
get any response overseas at all,” 
Kean explains. “Basically because the 
ones that make it big here are just 
copying the latest fad or fashion 
overseas, and by the time they try to 
sell it back overseas, it’s old hat. Al- 
though that whole indie guitar pop 
thing — it was happening here long 
before it became a big thing over- 
seas.” So credit original bands who 
did break out: the Verlaines, the 
Chills, the Clean, Split Enz, and 
Crowded House. 

The Bats are part of that whole in- 
die guitar pop thing, eschewing fuzzy 
pedals and grinding noises to craft 
sensitive, harmony-heavy, sparkling 
guitar tunes that sound happy-go- 
lucky even when Scott sings about 
malevolent childhood specters, ecolo- 
gy, or fear of flying. Recorded at the 
Outpost in Stoughton, Massachu- 
setts, with Lou Giordano, the Bats’ 
new Silverbeet (Mammoth) under- 
scores Scott’s pop dramatics and vi- 
brant hooks while keeping a slightly 
unfinished feel. 

Kean warns against growing too 
attached to earlier Bats’ releases. 
“With Silverbeet, for the first time 
we've got a happy balance between 
good production and getting the 
songs down without too much inter- 
ference with trying fancy overdubs 
and stuff. Before Fear of God [the 
Bats’ third album], we had a lower 
budget and were self-produced. Fear 
was the first production job we had, 
but it was a bit too tidy. Silverbeet 
sounds very much like the Bats, and 
if you heard us live, it would be pret- 
ty accurate.” 

Americans will soon have that 
chance: with financial help from the 
New Zealand government, the Bats 
have teamed up with two other Kiwi 
bands, the Jean Paul Sartre Experi- 
ence and Straitjacket Fits, to come to 
the US. Government-funded tours 
don’t fall within the realm of tradi- 
tional rock and roll, but, says Robert 
Scott, the Bats will do what they have 
to. “If it weren’t for our career in 
America and overseas, we probably 
wouldn’t still be going. We have a 
limited career in New Zealand. It’s 
strange that you can’t achieve what 
you want in your own country; you 
have to prove yourselves overseas.” 

Still, it beats dredging up the 
theme from the Munsters.

Teenage wasteland 


Lollapalooza 1993 devours its young

orget for a moment the 

complaints about Lolla- 

palooza’s dwindling po- 

litical cachet. Forget 

also this year’s suppos- 
edly not-so-great line-up, and the 
growing corporate-ness of the for- 
merly groovy affair. Let’s talk venue, 
since the venue says it all. 

Last Saturday, July 17, about 
30,000 fans showed up at Quonset 
Point, Rhode Island — an airport, 
for God’s sake. The change of scene 
was partially the result of last year’s 
destruction at Great Woods, where 
bonfires were set and turf ripped 
asunder. And, in its way, the nearly 
deserted plain of the Point was the 
perfect answer. The message to 
young concertgoers was clear: you 
wanna wreck something? Fine, 
here’s something that’s already 
wrecked. Scrub grass and tarmac. 
Have fun. 

On first approach, Quonset was 
awe-inspiring: acres and acres of un- 
interrupted sky and land, so that the 
horizon was any place you stood. 
Add to that a sliver of Narraganset 
Bay and some white sails, the 
shrouded monolith that was the stage 
and its scaffolding, and you had a 
site-specific installation that would 
do Christo proud. 

But over the course of nine hours, 
the environment forgave less and less 
and eventually became punishing. 
There were tents for shade, there was 
the “village” — selling mostly the 
kind of import tchatchkes you can 
find in downtown Hyannis — and 
food stalls serving such “exotic” fare 


as Italian sausages and felafel. But 
nothing relieved the unvaried space. 
No greenery, no trees even bordering 
the perimeter and, fortunately, no ac- 
cess to the surrounding rocky shore 
(else we surely would have had a few 
’paloozas floating face down by day’s 
end). It was enough to make me sor- 
ry for every bad word I’ve ever ut- 
tered about Great Woods (oh, my 
Green Valley!). 

And yet, the concert was geared 

perfectly for a 17-to-20-something 
crowd who want 
nothing more than 
the largest-scale so- 
cial experience 
they’ve ever had. As 
a couple of 17-year- 
old girls from Nor- 
folk told me, they 
came “half for the 
experience — the 
bands are just an 
added attraction.” 
No matter that they 
had paid $5 for a 
1.5-liter bottle of 
spring water, or that 
anyone who packed 
his own drink was 
forced to dump it at 
the gate. 

What to say about 
the bands except 
that 
some. This version 
of Lollapalooza was 
built not for focused attention but for 
distraction. Probably the quintessen- 
tial Lollapalooza 3 experience was 
standing in the “Forum” — a spo- 
ken-word tent where you could hear 
the young and Doc Marten’d bitch 
about people on welfare (!) — while

there were PRIMUS: no songs, just 
Les Claypool’s bass flash. 


simultaneously enjoying the pop-rock 
guitar blast of Cell on the second 
stage and the neo—Sly and the Family 
Stone vibe of Arrested Development. 
At times, if you weren’t paying close 
attention to the main stage, you 
might think Pearl Jam went on twice 
(Tool, Alice in Chains). 

The live music actually started at 
12:17 on the second stage with Bos- 
ton’s Swirlies, who battled the sludge 
of the poor sound mix with their own 
version of Sonic Youth sludge-plus- 
girl-harmonies. 
They whipped up 
the greatest fury 
on the final tune, 
where members 
of their crew 
joined the quintet 
to play trombone, 
add a second pair 
of arms to the 
drums, play a ra- 
dio into one mi- 
crophone, and 
help scream. It 
was a cheerful 
stomp. Not until 
later was I told 
by one of the 
crew that it was 
Flipper’s “Sex 
Bomb” and that 
the Swirlies were 
paid all of $100 
to trek down to 
Rhode Island for 
their one-off appearance. As one of 
the band said from the stage during a 
break for tuning: “Isn’t it your 
dream to tune a guitar at Lolla- 
palooza?” 

The faithful in front of the main 
stage were body-surfing to the PA 
long before Rage Against the Ma- 
chine played a note. And here were 
two of the surprises of the show. 
Lead singer Zach de la Rocha inter- 
rupted the band’s rap-on-metal as- 
sault to complain about the stupidity 
of concert T-shirt prices and then to 
declaim a poem that he read from a 
book over a grinding slow groove 
that built in intensity and included in- 
coming rockets from guitarist Tom 
Morello. The paranoid rant linked the 
CIA, the FBI, and the Mafia. De la 
Rocha announced that it was by Allen 
Ginsberg. 

As the afternoon wore on, the dry 
scrub was pounded into dust that 
rode the steady breeze across the 
field to the second stage, coating 
teeth and palate with a fine residue 
of grit. Over the growing mosh pit, 
sneakers, shirts, bodies, and more 
dust flew, occasionally sprayed down 
from water hoses wielded by stage 
security. 

And the contradictions accumulat- 
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ed. The notoriously cleaned-up Alice in 
Chains were preceded by Tool, whose 
bassist announced, “My name’s Paul, and 
I’m really fucking high.” Then consider 
how the. Peace and Love homilies of Ar- 
rested Development and Fishbone were 
juxtaposed against a barb aimed by Tool 
at the mosh pit: “Go home, hippie. No- 
body likes fucking hippies.” Consider that 
despite de la Rocha’s protestations, he 
still works for the Sony Corporation 
(Epic). 

And yes, the political element of the tour 
seems just about extinguished. Other than 
the Forum, what was 
there? No PETA, no 
Freedom of Choice, no 
Rock the Vote. The big 
“political” statements 
other than those few 
coming from the stage? 
Information about hemp. 
The Daydreamer “LSD 
Flight Simulator” gog- 
gles that provoke rapid 
eye movement and “trip- 
ping.” A chainsaw-jug- 
gling comedian who re- 
placed the subversive an- 
tics of last year’s Jim 
Rose sideshow with fun- 
ny-if-conventional ban- 
ter and swipes at heck- 
lers (“Dude? Do I fuck 
with you at McDonald’s 
when you’re working?”). 
And where was the Cy- 
berpit? 

Well, there was Di- 
nosaur Jr.’s J Mascis, whose guitar lyri- 
cism inspires even as his tunes enervate. 
There were nominal headliners Primus, 
whose virtuosic rumble is compelling 
even though they have no tunes and 
make Mascis look like Robyn Hitchcock. 
There was the Combustible Edison Or- 
chestra on the second stage, fronted by 
Christmas’s Liz Cox and Michael Cud- 
ahy, doing lounge standards like “Cry 
Me a River” and “The Best Is Yet To 
Come” along with Martin Denny-in- 
spired jams. 

But my only transforming experience of 
the day was my first live encounter with 
Royal Trux, the ongoing project of gui- 
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tarist Neil Hagerty and vocalist Jennifer 
Herrema with whatever cohort they can 
round up. Today, they had a percussion- 
ist/keyboardist, a trap drummer, and a 
second guitar. The band pumped through 
slow and medium-tempo bluesy jams while 
Herrema stalked the stage in full schizoid 
suburban/Lower East Side regalia: a red 
polo shirt with white collar and blue 
stripes, skin-tight black bell bottoms and 
boots, black wrist guards, bracelets, a folk- 
jewelry choker with large reddish stones, 
and a big goddamned belt buckle with six 
dragonfly wings like extended spokes. 

She stood most of the 
time with one foot up 
on a stage monitor, 
never smiling, her eyes 
hidden behind a veil of 
nose-length bangs, the 
rest of her long hair 
knotted in a clump atop 
her head with a white 
barrette, or trailing 
bleachy brown tendrils 
in the breeze. Every 
once in a while she’d 
scowl some verses, then 
go find a cigarette and 
light it, chewing gum 
all the while, before re- 
suming her position on 
the monitor, doing an 
almost imperceptibly 
slow half-hip grind with 
the microphone cord.

ey, this place looks just 
like it used to.” Can’t 
count the number of 
times we heard those 
words during last Tues- 
day night’s opening of the Causeway club, 
in the North Station—neighborhood bar 
space formerly occupied by the late, 
lamented Chet’s Last Call. New manager 
Martin Doyle hasn’t messed with an insti- 
tution, though he’s cleaned the place up, 
added a new PA, and made a few cosmetic 
changes. (The new checkerboard ceiling 
looks just like the old checkerboard floor 
of the Breakfast Club.) Otherwise, the 
place looked and felt a lot the way it did 
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before closing five years ago — same 
funky ambiance, even the same three guys 
drinking at the bar downstairs (okay, this 
last part’s only a guess). 

The Causeway’s opening provides a 
happy ending to a couple weeks’ worth of 
major shake-ups on the club circuit. Bun- 
ratty’s isn’t Bunratty’s anymore; now it’s a 
Lyons Brothers club called Local 186. 
Nightstage is gone, having closed tem- 
porarily in the first week of July and closed 
for keeps a week later (a press release to 
that effect was quietly issued last Wednes- 
day). The Middle East went through a 
mess of internal shake-ups but now ap- 
pears to be back on track. And what will 
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finally happen at the Paradise is anybody’s 
guess, though owner Seth Greenberg is 
swearing that it will remain a concert club 
rather than become a Euro-disco. 

As anyone who’s hung around Boston 
long enough knows, the club scene never 
dies, it just moves around. Whereas a few 
constants always remain (an atom bomb 
could drop on Kenmore Square and the 
Rat would still be there), the circuit tends 
to reshuffle every few years. Remember 
when nobody ever went to Central 
Square? Or when there was more than 
one club in Allston? 

“It’s amazing how everything’s meta- 
morphosed so quickly,” says Chris Porter, 
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nce as Chet’s Last Call. 


who booked Bunratty’s until last week and 
has now crossed over to the Middle East. 
“Allston invaded Cambridge. Cambridge 
invaded the North End. And now Lans- 
downe Street has invaded Allston.” 
Indeed, news of Bunratty’s impending 
transformation into a more upscale club 
hasn’t been taken kindly by the bands and 
clientele who’ve frequented the place for 
the past few years. Two weekends ago, a 
member of the headlining Concussion En- 
semble came on stage wearing a T-shirt 
with the “No” symbol (the red circle with 
the slash through it) and the name Lyons 
written in the middle. Earlier that night, the 
lead singer of Doghouse put a hex on the 
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place during his band’s set: “I pronounce 
that everybody who drinks beer here is 
gonna get the shits! Everybody who pays to 
get in will get really bad acne!” Adding in- 
jury to insult, the club (according to 
Porter) was burglarized two nights later. 

The general sentiment seems to be that 
rave nights, dress codes, and artsy decor 
may be fine for the trendy environs of 
Lansdowne Street, but it’s heresy to move 
it to the underground capital of Allston. 
“They have had a very mixed welcome,” 
Porter said last week. “People and bands 
have been dissing them left and right. I 
was talking. to them last week and said, 
‘What do you expect? It’s not like you’re 
taking over any old club.’ ” 

Local 186 manager Jon Cheriff, who 
also manages Bill’s and Venus de Milo 
(and formerly managed Axis and the 
Cage), answers, “We were very insulted 
for our first few nights taking over as 
manager. There wasn’t a big turnout for 
the shows, and the musicians complained 
on stage. And we didn’t understand what 
was different. We cleaned the beer lines, 
cleaned the bar, cleaned the ceiling — 
that’s the only difference. 

“We took advertising on WFNX — 
there was no adver- 
tising when we came 
in. We’ve heard 
bands say we’re not 
booking local music. 
All we’re booking is 
local music. We see 
Bunratty’s as a way 
of finding out about 
bands we’ve never 
heard about. I can’t 
imagine why it 
would be worse for a 
local musician for us 
to run Bunratty’s 
than anyone else. 
Our hope is to make 
what was Bunratty’s 
a great rock club.” 
He also invited local 
bands to send tapes. 

One place that F 
won’t be changing is (1a 
the Middle East, de- THREE 
spite the internal 
shuffles that began 
with Martin Doyle’s departure. Two full- 
time general managers have come and 
gone in the past two months; and for a 
while there seemed to be an entirely new 
crew of door people every time you showed 
up, somewhat eroding the club’s reputation 
as one of the friendliest places for scen- 
esters and band members to meet and hang 
out. But the club is back in good hands, 
with Porter and Dave Sheehan (who sur- 
vived the changeovers) sharing the booking 
and acting as ad hoc managers. If recent 
bookings are any indication, the Mid East 
is likely to remain alternative heaven, 
geared toward the bands who are too big to 
play the Rat or T.T. the Bear’s Place and 
too independent to do mainstream clubs. 

Part of that circuit will be spilling over to 
the Causeway, where Doyle is looking for 
the same kind of hangout atmosphere. 
“We’re gonna have cheap beer, low covers, 
extensive guest lists, and a good jukebox,” 
he promised last week. None of which 
guarantees a healthy profit, but he’s opti- 
mistic that the club will recapture the vibe 
of the Chet’s days. The main difference is 
that he’s booking headline bands for a full 
weekend, rotating the opening bands. 

So far the headliners he’s booked — Sa- 
tanics, United States, Gigolo Aunts, Lyres, 
Voodoo Dolls — are established bands who 
usually have respectable draws; the ques- 
tion is whether they can pack the house for 
three nights running. “I think we can do it. 
A lot of the opening bands will add to the 
draw. And bands are being reasonable 
about their guarantees. Even if they don’t 
fill for three nights, they’ll make money.” 
Last week’s opening had the feel of a 
good event: beer flowed, the usual suspects 
hung out, and Smashing Orange (recently 
signed to MCA) delivered that quintessen- 
tial Chet’s sound (guitars, tunes, noise). 
Asked for comment at the opening party, 
Doyle went off to fetch a handful of free- 
drink tickets, ensuring his status as the 
most popular man in the house.

REAL KIDS ON CD. Last year New 
York’s garage-happy Norton label did Bos- 
ton a favor by reissuing the first Real Kids 
album on CD. This month it went a step 
further by putting out Grown Up Wrong, a 
24-song disc of unreleased Real Kids ma- 
terial (taken from four live shows between 
1976 and ’78). So never mind about local 
history and all that academic stuff: the real 
reason to check out this disc is that it’s a 
mighty hot 70-odd minutes of rock and

roll, kicking off with an intro by a well-in- 
tentioned DJ who calls them “a band in the 
tradition of the MC5” (say what?). 

The earliest tracks come from the same 
1976 show that was recorded for the semi- 
nal Live at the Rat album; along with that 
album’s very romantic “Who Needs You” 
(“The best thing that I ever did/Was get 
rid of you!”) comes the definitive version 
of the band’s greatest hit, “All Kindsa 
Girls.” But the album’s peak is a nine-song 
radio broadcast from 1978, presented in 
living mono. Punk rock had officially 
caught on by then, so their songs had got- 
ten twice as fast and half as long. Classic 
stuff here, including Real Kids standards 
(“Do the Boob”), cool covers (Eddie 
Cochran, Beau Brummels), and a batch of 
frontman John Felice’s tunes that the band 
never got around to recording. Between 
songs you can hear Felice asking the 
women in the crowd to move up front so 
he’ll have something to sing about. 

Last year at this time the Real Kids were 
in the middle of a reunion; just as in the 
old days they were erratic as hell but pretty 
darn glorious when they pulled it together. 
The reunion was unfortunately scuttled af- 
ter bassist Alpo got injured in a car crash, 

but Felice is reported 
a to be forming a band 
to play his new tunes. 
Here’s hoping he can 
pull it together one 
more time. 

Speaking of new 
discs by folks who’ve 
been around for a 
while, When I Get Off 
(Bomp) finally puts 
DMZ on CD, with 18 
songs by Jeff Conol- 
ly’s pre-Lyres mani- 
acs (pretty much their 
whole studio output, 
save for the half- 
assed Sire album). 
Along with oldies like 
the salacious “Lift Up 
Your Hood,” the even 
more salacious “First 
Time Is the Best 
Time,” and the best- 
ever cover of the 
13th Floor Elevators’ 
“You’re Gonna Miss Me,” there’s a batch 
of newly unearthed tracks including a goofy 
promo for Oedipus’s old radio show. 

Finally, Willie Alexander’s Private WA 
(just out on CD after a few years as a limit- 
ed-release tape) shows a side of Alexander 
you might not have seen before. There’s a 
surprising degree of bitterness and depres- 
sion in these spoken-word pieces, as 
Alexander muses about growing up in 
Gloucester, getting older, seeing yuppies 
and winos outside his window, and getting 
drunk at home for lack of a better option. 
The atmospheric synth back-ups add to the 
wasted, late-night mood. Call this Alexan- 
der’s Berlin and hope for a timely release of 
the new disc he’s recorded with the Persis- 
tence of Memory Orchestra.

SINGLE OF THE WEEK. Twig’s debut 
single, “Fall of Love”/“Riff’ (on Harriet), 
features one of the loveliest sleeves on a 
record in recent memory — an antique 
photo of a woman in a canoe — and it suits 
the warm and wide-eyed nature of their 
music. The band’s sound is similar to what 
Tsunami and the Simple Machines bands 
are doing, combining folkish female vocals 
with fuzzy guitars and a charming shot of 
pop innocence. Opening with a guitar riff 
pinched from the dBs’ “Black and White,” 
the A-side conveys the giddy elation of a 
new romance by jumping tempos every 30 
seconds or so but doesn’t lose its humma- 
bility.

Three MTV darlings make 
the jump to the big stage

he “MTV Alternative Na- 

tion” tour that hit Great 

Woods on July 13 seemed a 

tiny reprise of the ’92 Lolla- 

palooza’s visit. The allitera- 
tive bill featured Spin Doctors, Soul Asy- 
lum, and Screaming Trees, three not- 
quite-alternative-anymore bands. The au- 
dience consisted mostly of white mall 
teens. And the moshers got so stirred up 
that they hurled patches of sod at one an- 
other. Call it Smallapalooza. 

Like that Gen-X consumer circus, this 
tour is thrusting into the arena spotlight 
three former club bands still unaccus- 
tomed to it. As different as these bands’ 
styles are (the Seattle proto-grunge of 
Screaming Trees, the Minneapolis ripped- 
jeans postpunk of Soul Asylum, the New 
York neo-hippie funk of Spin Doctors), all 
are guitar-rock quartets at pivotal artistic 
and commercial points in their career. 

The Trees, who opened the show, ap- 
peared the most uneasy. After a decade of 
relative obscurity, they released the mus- 
cular Sweet Oblivion (their second major- 
label album, on Epic) during last year’s 
Seattlemania, spawning the radio hit “Dol- 
lar Bill.” They have a dense, appealing 
sound, a ’90s low-fat rendering of ’70s di- 
nosaur heavy metal — anchored by the 
bronto-sized Conner brothers (guitarist 
Lee and bassist Van), the Bonhamesque 
thumping of drummer Barrett Martin, and 
the from-the-bowels-of-the-earth bellow- 
ing of Mark Lanegan. 

But on stage at Great Woods, they 
moved like dinosaurs trapped in tar. Lane- 


gan tapped his foot, and Van Conner gave 
the crowd minimal stage patter. Only Lee 
Conner did more than gaze intently at his 
instrument, waving his arm for the occa- 
sional windmill and even offering a roly- 
poly somersault. They played just 35 min- 
utes, in a set drawn almost exclusively 
from Oblivion, as if hesitant to risk older 
material on an audience still straggling 
into their seats, waiting for Soul Asylum. 

Fortunately, workouts like “Shadow of 
the Season” and “Julie Paradise” were big 
and forceful enough to fill the amphithe- 
ater. And in the accelerating ballad “Dollar 
Bill,” the Trees may have found their 
“Free Bird,” a tearful farewell (with its re- 
frain, “Goodbye, mama, I’ve taken this too 
far”) so transcendent that even the securi- 
ty guards sang along with it. 

Spin Doctors also seemed as surprised 
as anyone to be headlining before an arena 
crowd. “Like, three years ago we were a 
bar band,” marveled singer Chris Barron, 
repeatedly thanking the audience for buy- 
ing tickets (and urging the moshers to 
stop chucking sod). Their Epic debut al- 
bum, Pocket Full of Kryptonite, took nearly 
two years to break on the radio, but break 
it did, with supremely beatific, riff-happy 
hits like “Little Miss Can’t Be Wrong” and 
“Two Princes.” (At Great Woods, they 
played all but one song from Kryptonite.) 

Now that they’ve made it big, they’re 
trying to dissociate themselves from the 
neo-hippie label, a tall order given Bar- 
ron’s cosmic musings on reincarnation 
and heaven, their rainbow-colored smoke- 
and-light show, and their penchant for 
Dead-style wandering jams. Yet the band 
seemed awed enough by the venue to keep 
most songs in the 90-minute set on short 
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SOUL ASYLUM: it’s easy to feel self-assured when you're Dave

leashes. Only on the showpiece “Shinbone 
Alley” did they threaten to get self-indul- 
gent. Still, Eric Schenkman’s guitar work 
was tasteful and to the point; Aaron 
Comess’s drum solo actually made some 
architectural sense; and Mark White’s gal- 
loping, percussive bass solo showed why 
he’s indispensable to the band’s hard-funk 
bottom. Barron was so high on crowd ap- 
proval that he danced like Martin Short’s 
loose-limbed Ed Grimley on the lip of the 
stage. 

Soul Asylum, enjoying the first major- 
label success of their 12-year career with 
Grave Dancers Union (Columbia), have 
made the arena leap with the greatest as- 
surance. (Of course, if I were singer Dave 
Pirner and Winona Ryder had just become 
my girlfriend, I’d feel pretty self-assured 
too.) They still sound like ragged, raw club 
crawlers, but they delivered recent songs 


like “Without a Trace,” “Black Gold,” and 
“Somebody To Shove” with enough an- 
themic fury to reach the back fence. 

When Soul Asylum opened for Keith 
Richards at the Orpheum in February, 
they baffled the sedate, fortysomething au- 
dience. At Great Woods, they unleashed a 
canny cover of Mission of Burma’s local 
punk classic “(That’s When I Reach for 
My) Revalver,” which should have been 
equally puzzling to teens too young to rec- 
ognize the song. Yet it’s what whipped 
them into a sod-tossing frenzy. 

Not that they did so much damage that 
Great Woods can’t cover it with the pro- 
ceeds from the $8 binocular rentals. But it 
would blow if the Smallapa-losers’ antics 
kept Soul Asylum from being invited back, 
resulting in a Great Woods season fit only 
for Whitney Houston and Jimmy Buffett 
fans. QO

Whitney Houston delivers 


a blitzkrieg at Gr

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SHE’S THE GREATEST — at least, that was the theme of her starcentered show. 


hitney Houston’s plati- 

tudinous splendor com- 

manded the Great 

Woods stage last 

Wednesday night, July 
14, exactly as planned. Strutting down a 
grand staircase while singing “The Greatest 
Love of All,” flaunting a green crushed-vel- 
vet halterneck gown curvaceous enough to 
make RuPaul jealous, La Houston pranced 
to the front of the stage and put her hand to 
her heart, as if pledging allegiance to the 
flag. Having established the theme of her 
show — “I Am the Greatest” — she pro- 
ceeded to rub it in, power-singing hit after 
hit after hit in a tirelessly massive mezzo 
that takes no prisoners. The crowd of 
13,500 loved it, and why not? The more 
bombastically Houston sang, the louder the 
audience responded, as if to say, “If you’re 














great, Whitney, so are we!” 

As Houston marched from “Love Will 
Save the Day” to “Savin’ All My Love” to 
“You Give Good Love” and “How Will I 
Know,” both the melody and cadence of 
her music retraced the melodies, light 
touch, and cadences of Donna Summer’s 
“MacArthur Park,” “Last Dance,” and “I 
Love You.” Those 1977 and ’78 works 
preceded two tours that brought Summer 
to Boston for concerts as opulently staged 
and star-centered as Houston’s show, con- 
certs that celebrated Summer’s progress 
from midnight disco to the full light of day 
(or the even fuller light of the movies) and 
declared her presence as the star of an au- 
dience that was just learning how to de- 
clare itself. There was drama to spare in 
seeing Summer and fans discover them- 
selves. She had a very special appeal, tee- 
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tering on the edge between uncertainty and 
radiance. 

Because Houston’s arrangements (and 
her glamorizing) track Summer’s so close- 
ly, the difference is unmistakable. Houston 
knows herself cold. Her message, too. So 
no teetering, no risk, no problem, right? At 
Great Woods she commanded and con- 
quered her music as she gobbled up the 45 
minutes of act one, overwhelming the 10- 
minute magnificat called the “I Have Noth- 
ing” medley by pouring into it all the senti- 
mentality she could muster. And she can 
muster a lot. 

The audience applauded, cheered, 
stomped its feet, and got up and danced as 
Houston overextended her medley’s final 
moments. And when after an intermission 
the star plunged directly into act two’s 
“Queen of the Night,” it was ready. Hous-

ton now wore red jump pants, red short 
boots, and a red-and-sequin jacket that 
looked almost streetwise but not funky; 
otherwise, everything about her show 
stayed on course. Hit followed relentless hit

Drama is as unnecessary to Houston’s | 
show as a teetotaler is to an all-night beer | 
party. Yet she provided some. She dedi- | 


cated the words of “All the Man I Need” 


to husband Bobby Brown (or to his home- | 


town fans? perhaps both . . .), comment- 
ing “I used to cry myself to sleep at night, 


and then Bobby came!” and “See what my | 


man gives me?” as she pushed her voice 
to its loudest and held it there, dropping 


her notes (and her body) lower and lower. | 
Actually, not Bobby Brown but saxophon- | 
ist Kirk Whalum (who, after youngest | 
Winans Sisters Angie and Debbie’s open- | 
ing set, had played a set with his own | 
band) was there, right on time, of course, | 
to dig his teeth into a shrill line of driving, | 


crying high notes. 

Still, one missed a little tenderness in 
her partnership with Whalum — and in 
all the songs that preceded it. Isn’t this a 
part of the greatest love of all? No, Hous- 
ton seemed to say, as she boomed out the 
message (and leaped through the beats) of 
a robust gospel stomp called “Jesus Loves 
Me.” (“This is how we do it in my 
church,” she added. “We make a joyful 
noise unto the Lord!”) But as Otis Red- 
ding’s advice about tenderness began to 
hang in my ear as a warning, Houston ap- 
peared to reconsider. She put a tremble 
into every word of the a cappella intro of 


“I Will Always Love You” as if worrying | 


some gentleness into her declaration. 
Some uncertainty, at last? A little of the 
mere humanness that made Donna Sum- 
mer’s “Last Dance” moment so magic? 

If so, it didn’t linger. As soon as Hous- 
ton got to the melodic band-and-singer 
meat of the song, she took hold of its 
lushness and ferocity with unvitiated vig- 
or. Does her machinery never wear out or 
her soul cry uncle? The question seemed 
moot as her spectacle came to the end of 
its studied, summarized, fully replenished 
power cycle. Q

of the ‘70s. The Motor Voter Bill finally made it into 

law after several years of hard work by Rock the Vote, a 

‘ presidential veto and an almost insurmountable filibuster. 

President Clinton signed the bill designed to ease the process of 
registering to vote into law on May 20. 

The National Voter Registration Act of 1993 will allow U.S. 
citizens 18 years or older to register to vote when they apply for or 
renew their drivers license, by mail or at public assistance, 
disability and military recruitment offices. Unemployment offices 
were dropped from the list of state and municipal offices that will 
be required to offer registration as a concession to Republicans 
who were opposing the bill. Another compromise is that 
individual states will be allowed, but not required, to offer 
registration at unemployment offices. 

So how did Rock the Vote assist in the bill passing? “The ‘Dear 
Mr. President’ and ‘Dear Mr. Senator’ mail-in card program 
definitely helped,” Cinnamon Muhlbauer of Rock the Vote says. 
“When an elected official gets thousands of cards dumped on his 
desk, he gets the message that his constituents are interested.” 
R.E.M. put a “Dear Mr. Senator” postcard on the longbox of their 
CD Out of Time. The album generated almost 150,000 postcards 
sent. Public service announcements are also credited for getting 
people to put pressure on legislators. “We had bi-partisan 

support,” Muhlbauer says. “It wasn’t like we were pitting one 
party against the other.” 

The signing ceremony was an unusual mixture of rock’n’roll 
and politics. Dave Mustaine of Megadeth, R.E.M.’s Michael Stipe,

Mike Mills and Bill Berry, members of Living Colour and various 
music industry personnel attended. 

The passage of the Motor Voter Bill set a positive tone for Rock 
the Vote’s next major campaign—membership recruitment. Almost 
12,000 people have joined Rock the Vote by pledging financial 
support. Members receive a membership card, and a Rock the Vote 
newsletter, which keeps members up-to-date on legislative and 
registration work and reports on candidates, issues and 
legislative alerts. 

The membership information packet includes a National Youth 
Political Survey which, true to Rock the Vote form, is not your 
average survey. Questions range from “What are the first three 
things you'd like President Clinton to do in office?” to prioritizing 
issues like censorship, unemployment or racism, to drug use 
and sexual activity questions. 

The 1993 membership drive is being supported by the National 
Association of Recording Merchandisers (NARM). NARM is 
assisting by making membership information and applications 
available at record stores across the country. In addition, 
membership booths will be set up at concert venues throughout 
the summer and fall. By calling 800-CALL-RTV, people can join 
by phone. 

A benefit maxi-single was released July 8. Few & Far Between 
(Elektra) contains the current single by 10,000 Maniacs plus three 
previously unavailable songs. “Candy Everybody Loves” and “To 
Sir With Love” were recorded at the MTV Inaugural Gala and 
feature Michael Stipe of R.E.M. on guest vocals. “Let the Mystery 
Be” is a duet between Natalie Merchant and David Byme from the 
Maniacs’ MTV Unplugged session.

(Warner Bros./Qwest). This collection of 
melodic songs includes their unassuming but 
emotionally ripping vocals over a more 
relaxed sound that still packs enough smart 
beat to coax even the most art-damaged 
to dance. 

Although Messiah’s self-titled major-label 
debut (Def American/White Label) is only an 
EP, spiral-eyed ravesters probably won’t even 
notice. They’ll be too busy sinking deep into 
its mind-melting globs of pulsating heaviness. 
The British outfits’ full album, Beyond Good 
and Evil was due out for release last March, 
but due to legal problems over sampling, it’s 
been pushed all the way back to September.

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Reissues 
Dave Clark Five 


finally anthologized 


he biggest news in reissues 
Te has been the impending 
release of an anthology by British 
Invasion group the Dave Clark Five. While 
the DC5 wasn’t on the level of the Beatles, 
Rolling Stones, Kinks or even the Searchers 
musically, for a couple of years the band was 
second in popularity only to the Beatles in 
the U.S., racking up a string of eight Top 10 
hits and inspiring its own brand of mania. 

Until now, no DC5 catalog has appeared 
on CD. Clark, the group’s drummer and 
leader, secured the rights to the group’s 
recordings early and held out for the best 
deal he could get. The result is The Dave 
Clark Five Anthology (Hollywood), a two-CD 
compendium of the group’s biggest hits and 
then some. 

Fans who remember its hard-driving 
sound have been anxiously anticipating the 
release of the catalog, and many of them 
grabbed the single-disc British version of the 
anthology, Glad All Over Again, which 
preceded the American collection. While the 
sound is thin on some of the earliest 
material, despite its being assembled from 
the original master tapes, fans should 
generally be satisfied with both the overall 
sonic quality and the generous track 
selection of the release. 

Rhino has been on quite a roll lately. A 
number of double-disc anthologies released 
in the past few months can surely be 
regarded as definitive. Jerry Lee Lewis's All 


- simultaneous release by Rhino of both the 
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Killer. No Filler: The Anthology is the first that 
draws from all of the label’s for which “the 
Killer” recorded. The set is short on Sun label 
material, but that era is already amply 
represented elsewhere, whereas the excellent 
Mercury sides of the ‘60s and ‘70s have been 
given short shrift until now. Guitar fanatics 
should have been drooling over the 








two-CD Twang Thang: The Duane Eddy 
Anthology and the single-disc Rumble: the Best 
of Link Wray, while early spring brought the 
two non-stop party-time rockers: the 
fabulous Dave Edmunds Anthology (1968-90) 
and J. Geils Band Anthology: House Party (the 
latter with liner notes by this columnist).

Massachusetts-born Dale, who relocated to 
Southern California’s Orange County in his 
senior year of high school, launched surf rock 
in 1960 from the stage of Balboa’s Rendezvous 
Ballroom with his band, the Deltones. His first 
hits would be an important influence on the 
nascent California sound, from instrumental 
combos (the Ventures, the Chantays),.to the 
stripped-down, tremelo-heavy drive behind, 
the soaring vocals of the Beach Boys and 
Jan & Dean. 

Tribal Thunder reveals how much surf-rock 
is immersed in a hearty and often inconsistent 
ethnic goulash that manages to sound alien 
and all-American at the same time. There’s a 
surf/flamenco hybrid, “Esperanza,” as well as 
a thunderous version of Duke Ellington’s 


” 


“Caravan,” a favorite theme among the 
“Exotica” crowd. Best of all is the bonus track, 
a low-key, hypnotic update of “Miserlou” 
which evokes Arabian snake charmers way 
out West. 


Besides being a musical tastemaker, Dale

or a sterling piano trio, try 
F Russian-born Simon Nabatov’s 
Touch Customer (enja), with 
bassist Mark Helias and drummer Tom 
Rainey. These three are so close, it’s almost 
a crowd. Nabatov, Ray Anderson’s regular 
pianist, was Moscow Conservatory- 
trained, but he swings anyway, with great 
articulation and diamond-hard attack even 
at insane tempos. Touch Customer features 
snaky bass vamps, fiendish metrical 
intricacies and a frequently shifting 
landscape. Nabatov doesn’t sound like 
Myra Melford, whose trio is similarly 
equilateral, but if you like her stuff, you'll 
probably dig his. 

Switzerland’s 10-strong Alpine Jazz 
Herd, on Alpine Two (Unit), mingles jazz 
axes and traditional Swiss alphorn, 
bagpipes, accordion, hammered dulcimer, 
mixing jazz tactics with the flavor of 
pre1850 Swiss folk music. Sometimes the 
results are as majestic as the peaks at 
sunset, sometimes merely earnest and 
sometimes, it sounds like the players are 
trying to jump start a dead car. It’s more 
interesting than wholly successful, but 
certainly has that “sound of surprise” jazz 
is supposed to have. 

One hesitates to call Bloomington 
(Columbia) Branford Marsalis’ best, as 
even his middling records tend to be

widely overpraised. Does it break any new 
ground, and establish his as the tenor or 
soprano saxist under 40? No. But it is a 
very feisty live trio record in the Sonny 
Rollins vein, full of witty offhand quotes— 








he has mastered the art of quotation 


because he’s not one to make obvious 
jokes—and flexible interplay. Bassist Bob 
Hurst and drummer Jeff Watts may 
doubletime or lay back or go Latin at any 
moment. Marsalis largely avoids his Rich- 
Little-of-the-tenor routines (not my phrase, 
wish it were), even on passages where the 
group dynamic shouts “Ornette Coleman” 
or “John Coltrane.” There’s too much 
vanity applause left in, but the bass 
sounds natural. Marsalis doesn’t always 
play this well in concert, but on one good 
night, the tapes were rolling.

Jamal (who 
early on was championed by Miles 
Davis) can play cocktail-piano lite 
or break into broad funk colors, 
but his work is also replete with 
fine detail, peerless technique, 
and dance-like phrasing. (Check 
Irving Ashby’s “Tater Pie.”) 
Chicago Revisited catches him in 
ideal circumstances — working 
live in a club with a bassist and 
drummer (John Heard and Yoron 
Israel, respectively). 

Jamal’s delicate single-note 
lines, with their uncannily even 
articulation, will suddenly break 
into funky block chords (Jamal’s 
“Bellows”), or a symmetrical 
ascending sequence of parallel 
chords will culminate in a surpris- 
ing high-register trill (Adamson 
and McHugh’s “Where Are You”). 
But despite his calculated arrange- 
ments, he is open to surprise. He'll 
ruminate on an attractive figure 
and let it lead him where it will, or 
allow a phrase to run on in a soar- 
ing extended line before returning 
to a chiming orchestral coda. 
What’s showy about his playing 
can’t obscure what's both playful 
and perfect.

With its implicit drug references 
and linear three-chord framework, 
“Meth of a Rockette’s Kick” is the 
true heir of the Velvet Under- 
ground’s noisy avant-garde legacy. 
Susan Thorpe’s gentle, ascending 
flute motif and a cheesy, ono- 
matopoetic background-vocal line 
weave in and around the simple 
strummed guitar and David 
Baker’s earnest nonsensical lyrics 
while ominous feedback lurks in 
the shadows threatening the 
inevitable noisefest. There are 
hummable hooks all over the disc, 
but they’re part of a deranged col- 
lage that includes everything from 
a free-jazz horn section to the 
ambient sounds of unusual record- 
ing spaces (parts of “Something 
for Joey” were cut in the Fluids 
Research Center at NASA).

*x*x* Voivod, THE OUTER LIM- 
ITS (MCA). CHOM, the major 
English-language FM station in 
this Quebec foursome’s home 
market, resonates all day long with 
prog-rock as spiteful and pensive 
as these nine musical head trips. 
It's hard to imagine a band as 
rebelliously irrational as Voivod 
conforming to any format, even 
one as verbally recondite as 
CHOM'’s; even logical Voivod 
reverberate with ugly plaintive gui- 
tar riffs and sad but semaphoric 
singing (highlights: “Le pont noir” 
and “Moonbeam Rider’). 

The dense yet delicate noise 
riffs of “Jack Luminous” rasp and 
pirouette and gleam and snarl; 
they're catchy and melodic and 
occasionally gothic. The song 
stretches seductively to its full 
17:26, moving from jazzy rhythms 
to even jazzier changes at an 
almost danceable cadence. That 
cadence turns up all through the 
album, when you least expect it. 
Best of all, the group’s solipsistic 
fantasies are perfectly attuned to 
the shy unreality of forgotten 
1970s European space rock.

ARE GONNA FALL TODAY, 
(Bar/None). If Chocolate USA 
(formerly Miss America) seem to 
have an authentic slant on adoles- 
cent longing, it might have to do 
with singer/songwriter Julian 
Koster'’s being 17 when he record- 
ed All Jets. intercut with sound 
bytes taken from audio letters sent 
to Koster from his grandmother, 
the best of these songs muse 
upon age-old themes of loneliness 
and alienation with original, easily 
digestible pop melodies. 

Never moping, the magnani- 
mous Koster laments the desola- 
tion of others as well as himself on 
numbers like “Doogie Love 
Theme” and “The Shower Song,” 
all the while waxing on about the 
trivial details of life, much like an 
American Robyn Hitchcock. 
There’s an easy eclecticism that 
runs from funk and folk to Casio 
kitsch; there’s even some tasty 
jazz guitar and, on the Galaxy 
500-ish “100 Feet Tall,” soaring 
French horn. The humor belies an 
undercurrent of poi emotion- 


al desperation. All in all, there are 
at least a half-dozen infectious 
pop gems on this album, boding 
well for the now 21-year-old 
Koster. You also get the feeling he

(Def 
American). There’s something 
sleepy-eyed and seductive about 
the San Francisco band Swell. 
Although they don’t do anything 
stunningly original with the ancient 
guitar-bass-drums set-up, they 
nevertheless conjure a moodiness 
that’s fresh and spare. The album 
has an off-the-cuff feel that faintly 
evokes, say, Pavement. 

Swell’s chaos is more con- 
trolled, and their lyrics aren’t the 
flat-out nonsense that Pavement 
love to confound fans with. As 
David Freel’s voice floats through 
Swell's songs, his words bespeak 
a certain weariness that ties in 
perfectly to the drowsy rhythms. 
But soporific Swell ain't, even if 
they did call one song “Tired.” 
When Freel keeps whispering 
“Listen” against the irresistible 
thud of “It’s okay,” and the bass 
starts churning louder and louder, 
it all coalesces into a pleasantly 
menacing kiss-off number (“Good 
luck . . . we're tired of you”). Swell 
have an apt name; their music 
surges and pulses like ocean 
waves. Very difficult to sit still to.

RuPaul'’s debut spills over with the 
sly proclamations of a drag queen 
in control. Last year’s massive 
club hit “Supermodel (You Better 
Work)” opens the album, setting 
the stage for a series of power- 
house dance tunes. “Miss Lady 
DJ” is a driving discotheque 
anthem with a funky horn refrain; 
on “A Shade Shady,” RuPaul cre- 
ates a perfect dance-floor mantra: 
“Don’t be throwin’ no shade, | just 
wanna get paid.” 

On “Back to My Roots,” 
tongue-in-cheek tribute to his 
mother’s hair salon, he declares, 
“My hair is a revolution!” On the 
disco-flavored “Supernatural,” he 
flaunts what separates him from 
most dance divas with his teasing 
refrain, “Baby, you made my 
nature rise.” Fred Schneider of the 
B-52’s appears on the low-key but 
infectious “Stinky Dinky,” which 
proclaims, “The future belongs to 
those who can smell it coming.” 
With his six feet and seven inches 
of “hair, heels and attitude,” 
RuPaul has given the often static 
dance-music genre an injection of 
energy and spunk.
